Bynum Comes to S.F. To Give 
Cyclosporine-Prednisone Talk

The Pentagon has an¬ 
nounced it has temporarily 
stopped discharging and dis¬ 
criminating against homosex¬ 
ual service members, after be¬ 
ing ordered to do so by a fed¬ 
eral judge. The action also 
puts the Clinton Administra¬ 
tion’s new military “don’t 
ask/don’t tell” directive on 
hold. It is unclear, however, 
how or whether the Pen¬ 
tagon’s order affects gays-in- 
the-military legislation cur¬ 
rently making its way 
"‘Through Congress. 

The new Pentagon mea¬ 
sure was revealed in an Octo¬ 
ber 1 memo by Assistant Sec¬ 
retary of Defense Edwin 
Dorn, who wrote that until 
U.S. District Court Judge Ter¬ 
ry Hatter’s order is stayed or 
reversed, the department will

cease discharges or transfers 
“solely on the basis of homo¬ 
sexual orientation or state¬ 
ments of homosexuality.” 

In an interview with the 
Los Angeles Times pub¬ 
lished October 8, Dorn said: 
“It certainly conflicts with 
what we want to do and with 
our understanding of what 
Congress wants us to do. But 
we either comply with the 
judge’s order or he has told 
us if we don’t, we’re subject 
to nealthy fines. This is the 
law of the land for the mo¬ 
ment. We have to comply.” 

On September 30, Hatter 
clarified an earlier ruling or¬ 
dering the military to stop en¬ 
forcing the ban against gays 
in the military “in the absence 
of proven sexual conduct — if 
such conduct is proven to in¬ 
terfere with the military mis¬ 
sion of the armed forces of 
the United States.” If the Pen¬ 
tagon refused to comply with 
his order, Hatter threatened 
to hold the military and the 
Department of Defense in 
contempt of court and fine 
them up to $10,000 a day. 

Last January, Hatter ruled 
that the ban against homosex¬ 
uals in the military was un¬ 
constitutional in the case of 
Naval Petty Officer Keith 
Meinhold, and ordered the 
sailor’s reinstatement. Recent¬ 
ly Meinhold’s attorney, John 
McGuire, had complained to 
the judge that Meinhold was 
being denied promotions be¬ 
cause of having come out 
publically as a gay man, and 
therefore the Navy was violat¬ 
ing Hatter’s ruling. 

The government has ap¬ 
pealed Hatter’s ruling in the 
Meinhold case, and is seeking 
a stay of the judge’s latest or¬ 
der to cease all discrimination 
and discharges. ▼

A crowd of about 100 peo¬ 
ple with plenty of questions 
last week met the doctor who 
offers a treatment he says will 
rid a patient’s bloodstream of 
HIV. 

Dr. Therial Bynum, a 1977 
graduate of the University of 
Nebraska Medical School, 
spoke October 8 at Metropoli¬ 
tan Community Church, 150 
Eureka Street. He said he can 
eliminate HIV from patients’ 
bodies through a combination 
of the drugs Cyclosporine and 
Prednisone. 

Bynum was in San Fran¬ 
cisco to announce a clinical 
trial that will include 20 peo¬ 
ple. Set to begin six months 
from now, the trial is intend¬ 
ed to win Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration approval for the 
therapy, Bynum said. 

“I hope to purge San Fran¬

cisco and tne world ol HIV,” 
Bynum said. “But for now, I 
hope to get enough individu¬ 
als together to do a study that 


will qualify as a statistically 
significant number of people 
to win FDA approval.” 

Bynum uses Cyclosporine 
and Prednisone to weaken a 
patient’s immune system by 
killing the blood cells infected 
by HIV. With no place to live 
and grow, HIV is gone from 
the bloodstream within six to 
eight months, Bynum said. At 
that point, the medication is 
stopped and the patient’s im¬ 
mune system rebuilds itself, 
according to Bynum’s theory. 

Cyclosporine and Pred¬ 
nisone are commonly used to 
inhibit the immune system 
following organ transplant 
surgery, thereby preventing 
organ rejection. 

Bynum said he has admin¬ 
istered the treatment to 12 pa¬ 
tients so far, the first in 1986. 
He said eight of the patients

Wilson Ignores $400K Study, Vetoes Needle Exchange 

on our eflons to save lives

SACRAMENTO - On 
Sunday, October 10, Gover¬ 
nor Pete Wilson vetoed the 
needle exchange bill, AB 260, 
authored by Speaker Willie 
Brown, D-San Francisco, say¬ 
ing he fears that access to 
needles will encourage drug 
use. The Governor vetoed the 
bill, which would have legal¬ 
ized local needle exchange 
programs, despite the newly 
released $400,000 study of 


needle exchange programs in 
North America and Europe, 
published by the Centers for 
Disease Control, which shows 
that such programs dramati¬ 
cally reduce HIV transmission 
among injection drug users 
and cause no harm in other 
populations. 

In reaction to the veto, 
Joanna Cassese, Project Direc¬ 
tor of Sacramento’s AIDS Re¬ 
sponse Program, told the Bay 
Area Reporter, “This is the 
same mentality that says not 
to teach kids about AIDS and 


safer sex because they’ll be¬ 
come sexually active. So now 
we continue to make needle 
exchange an illegal activity 
because it will encourage 
drug use in spite of all the ev¬ 
idence to the contrary. I can’t 
help but believe it’s just more 
of the same old story — and 
‘all the right people are dy¬ 
ing.’” 

Robert Rios, Legislative 
Advocate for the LIFE/AIDS 
Lobby, said bitterly, “This is 
an outrage. With these actions 
Wilson has slammed the door 


and prevent discrimination. 
The worst part is that Wilson 
is doing this knowingly. He is 
sentencing thousands of peo¬ 
ple to death with the veto of 
AB 260. His veto message 
said that preventing HIV in¬ 
fections among drug users 
through needle exchange 
would contradict drug deter¬ 
rent programs. He knows 
there are at least 400,000 IV 
drug users in this state who 
will expose themselves, their 
partners and their children to 


HIV. He called his veto 
‘triage.’ A better word is mur¬ 
der — he’s throwing away 
lives and our tax dollars after 
them to protect the purity of 
a ‘Just Say No’ campaign. 

The second AIDS-related 
bill to be vetoed was Senate 
Bill 670 by Tom Hayden, D- 
Santa Cruz, which would 
have added CD4 (commonly 
known as “T-Cell”) test results 
to existing confidentiality 
laws regarding HIV antibody 
test results.

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Gay Sailor Gives Up AWOL Life

John Fabry is not a fugi¬ 
tive anymore. 

After living more than four 
years on the lam from the 
U.S. Navy, Fabry turned him¬ 
self in last week and expects 
to be discharged within the 
next few days. 

Fabry said he went AWOL 
in June 1989 because he 
couldn’t take the ongoing 
anti-gay harassment from fel¬ 
low sailors. He turned himself 
in because he was tired of 
looking over his shoulder, 
wondering when he might be 
caught. 

“I need to deal with this,” 
Fabry told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter before turning himself 
in October 5 on Treasure Is¬ 
land. “If I don’t face this I’m 
truly the coward they think I 
am. I’m not a coward. I have 
faced worse things in life ... I 
don’t want to be viewed any¬ 
more as a dishonorable per¬ 
son.” 

Fabry accepted an other- 
than-honorable discharge in 
lieu of a court martial. Al¬ 
though he said he was wor¬ 
ried about what might hap¬ 
pen once he turned himself 
in, he reported he has been 
treated well and he looks for¬ 
ward to putting the ordeal be¬ 
hind him. 

“I feel like my old life is 
gone,” Fabry said, “like I have 
no ties with it anymore and 
this new life is going to be 
very different than it used to 
be. Everybody else was mak¬ 
ing decisions for me.” 

Fabry first spoke to the 
Bay Area Reporter in Jan¬ 
uary, after reading about an¬ 
other sailor who had gone 
AWOL to care for his lover 
who was dying of AIDS. Fab¬ 
ry spoke anonymously then 
about his experience with ha¬ 
rassment aboard ship. 

Enlisted to better himself 

Fabry enlisted in the Navy 
in August 1987, hoping it 
would be a path to better 
himself. 

But Fabry said he found 


himself in a hostile environ¬ 
ment where straight-identi¬ 
fied sailors propositioned him 
for oral sex and threatened 
him with violence. Fabry said 
sought a discharge several 
times but met resistance and 
further intimidation from su¬ 
perior officers. 

“There would be no reason 
for me to be AWOL if they 
had a respectable way of deal¬ 
ing with people and they 
don’t do that,” Fabry told the 
B.A.R. in January. “I was 
afraid for my life. That’s why 
I wanted out. 

“By allowing homophobia 
to exist in the military, they 
create a situation like mine,” 
he said. “Then they make us 


into criminals when we try to 
do something about it.” 

With his “crime” almost 
behind him, Fabry said he is 
looking to the future and 
hopes he can use his experi¬ 
ence to help others. He now 
works as a housekeeper and 
is thinking about opening a 
bed and breakfast or coffee 
house. 

A member of the San 
Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus, 
he also plans to become more 
politically active, and even 
considers running for office. 

“Now I can really think 
about what to do with myself 
and I want to help people in 
trouble,” Fabry said. “That’s 
the best way for me.” ▼ 


ACRC Announces 
CD8, Interluken Trial

The AIDS Community Re¬ 
search Consortium is seeking 
HIV-positive people for a clin¬ 
ical study of the safety and ef¬ 
fectiveness of treating HIV in¬ 
fections with anti-retroviral 
compounds plus infusions of 
CD8 t-cells and a genetically 
engineered derivative of inter- 
luken-2. 

In the treatment, CD8 cells 
are taken from the blood of 
participants through a process 
called leukophoreses and 
grown in a laboratory for ten 
to 18 days. After the CD8 
cells have expanded to the de¬ 
sired capacity, they are mixed 
with rILr2 (Proleukin), manu¬ 
factured by Chiron Corpora¬ 
tion, and reinfused into the 
patient’s bloodstream. 

“Activated CD8 expansion 
was discussed at the Ninth 
World Congress on AIDS, re¬ 
cently held in Berlin,” said 
ACRC Executive Director 


Michael Edell, in announcing 
the clinical trial “This study 
represents one of several inno¬ 
vative approaches now being 
used to combat HIV infection. 

Participant profile 

Participants for the study 
must be between the ages of 
18 and 55 and suffer from 
HIV infection. They may be 
either asymptomatic or mild¬ 
ly symptomatic, with a t-4 cell 
count of at least 250 and and 
a CD8 t-cell count of 800 or 
more, and have taken anti¬ 
retroviral medication for at 
least eight weeks, according 
to Deborah Harris, a nurse 
practitioner with ACRC. 

Study subjects must also 
be free from heart disease, 
bleeding disorders, extensive 
KS, and other malignant can¬ 
cers, and may not be undergo¬ 
ing chemotherapy. 

Extensive physical exami¬ 
nation, including complete 
laboratory work-ups, are pro¬ 


vided to determine eligibility 
for the clinical trials and pa¬ 
tients are carefully followed 
through the course of the 
study. 

Patients who receive the 
treatment will receive one in¬ 
fusion a month for five 
months and also receive sub¬ 
cutaneous injections of the 
immune booster rID2. 

ACRC is a cooperative, 
community-based HIV treat¬ 
ment and research consor¬ 
tium founded in 1988. The 
group is linked with San Ma¬ 
teo and Santa Clara County 
AIDS Programs and local 
peninsula hospitals. ACRC co¬ 
ordinates two HIV treatment 
research subunits for Stan¬ 
ford University’s AIDS Clini¬ 
cal trial Group. 

Thirty participants are 
sought for the study. For 
more information contact 
Deborah Harris, N.P., at (415) 
364-6536.

Cal Pacific Med Center Hit With 
$1 Million HIV Extortion Attempt

A health worker at Califor¬ 
nia Pacific Medical Center 
has been fired after he made 
a series of conflicting and 
bizarre statements that he 
fantasized about infecting, or 
had infected, patients at the 
facility with HIV — and then 
demanded $1 million in black¬ 
mail to sign a statement that 
he hadn’t infected anyone. 

Helus Stevenson was fired 
from his position as an outpa¬ 
tient phlebotomist from the 
Pacific campus, where he was 
responsible for drawing pa¬ 
tient blood samples. 

Following an extensive in¬ 
vestigation and review of pa¬ 
tient safety procedures, the 
hospital is satisfied that no pa¬ 
tients were exposed to the 
virus. 

“It is a sad and chilling re¬ 
ality that even the wildest 
charges must be taken seri¬ 
ously,” said CMPC GEO Au¬ 
drey Serfling. “We deeply re¬ 
gret the actions of this em¬ 
ployee and the undue anxi¬ 
ety he has created among 
some of our patients.” 

In the wake of the disclo¬ 
sure, CMPC has established a 
toll-free hotline to provide 
concerned patients, who may 
be unfamiliar with how infec¬ 
tion is transmitted, with coun¬ 
seling and information. The 
facility will also test patients 
who had blood drawn by 
Stevenson and remained con¬ 
cerned that they are at risk. 

A woman friend of Steven¬ 
son’s notified CMPC officials 
on October 3 that he had 
made several claims about 
the possibility of infecting pa¬ 
tients, according to nationally 
renowned private investigator 
Jack Palladino, who was re¬ 
tained by the hospital to in¬ 
vestigate the matter. 

“He made conflicting state¬ 
ments, some in essence saying 
that he had intended to do it 
and some indicating he actu-

ally had already done it and 
kept a list of of patients. 
There was quite a large vari¬ 
ance,” Palladino told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

The testing program is of¬ 
fered because the hospital be¬ 
lieves it has an ethical respon¬ 
sibility to allay the fears of 
patients, said Palladino. 

There is no risk to patients 
from blood drawing tech¬ 
niques because disposable 
sterile single-use needles are 
inserted in a patient’s vein 
and attached to a vacuum 
tube that collects the blood 
for analysis. 

The needle is then dis¬ 
posed of in a sharps contain¬ 
er. 

The only risk of infected 
transmission from the proce¬ 
dure would be if a lab techni¬ 
cian or phlebotomist drew 
blood with a used needle that 
had been contaminated with 
the virus. 

“We know that drawing 


blood has never been a risk 
for getting HIV. I would hate 
to see this fan the flames of 
fear. It’s an unfortunate inci¬ 
dent,” said Joe Fera, a 
spokesman for the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Foundation. 

A source close to the inves¬ 
tigation told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the five-phone 
hotline established to provide 
patients information was re¬ 
ceiving calls mostly from pa¬ 
tients who had heard about 
the incident second- or third- 
hand, and who reportedly 
worried they may be at risk 
for HIV simply because 
Stevenson was a gay man. 

Stevenson allegedly told 
the friend who reported her 
concern that he’d fantasized 
about the idea, following a na¬ 
tionally televised 20/20 news 
magazine program that re¬ 
ported charges that Dr. David 
Acer, a Florida dentist, inten¬ 
tionally infected his patients 
with HIV. ▼

Although folksinger Joan

told the Bay Area Reporter,

Among the San Francisco 
salons participating in the 
event are Divas Only on 
Hayes Street, Bruno’s Hair 
Design on Castro Street, Ev¬ 
ery Six Weeks on Noe Street, 
and Headquarters for Hair in 
the Sunset District. 

The Center For AIDS Ser¬ 
vices provides a daily meal 
program, therapeutic mas¬ 
sages, care for children, sub¬ 
stance abuse counseling, in¬ 


home support services, trans¬ 
portation, women’s, and other 
services for people with HIV 
and AIDS in the East Bay. 
On Tuesday, it was burglar¬ 
ized, making the fundraiser 
even more important.

Oakland AIDS Center 
Robbed Last Weekend

The Center For AIDS Ser¬ 
vices in Oakland was burglar¬ 
ized on October 8 by thieves 
who cut through the bars of a 
small back window in the 
Shattuck Street facility and 
stole thousands of dollars in 
computer and other electronic 
equipment at the site. 

Also stolen was a ten- 
speed bicycle — which was the 
only form of transportation a 
staff member had to get to 
her job at the agency, which 
serves mostly minority and 
low income men, women, and 
children with HIV and AIDS. 

“The computer had all the 
information about our volun¬ 
teers, who they were, when 
they were available, and what 
areas of the Center they 
worked in,” said Sister Jacin- 
ta, a CAS spokesperson. 

The motive for the burglary, 


according to Sister Jacinta, was 
probably drug-related. 

“It’s all stuff that can easily 
be sold, so the motive of the 
crime has to be drug-related 
one way or the other,” she said.

Also taken in the theft 
were several tape recorders 
used in the Center, and a tele¬ 
vision used in the children’s 
area of the site, located on 
Shattuck at 57th Street in 
Oakland. 


The theft is demoralizing 
to the Center residents and 
staff, Jacinta told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

“I think the primary feel¬ 
ings around the Center are 
hurt and sadness,” she said. 
“It effects everybody here. It’s 
been hard. We try so hard to 
make this a safe place be¬ 
cause so many people here 
don’t have a safe place in 
their lives outside the Center. 
We all feel this very deeply.” 

Oakland Police are investi¬ 
gating the robbery, according 
to Jacinta. 

“They’ve been very good. 
They came in on Saturday 
and looked everything over, 
but there was no point in tak¬ 
ing fingerprints because the 
fingerprints of the staff and 
volunteers and our clients are 
all over everything,” she 
said.T

Shanti Project has appoint¬ 
ed Gloria Sandoval, the exec¬ 
utive director of the Rape Cri¬ 
sis Center in San Pablo, Cali¬ 
fornia, as its new executive 
director. 

For 14 years, Sandoval 
was executive director of the 
center, which counsels Marin 
and Contra Costa county 
women and children victims 
of sexual assault and abuse. 
She headed a staff of 40 and 
150 volunteers, and adminis¬ 
tered an annual budget of $1 
million. 

Sandoval will begin as 
Shanti’s executive director on 
November 15, according to 
Peter Cassells, a Shanti 
spokesperson. 


Sandoval will head a staff 
of 45 with 1,000 volunteers, 
serving an estimated client 
base of more than 1,000, and 
administer a budget of $3 mil¬ 
lion. 

Sandoval fills the vacancy 
left by former director Eric 
Rofes, who resigned follow¬ 
ing revelations that the agen¬ 
cy had mismanaged more 
than $2.2 million in city con¬ 
tracts during 1991-92. 

Following those revela¬ 
tions and a program review 
of the agency’s contracts for 
the period with the Health 
Department’s Office of AIDS, 
the agency was stripped of its 
housing services contracts.

Who Pays? 

It is pretty difficult for us to keep our cool after Governor 
Wilson’s weekend veto of the needle exchange bill. 

It isn t that his action was even surprising: he’s the most 
monotonous of legislators, steadfastly refusing to budge from 
his glacial pace and path. What is most annoying about Veto 
Pete-o is the way he callously disregarded a very expensive 
study on the effectiveness of needle exchange in the war on 
HIV transmission. Last year, Wilson vetoed similar legislation 
with the justification that there was “no evidence” to support 
claims of needle programs’ worth; this year he just ignored the 
substantial evidence that was assembled for him — at a cost of 
$400,000. 

And who paid for that study? You did, and we did, and the 
taxpaying residents of California who will be infected by his 
irresponsible actions, that’s who. 

And who paid for the study by the Rand Corporation that 
informed the Pentagon that there was no rational basis for 
anti-gay discrimination? You did, and we did, and the taxpay¬ 
ing residents of America who will be bounced out of their ca¬ 
reer jobs if the Pentagon has its way, that’s who. 

The Rand study, like the needle exchange study, was sim¬ 
ply an irritation to those homophobic lawmakers who had 
their minds already made up and who did not want to become 
burdened down with facts. That is their right, of course, but 
we just wish they would be a little more forthright about it. 

Rather than pretending the reactionary positions they take 
are caused by “the absence of proof,” we would like for them 
to come out of their own bigot closets and say what they mean: 
“We hate fags.” “We hate dykes.” “We hate the people who 
take drugs.” “We hate the people who bear the children of peo¬ 
ple who take drugs, and we hate the people who are the chil¬ 
dren of people who take drugs.” 

That kind of talk is tough to listen to, and when we hear it 
from idiots like Jesse Helms it makes our hackles (whatever 
they are) rise. Rut at least Helms says what he really means, 
so we know who he is. Wilson, and Sam Nunn, and Les Aspin, 
and all those others who voted to codify the military ban, pre¬ 
tend to be reasoned people until the time comes for a vote. 
That’s when they show their true colors, but by then it’s too 
late. 

The Rand study, in case you have forgotten, cost American 
taxpayers $1.3 million. That’s quite a lot of money to spend on 
something considered so expendable. (Not for the Pentagon, 
apparently, which probably couldn’t purchase a full socket 
wrench set for less than two mil, but for those of us who live 
in the real world, $1.3 million is not inconsiderable.) The total 
cost of just those two studies is nearly $2 million, and to quote 
the late Senator Everett Dirkson, “a million here, a million 
there, and pretty soon you’re talking real money.” 


Hollywood Frugality? 

It is disingenuous for so-called conservatives in Washington 
— and Sacto — to keep harping about spending restrictions and 
deficit reductions, when they keep buying expensive books 
they throw in the garbage without even reading. This is, we 
would like to remind them, the same America where literally 
hundreds of thousands of people don’t have enough to eat or 
a place to live. 

In Hollywood, where producers are allowed to order any 
damn thing they want, they are at least charged for the stuff, 
whether they use it or not: They can ask to have a whole 
house built to order, and they can then feel free to abandon it, 
but the bill from the construction crew will arrive on the pro¬ 
ducer’s desk and he (or she) must pay it. 

Unfortunately, that is not true among lawmakers. And you 
know an organization is badly run if it can get lessons in mon¬ 
ey management from Hollywood! 

Maybe it’s time for the Disney studio to take over govern¬ 
ment; it could scarcely be any more Mickey Mouse. That way, 
Pete Wilson would get the bill for the $400,000 he wasted, and 
Sam Nunn and the rest of the bigots in Washington could have 
to divvy up to pay for the Rand Study out of their own coffers. 

God knows, we see no reason to pay for it. ▼ 



Silence Still Equals Death.

•“I was madly in love.” 

•“He got me sooooo hot.” 

•“I was drunk.” 

•“I assumed he had the same HIV-status, since 

he was willing to do it without rubbers.” 

•“I’ve lost everyone who was close to me, and 

I can’t go on.” 

•“I took a calculated risk.” 

•“It feels better without a rubber.” 

We’ve all heard, or given, these reasons for un¬ 
safe sex. New ones get invented over the years, 
although mostly they stay remarkably the same. 
Unsafe sex continues — over a quarter of gay and 
bisexual men in our city report having had unpro¬ 
tected anal sex in the last year. Too many of us 
are becoming infected. Too many of us are dying 
for us to accept this level of unsafe sex. 

We have to change how we respond to unsafe 
sex, and how we communicate to each other 
about sex. It’s our responsibility as individuals 
and as a community. It’s what’s needed to assure 
our future. 

When you’re tempted to have unsafe sex, you 
can make a choice. You can say yes or no. Unpro¬ 
tected fucking may feel better, but there may be 
tremendous risks to one or both of you. Staying 
safe helps you avoid the anxiety of wondering 
whether HIV was transmitted between the two of 
you, and saves you from looking for one of the 
excuses listed above. 

If a friend tells you that he fucked the night 
before without a rubber, there are lots of valid re¬ 
sponses. Ask yourself what you would want to 
hear if you were in his place. Caring confronta¬ 
tion, where you communicate your concern to the 
person who’s engaged in risky behavior, is your 
responsibility. 

Maybe the response is “What the hell did you 
do that for?” Maybe it’s “Do you know what the 
risks are?” Maybe it’s “Call the hotline, or go to 
a STOP AIDS meeting.*” Maybe it’s “I care 
about you too much for you to take that kind of 
risk.” The only inappropriate response is silence: 
silence equals death. 

In addition to our individual responsibility, we 


have a community responsibility to stop transmit¬ 
ting HIV tq one another. 

In the beginning of the epidemic, our commu¬ 
nity did take that responsibility. We made history 
by quickly reducing the most intimate and riski¬ 
est behavior — unprotected fucking — on a larger 
scale than anybody had ever seen before in the 
history of public health. And part of our response 
was to create our own organizations which could 
help educate, motivate, and maintain those suc¬ 
cesses. 

But AIDS prevention agencies can’t do it 
alone. They can only catalyze what the rest of us 
need to do for ourselves. We all need to confront 
what we’re doing, seek help if we need it, and ex¬ 
plicitly encourage one another to do the same. 

You can go home tonight and spend five min¬ 
utes thinking about your own level of risk. You 
can talk to three of your friends about how safe 
they’re being. And if you’re going to fuck tonight, 
use a rubber. 

As a community, we have rallied against prof¬ 
iteering drug companies and unresponsive gov¬ 
ernments. We also have the responsibility to rally 
ourselves to change the way we have sex. We’ve 
made huge successes when it comes to con¬ 
fronting external obstacles; we’ve been more 
timid at confronting ourselves and one another. 

We need to unite. We need to talk openly. We 
don’t need to go back and reinvent prevention; 
we need to strengthen it. We need to reorganize 
ourselves, think through our priorities, and most 
importantly, reinvent hope. Hope is what it will 
take to encourage HIV-positive men and HIV-neg¬ 
ative men, both overwhelmed by taking care of 
themselves and one another, to stay safe. 

In the 25 years since Stonewall, our communi¬ 
ty has made astonishing progress. By having safe 
sex today, you’re helping build the foundation for 
our community’s success during the next 25 
years, and the 25 after that.

Growth Factors 

While eating lunch at the cafeteria at UC San Fran¬ 
cisco, my attention was drawn by the word “cock” be¬ 
ing spoken at the table behind me. The two men were 
engrossed in a discussion as they finished their meals. 
I confess to eavesdropping on as much of the rest of 
their conversation as I could make out above the noise. 
What I heard was fascinating. 

Scientists in Germany last year were said to have 
discovered a “growth factor” responsible for the in¬ 
crease in penis size that boys experience at puberty. 
When the researchers administered this substance to 
several adult volunteers they found that it caused fur¬ 
ther size increases. The nature of this cock growth fac¬ 
tor wasn’t clear to me, but the speaker said it had “an 
unfortunate side effect:” the subjects lose interest in 
females and developed an attraction for males. To me, 
this sounded like a very desirable side effect. Afraid 
of a public outcry, the research director encouraged 
everyone involved in the experiment to keep mum 
about it. 

By this time, of course, I was shamelessly straining 
to hear eveiy word of this amazing story. And it got 
even better. Since the growth factor, when used by 
adults, caused both penis enlargement and homosex¬ 
ual inclinations, the researchers reasoned that the 
same might be true in adolescent boys. If so, then there 
ought to be a correlation between sexual orientation 
and final cock size. 

Noise interfered with my eavesdropping effort and 
when it quieted down, the conversation concerned 
what was apparently a followup study involving 
several dozen men. No growth factor was ad¬ 
ministered in this study. A physician and a psycholo¬ 
gist determined the penis length and sexual 
orientation of each subject. It was found that homo¬ 
sexual men’s cocks are, on the average, more than a 
centimeter longer than those of heterosexual men. 
The likely explanation for this result is that homosex¬ 
ual adolescents are better endowed with cock growth 
factor than their heterosexual counterparts. 

In view of the remarkable discoveries being made 
nowadays, the story sounds plausible, though I’ll re¬ 
main skeptical until I have definite proof in hand. If 
it turns out to be true, then a new explanation for 
homophobia among male heterosexuals suggests 
itself: they may simply be suffering from penis envy. 
Small wonder that male heterosexual soldiers are so 
uptight about the possibility of being looked at in the 
showers by gay soldiers!

Message from the Beyond 

The following letter was written by 
Stephen W. Schermerhorn, shortly before 
his death from AIDS on Aug. 17, 1993, to 
the City of San Francisco and its Citizens: 

I salute you for your tolerance of diversity and for 
the compassion you have shown and continue to show, 
even after more than 10,000 of us have died of AIDS. 
I am immensely fortunate to have spent the last years 
of my life in such a beautiful place. 

Living in an activist community profoundly chang¬ 
ed my life. I have experienced the nagging fear that 
we will end up like so many places in the world; a 
society torn apart by intolerance and hatred because 
of our differences. So much of the world’s strife, from 
Northern Ireland to Bosnia, may be laid at the feet of 
religious intolerance and the misguided efforts of 
those who have been duped into believing that theirs 
is the only acceptable faith. 

Christianity in general and the Catholic Church and 
fundamental sects in particular, deserve the scathing 
denunciation of all of us for losing the message of un¬ 
conditional love and unconditionl acceptance that 
Jesus brought to mankind. 

One need only to open their eyes to see how much 
our Creator loved diversity. To use biblical myths from 
the Bronze Age as a basis for condemning others is 
a flimsy effort to justify bigotry. The Bible has been 
used to defend slavery and to prevent the enlistment 
of blacks in the military. One wonders why those who 
are so concerned about biblical precepts do not also 
support the Old Testament’s positions concerning 
multiple wives, impregnating servants when wives 
fail to conceive, and the “abomination” of eating 
shellfish. Prawns anyone?

In response to the letter in B.A.R., Oct. 7,1993, “Feel¬ 
ing Unwelcome at the Eagle” by Joseph R. Talarico, 
I feel it is incumbent on my part as manager of the 
Eagle to respond to the allegations set forth regard¬ 
ing the Leatherwalk ’93. 

I believe the Leatherwalk is a great idea for a fund¬ 
raiser and if I were asked, I would not hesitate to help 
organize and accommodate the organizers and par¬ 
ticipants. I was not asked to participate in any way. I 
was only “informed” that the march, consisting of a 
projected 200400 people, would be arriving at the 
Eagle with the admonition: “I hope you’ll be ready 
for us,” and a vague demand for microphone time to 
announce the arrival and the amount of money rais¬ 
ed for the AIDS Emergency Fund. 

I advised the organisers) of the Leatherwalk that 
the date they had picked was agreeable to me, but that 
the Eagle patio had already been booked by City 
Swing. As agencies of the community already know, 
the Sunday beer/soda busts are booked at least a year 
in advance. This fact was made clear to Leatherwalk 
organisers. I advised them to contact City Swing to 
request time on the microphone when they arrived. 
Since Sunday events booked at the Eagle are 
necessarily the responsibility of the organisers, it is 
not my place to demand or tell them who can or can¬ 
not use the microphone/stage that they have booked. 

Leatherwalk organisers contacted City Swing 
representatives and apparently their mike time re¬ 
quest was misconstrued to “allow them as much time 
on the microphone as they wanted” and especially 
with Leatherwalk arriving with their own marching 
band. With the entire City Swing band onstage, some 
200 marchers and a marching band, plus the regular 
beer bust attendees, it was an immense crowd. I of¬ 
fered Art Tomaszewski the microphone at the DJ 
booth which connects to speakers throughout the bar 
and patio, but he was insistent on using a mike onstage 
in the patio. He made the announcement(s) and the 
beer bust proceeded without incident. 

Imagine my surprise to read Mr. Talarico’s scathing 
indictment of the “treatment” marchers received that 
day! There should be no question regarding my ac¬ 
commodating staff and myself regarding beer/soda 
bust fundraisers which total over 100 every year! 

A successful fundraiser can only result with sound 
planning and the Eagle has consistently cooperated 
with agencies staging events here. Leatherwalk 
organisers are welcome to book a solid date for next 
year’s event as are all other agencies. The demand for 
stage time is staggering to the extent that I have had 
to book groups for fundraising on Fridays and Satur¬ 
days as well. As it turned out, hard feelings and un¬ 
founded innuendo resulted in spite of the nearly 
$15,000 raised that day.

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Wilson's Political Hot Water Gets Hotter 


J ust when Governor Wil¬ 
son’s campaign advisors 
thought he was making 
somewhat of a turn¬ 
around with his political 
fortunes, (he has shown a slight 
increase in public opinion 
polls), the “moderate” 
Republican is now getting in¬ 
creased criticism from the 
more conservative wing of his 
own party on the issue of taxes. 

You see, the Governor re¬ 
cently promised to crisscross 
the state between now and 
election day next month, urg¬ 
ing voters to pass Proposition 
172, the plan that would 
make permanent the current 
half-cent sales tax that Wilson 
and Democratic legislative 
leaders had promised would 
expire last June 30th. Wilson 
desperately needs the sales 
tax extension if he is to even 
think of passing a budget 
next year — election year, inci¬ 
dentally; the Governor and 
his aides know that if Prop. 
172 fails, a $1.5 billion gap 
will open in county govern¬ 
ment budgets statewide and 
another prolonged budget cri¬ 
sis is not what Wilson needs 
in the middle of a re-election 
campaign. The Governor’s 
problem is that many leaders 
of his own party look unfa¬ 
vorable upon and continua¬ 
tion of and/or increase in and 
taxes and Wilson’s committ¬ 
ment to passing Proposition 
172 only encourages conserva¬ 
tive GOP renegades (like for¬ 
mer Assemblyman Tom Mc- 
Clintock, who plans to enter 
the gubernatorial primary as 
the “conservative choice” to 
Wilson) to make taxes an is¬ 
sue against their own gover¬ 
nor and state party leader. 

Wilson’s own party oppo¬ 
nents are only too happy to 
point out that he himself has 
repeatedly called high taxes a 
prescription for economic de¬ 
cline and has publicly de¬ 
clared time and time again 
that he is opposed to them. 
“Now he’s asking for higher 
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taxes,” complained one Sacto 
Republican legislative leader, 
adding that Pete has been on 
many sides of this tax stuff 
since he got elected; he’s flip¬ 
flopping and there’s no way 
that doesn’t hurt him. 

Those close to Wilson say 
he secretly still harbors hopes 
that he can get re-elected (“it 
damned sure won’t be easy, 
though,” says a Wilson aide) 
and possibly, if he is some¬ 
how re-elected, even run for 
President in 1996 on the early 
California presidential ballot. 
Pete Wilson has a lot of prob¬ 
lems facing him before the ‘94 
governor’s election—Proposi¬ 
tion 172 maybe even being 
the least of them — and then 
he has to face Kathleen 
Brown on a ticket headed by 
the increasingly popular Di¬ 
anne Feinstein? I don’t like 
your chances, Pete. ... 

Politics and Poker 

Herb Caen, one of Speaker 
Willie Brown’s closest friends, 
confirmed this week that 
Brown will run for retiring 
State Senator Milton Marks’s 
seat in 1996, explaining that 
Brown says he is “comfort¬ 
able” with Sacramento. The 
other shoe drops: look for 
Marks to run for Willie’s cur¬ 
rent Assembly seat when the 
popular senator is forced to 
give up his current seat at the 
end of his term; Milton is also

“comfortable” with Sacramen¬ 
to and he will win Willie’s As¬ 
sembly seat in a breeze. 

I keep hearing that An¬ 
drew Clark, a bright young 
lawyer in District Attorney 
Arlo Smith’s office, and a rel¬ 
ative to the famous Brown 
political family, is itching to 
run against Representative 
Tom Lantos in the Demo pri¬ 
mary; Clark is a good guy, 
would make a good congress¬ 
man, and has my support the 
minute he gets in this one. 

In Lewiston, Maine, one of 
the state’s largest cities, law 
enforcement officials spoke 
out last week in favor of the 
city’s ban on bias against 
gays; a vote on repealing it is 
scheduled for next month, 
and in an effort to show why 
the law is needed in his city, 
Police Chief Laurent Gilbert 
cited his gay nephew’s recent 
stabbing by anti-gay punks. 

Last week in Phoenix, Ari¬ 
zona, a gay advocacy group 
put ads on 50 city buses to in¬ 
crease visibility and promote 
equality; the $1,750 ads, timed 
to coincide with last Mon¬ 
day’s National Coming Out 
Day, were bought by the Les¬ 
bian and Gay Public Aware¬ 
ness Project and will run un¬ 
til the end of this month. 

Jose Medina, Joel Ven- 
tresca, Rosario Anaya, and 
Roger Cardenas are among 
those inviting you to join the 
Eisenberg for City Attorney 
bandwagon at a fundraiser/re¬ 
ception for their candidate 
October 20th, 5:30 - 8:30 at the 
Sahara Restaurant, 444 De- 
Haro Street ($25 - $100 dona¬ 
tions asked; 621-1637 for info). 

Orange County Represen¬ 
tative Christopher Cox, the 
so-called “moderate” candi¬ 
date, got cold feet, decided he 
couldn’t match the multi-mil- 
lion deep pockets of his main 
primary opponent (freshman 
Representative Michael Huff- 
ington), and pulled out of the 
U.S. senate campaign last 
week, leaving Huffington and 
homophobic former congress¬ 
man Bill Dannemeyer to fight 
for the dubious honor of tak¬ 
ing on Dianne Feinstein next 
year. Huffington, who spent 
nearly $6 million last year to 
gain a House seat — setting a 
national record for the most 
expensive House race in U. S. 
history — announced he will 
run for Feinstein’s senate seat 
less than a year after he won 
his first term in the House; I’ll 
put my money on the better- 
qualified Feinstein. 

I haven’t made up my 
mind on Prop Z (the plan to 
break up the garbage mono¬ 
poly), but I would be less than 
candid if I didn’t note that the 
oldest trick in politics — leav¬ 
ing off the names of gay and 
lesbian clubs who endorse a 
position one way or another 
when mailing literature to the 
city’s more conservative areas 
— is being pulled once again 
by those who are running the 
“No on Z” effort (many of 


whom are reportedly gay and 
lesbian); I have always op¬ 
posed this practice, and so, in 
fact, have those very gay and 
lesbian clubs involved. But, 
like I said, it is an old (if 
somewhat dishonest) practice, 
and I can even think of a clos¬ 
et lesbian who only a few 
years ago conveniently left 
out the words “gay” and “les¬ 
bian” when listing the Milk, 
Toklas, and Stonewall “Dem¬ 
ocratic” club endorsement on 
her Central Committee cam¬ 
paign material. 

Former Governor/state 
party chair/senate candidate/ 
presidential candidate/politi¬ 
cal gadfly Jerry Brown is ne¬ 
gotiating to buy a warehouse 
in Oakland’s Jack London 
Square, where he’ll move his 
“We The People” campaign 
reform organization (an out¬ 
grown of his unsuccessful 
1992 presidential bid). Brown, 
sounding all the world like 
another presidential bid is in 
the future (are you reading 
this, Kathleen? — Garamendi 
and Pete Wilson have got to 
be smiling at this one) says 
the East Bay move is because 
his City digs “are much too 
small for our purposes; be¬ 
sides, you can’t take America 
back from Pacific Heights, 
and also, you know, Oakland 
really is the All-American 
City.” Say what, Jerry? 

Who says Polk Street is no 
longer fashionable? There 
was none other than the Prez 
himself, having coffee after 
jogging, right there on the 
street of broken dreams — and 
no one spotted him in the 
Castro, did they? 

Incidentally, can someone 
please tell me why the Clin¬ 
ton administration went into 
federal court last week to 
urge the judge to reject mak¬ 
ing marijuana available to 
AIDS patients? Although the 
Drug Enforcement Adminis¬ 
tration says claims of marijua¬ 
na’s medical value are “a cru¬ 
el hoax,” supporters say it 
stimulates the appetites of 
PWAs, who often suffer ex¬ 
treme weight loss. A ruling 
from the court is expected to 
take months, but what the 
hell: if it works, let ’em use it. 

Just when I thought we 
had heard the “Bush” name 
for the last time, one of 
George and Barb’s sons (Jeb 
Bush) entered the Florida 
governor’s race last week, and 
another (George Jr.) is run¬ 
ning for governor of Texas. 

Gay comedy special: Les¬ 
bian comic Lea DeLaria, who 
broke the TV talk-show barri¬ 
er against openly gay/lesbian 
comedic material with recent 
appearances on The Arsenio 
Hall Show, will host Out 
There, a one-hour gay and 
lesbian comedy and variety 
special airing on cable’s Com¬ 
edy Central December 3rd. 
Folk singer Phranc, actor 
David Drake, San Francisco’s 
own Marga Gomez, and co¬ 
medians Bob Smith, Suzanne 
Westenhoefer, Steven Moore 
and Scott Capurro. 

Louise Renne or Neil 
Eisenberg? Yes or No on 
Prop Z? Pass or defeat the 
“Ethics Commission” — Prop 
K? Yes or No on School 
Vouchers — Prop 174? More 
on these issues and choices 
later, but for now I want to 
make sure you know Novem¬ 
ber 2nd is election day, and 
you should set the time aside 
to vote. Despite the so-far 
very dull campaign, we 
should all make a point to 
make our voices heard. ▼

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I n the course of this queer 
life, one is lucky to meet 
a few folks who really in¬ 
spire you: Who have a 
whole lot going on for them, 
and a lot upstairs to boot. 
Who don’t have time for the 
games people play since 
they’re usually out there blaz¬ 
ing new trails for others to 
follow. Who possess the wis¬ 
dom to see the scene for what 
it’s worth, and to try to make 
it better for the next genera¬ 
tion nipping at our heels. 

One such person is Matt 
Wobensmith. Zine publisher, 
OUTPUNK record company 
founder, Epicenter member, 
artist, writer, and LYRIC vol¬ 
unteer, this 22-year-old has al¬ 
ways been someone I’ve 
wanted to interview. Until re¬ 
cently, however, Matt (who 
admits to being on the shy 
side) has been content to let 
his work speak for itself. As 
he’s realized the positive ef¬ 
fects his visibility can have 
for queer youth, he’s now 
more willing to speak with re¬ 
porters. 

Knowing this, I grab my 
chance, and we set up a cof¬ 
fee date to chat. Two hours 
later I emerge with a com¬ 
pelling composite of quite an 
accomplished young man 
who’s self-professed “way of 
coping” is to keep busy. A tac¬ 
tic that sounds surprisingly fa¬ 
miliar. ... 

Matt’s been living in San 
Francisco for four years now. 
After moving here from rural 
Pennsylvania to go to school, 
he dropped out after a year, 
became clean and sober, start- 
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ed working at Epicenter, and 
began writing reviews for 
Maximum Rock and Roll. 
Matt had gotten into punk in 
his early teens, and by 15 he 
was driving into Philadelphia 
and New Jersey to attend 
shows and plotting how to 
leave his hometown.

Being a freak, says Matt, 
and “expressing yourself in a 
small town will get you 
killed.” Especially, I think, 
when you’re a queer teenager. 
Especially when you’re into 
punk music. Especially when 
your forearms are covered 
with beautiful, big “bio-me¬ 
chanic” tattoos. Luckily he 
did get out by moving to San 
Francisco, and was finally, he 
says, “able to breathe.” 

At least a queer generation 
younger than those pioneers 
who produced the zines JD’s 
and Homocore, Matt is re¬ 
spectful of their work but 
feels his own approach is dif¬ 
ferent. He’s also skeptical of 
an older group of queerish 
punks who are, shall we say, 
a bit on the cliquish side. “I’ve 
been hurt by elitism,” Matt 
says frankly, and does not 
wish to emulate this. 

Perhaps that’s one reason 
he’s the zine buyer for Epi¬ 
center, which offers nonjudge- 
mental space for punk kids 
where there’s “no pressure to 
spend money if you don’t 
have it.” Although Epicenter 
makes money from selling

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records in what Matt calls 
“the best punk record store in 
the world,” the place is pri¬ 
marily known as one where 
kids can just go and hang out 
“It’s the Grand Central Sta¬ 
tion of punk,” Matt says. 

Matt sees his own zine, 
Outpunk, as a link between 
the queer and punk communi¬ 
ties: “I want to help bridge 
the gap between them.” This 
he does by writing about con¬ 
troversial issues like NAM- 
BLA, and “putting them in a 
punk context,” or by explor¬ 
ing the sexuality of punk 
bands like God is My Co-Pi¬ 
lot. First published about a 
year ago, the second issue of 
Outpunk is currently avail¬ 
able at A Different Light and 
Epicenter. 

Outpunk is not just the 
name of Matt’s zine, it’s also 
the name of the record label 
on which he’s currently pro¬ 
ducing albums. “OUTPUNK 
is the first label to exclusively 
concentrate on queer punk 
bands,” he says proudly, with 
just cause. 

Not only is the time ripe 
for such a label, the word, 
which Matt coined himself to 
describe the merging of gay 
and punk cultures, totally fits. 
Matt himself prefers it to “ho¬ 
mocore,” which he feels has 
been co-opted by unsavory 
sorts, and “has the wrong in¬ 
tentions behind it now.” 

During its first year or so 
in business, OUTPUNK has 
released a Tribe 8 album, By 
the Time We Got to 
Colorado, and a Pansy Divi¬ 
sion single, and has had a 
hand in the highly successful 
Dyke in the Pit seven inch, 
which sold an amazing 4,000 
copies. Upcoming plans for 
the record label include a pro¬ 
ject with Toronto hellcats 
Fifth Column and a CD from 
God is My Co-Pilot called 
Straight Not. Says Matt of 
his label, “We’ve been highly 
successful and well received.” 

Well received, that is, by 
both the record buying public 
and Matt’s own queer sup¬ 
portive distributor, Revolver. 
So supportive, Matt says, that 
Revolver pushes to get his 
records in stores like Tower 
Records, accessible to the 
very kids he’s hoping will 
find them. That alone, Matt 
says, is “so subversive it’s 
wonderful... I’m helping take 
back the places that weren’t 
mine before.” 

So how does a part time 
photo shop employee come 
up with the money to press 
records? Especially when

Governor Approves 
AIDS Protection Bills

SACRAMENTO - The an¬ 
nual bill signing and vetoing 
frenzy found Governor Wil¬ 
son hard at work on Sunday, 
October 10, when he signed 
two bills which would help 
people with AIDS, breast can¬ 
cer, and other life-threatening 
illnesses. 

The bills, AB 1100 by 
Speaker Willie Brown, D-San 
Francisco, and SB 590 by Art 
Torres, D-Los Angeles, go 
into effect on January 1 and 
would prevent insurance com¬ 
panies from doing what is 
known as “post-claims under¬ 
writing,” or denying treat¬ 
ment because of information 
that was not asked for or pro¬ 
vided during the original sign¬ 
up for health coverage. 

The bills also require 
health disclosure forms filled 
out by insurance applicants to 
contain notices stating the use 
of a qualifying HIV test is 


prohibited in health insurance 
underwriting. 

The above measures do 
not apply to employer-funded 
self insurance programs, be¬ 
cause of a 1992 U.S. Supreme 
Court decision which allowed 
self insured firms to drastical¬ 
ly reduce benefits to workers 
with AIDS or other catas¬ 
trophic illnesses. 

Senate Bill 305 by Senator 
Bill Lockyer, D-Hayward, 
which cuts red tape and al¬ 
lows parents with AIDS to es¬ 
tablish guardianships for their 
relatives and children, was 
also signed, as was AB 623 by 
Terry Friedman, D-Los Ange¬ 
les, which changes require¬ 
ments for licensing of residen¬ 
tial care facilities geared to 
AIDS patients and families. 

Also signed were: 

•AB 2244 by Richard 
Polanco, D-Los Angeles, 
which contains clean up lan¬ 
guage and anti-discriminatory 
provisions; 

•AB 1623 by Debra

Bowen, D-Marina del Rey, 
which requires condom qual¬ 
ity assurance data; 

•AB 1896 by Julie Born- 
stein, D-Palm Desert, which 
provides for AIDS education 
in community care facilities; 

•AB 803 by Mike Gotch, 
D-San Diego, which updates 
authority of county health of¬ 
ficers for TB control; 

•AB 919 by Jackie Speier, 
D-South San Francisco, 


which establishes controls on 
self-referrals by physicians 
(i.e. to self-owned pharmacies 
or physical therapy business¬ 
es for instance); 

•AB 478 by Barbara 
Friedman, D-North Holly¬ 
wood, which establishes a 
two-cent tax on cigarettes to 
fund breast cancer research; 

•SB 112 by David Rober- 
ti, D-Van Nuys, which man¬ 
dates that doctors provide 
written information about al¬ 
ternative therapies to women 
with breast cancer; and 

•SB 350 by Lucy Killea, I- 
San Diego, which makes pro¬ 
vision for the licensure of 
midwives. 

Vetoed were: 

•AB 1299 by Barbara Lee, 
D-Oakland, the Schools Hate 
Violence Reduction Act; 

•SB 559 by Diane Wat¬ 
son, D-Los Angeles, which 
designated funding to operate 
the Hate Crimes Statistics 
Act* 

•AB 88 by Willard Mur¬ 
ray, D-Paramount, which 
would have provided HIV in¬ 
formation to Medi-Cal appli¬ 
cants;

In his veto message, Wil¬ 
son tied his decision to im¬ 
proving the business climate 
for health insurance compa¬ 
nies in California, claiming 
SB 670 would increase health¬ 
care premiums. He did not re¬ 
late to the 1992 CDC position, 
which holds that protecting 
the confidentiality of “CD4 T- 
lymphocyte test results is of 
critical importance to main¬ 
taining effective HIV/AIDS 
surveillance.” 

“Instead of relating to the 
CDC findings, he cites this fic¬ 
tional increase in healthcare 
premiums,” Rios said. “Noth¬ 
ing could be further from the 
truth. When CDC expanded 
the definition of AIDS to in¬ 
clude CD4 counts below 200, 
it opened the door for in¬ 
creased discrimination by in¬ 
surers to use CD4 tests as a 
backdoor surrogate for HIV 
testing. 

“Existing law will not pre¬ 
vent discrimination,” Rios 
said. “Nothing in current law 
prevents CD4 test results 
from being shared with 
healthcare workers, thus mak¬ 
ing the patient vulnerable to 
all sorts of intrusions and loss 
of privacy. 

“Governor Wilson appar¬ 
ently sees nothing wrong 
with that.”V

Call It a Breakthrough: 
Group Link Teleconferences

People with AIDS and 
HIV in the East Bay and Cen¬ 
tral Valley areas of California 
are getting weekly group 
emotional support through an 
innovative non-profit program 
called Community Strategies 
2000. 

The two teleconference 
programs, part of a venture 
called the Group Link Pro¬ 
jects, have been established to 
test telephone meetings as a 
way for people to receive 
therapy and peer-based emo¬ 
tional support without meet¬ 
ing face-to-face. 

Through the East Bay pro¬ 
gram at Second Chance/Hay¬ 
ward, Hispanic men who are 
struggling with peer group 
and family stigma about HIV 
disease, and who are reluc¬ 
tant to attend face-to-face 
meetings, link up with each 
other and a moderator during 
a weekly support group meet¬ 
ing, according to Dan 
Theobald, a Pacific Bell 
spokesperson. 

In the Central Valley tele¬ 
conference operated by Home 


Health Care Management of 
Chico, rurally isolated people 
with HIV and AIDS are 
linked with their caregivers. 

“The project focuses on 
groups which might other¬ 
wise not be able to meet, due 
to factors such as transporta¬ 
tion difficulties, time con¬ 
straints, or childcare commit¬ 
ments,” said Community 
Strategies 2000 spokesperson 
Duff Axsom. 

According to Axsom, tele¬ 
conferencing is a cost effec¬ 
tive means for an agency or 
group to deliver group services 
— and is a good transportation 
surrogate. 

“Some groups say that 
they actually prefer it to face- 
to-face meetings because it 
heightens listening skills or 
allows members to preserve 
their anonymity,” Axsom 
said. 

Groups that use the service 
contact Community Strate¬ 
gies 2000 to schedule a block 
of conference time, usually 
once a week. At the sched¬ 
uled group time, according to 
Theobald, members dial a 
customized 800 number and 


access a “meet me” confer¬ 
ence bridge that allows them 
to talk together. 

Theobald told the Bay 
Area Reporter that admit¬ 
tance to the conference is con¬ 
trolled by the provider — who 
can open and close access to 
the line through a personal 
identification number. 

Up to 30 callers can be ac¬ 
commodated on a conference, 
but most groups prefer small¬ 
er conferences, he said. 

Other groups using the 
conference include persons 
dealing with codependency, an 
unemployment support group 
for laid-off mental health 
workers, women dealing with 
depression, agoraphobics, and 
others. 

The project is funded by 
Pacific Bell and Northern 
Telecom. 

Community Strategies 2000 
is a non-profit consulting and 
program development agency, 
dedicated to helping com¬ 
munity-based organizations 
and government agencies 
develop innovative approaches 
to prevention and wellness. T

'Too Late for 
Swimming Lessons': 

Joycelyn Elders on 
AIDS Education

U.S. Surgeon General 
Joycelyn Elders has made it 
clear she is impressed with 
ELLIPSE, the San Mateo 
County AIDS Service. At an 
October 9 fund-raising ban¬ 
quet address at the Sofitel 
Hotel, she characterized ED 
LIPSE as an outstanding ex¬ 
ample of how a community 
can evolve an effective agency 
to take care of those who 
have contracted that virus. 
Also, she dramatically 
showed her audience of pro¬ 
fessionals and volunteers the 
extent of the epidemic and 
the ways she sees as potential¬ 
ly the most productive in 
countering it. 

Elders was most compli¬ 
mentary of the holistic con¬ 
cept and operation of ED 
LIPSE, reiterating the ele¬ 
ments of the facility’s 
acronym-based name: Emo¬ 
tional support, Long-term 
care, Love, Information and 
referral, Practical support, 
Support groups, and Educa¬ 
tion. 

“ELLIPSE takes care of 
all needs,” she said. “Drop in, 
and they will see to it that 
you get what you need to 
make your life better.” 

The Surgeon General then 
shifted to the situation of 
AIDS and its sufferers in the 
U.S. — and to some extent, 
worldwide. “There are now 
one million people in this 
country who are HlV-posi- 
tive,” she began, then fol¬ 
lowed up with other horrify¬ 
ing statistics: “In sub-Saharan 
Africa, the rate of infection is 
now running 2,500 cases per 
100,000 population. Jn this 
country, for people in the 25- 
44 age bracket, AIDS is the 
third greatest cause of death.” 

In the U.S., there is a pop¬ 
ulation shift occurring among 
AIDS patients, most frighten¬ 
ingly into women. “The black 
community must take those 
blinders off,” Elders empha¬ 
sized, noting that among ba¬ 
bies born with AIDS, 55 per¬ 
cent were black. 

“We have not educated 
well enough,” Elders admon¬ 
ished. “What we have done is 
too little too late. We must 
change the behavior of our 
young people. 

“It is sometimes suggest¬ 
ed,” Elders continued, “how 
terrible it would be if we had 
never discovered penicillin. 
What few realize today is that 
there is a greater incidence of 
syphilis than there was in 
1963. That is especially dan¬ 
gerous because the lesions 
among syphilis sufferers is a 
prime entry point for the 
AIDS virus. 

“There must be a much 
greater progress in health ed¬ 
ucation before we will see the 
end of this disease,” Elders 
said. “Education, education, 
education! In order to prevent 
exposure, we must increase 
instruction and start at an ear¬ 
lier age — three or four. And 
of course, the parents must be 
involved.”

“We must realize that 
there are other factors impact¬ 
ing health problems: smoking, 
drinking, drug taking. Our 
young people are swimming 
in an ocean full of sharks, 
while we are sitting on the 
beach doing nothing. It is too 
late for swimming lessons!” 

In this campaign, Elders 
sees the churches as potential¬ 
ly a great resource. “They 
have the faith and the volun¬ 
teers,” she pointed out. 

“Additionally, we must 
pursue research and develop 
probable medication as fast as 
the technology will allow,” El¬ 
ders urged. “We must im¬ 
prove diagnostic techniques, 
especially in women and also 
improve drugs for treatment. 

“In that effort,” she 
warned, “it is okay to scream 
for faster and better develop¬ 
ment, but don’t scream until 
the researchers have had a 
chance to conclude their stud¬ 
ies and we see what real val¬ 
ue has been obtained.” 

On vaccine development, 
Elders reminded her audi¬ 
ence, a great difficulty is the 
constant mutating that the 
virus is capable of, a major 
complicating factor in the de¬ 
velopment of immunization. 

In summarizing, Elders got 
into basics, asserting the great 
need for health care access 
for all Americans. “If each cit¬ 
izen has a right to a lawyer in 
our legal system” the surgeon 
general reminded, “then that 
person also has the right to a 
doctor.” 

Coming back closer to 
what she has seen at ED 
LIPSE, Elders stated, “You 
know how to network, and 
you know how to work with 
people different from your¬ 
selves. Now, find the politi¬ 
cians who will help you get 
the job done.” 

Her final words were tak¬ 
en from an old proverb: 
“When you are dancing with 
a bear, you can’t sit down. 
You must dance until the 
bear must sit down!” 

After which Surgeon Gen¬ 
eral Elders exited to resound¬ 
ing applause—carrying a bou¬ 
quet of condoms contrived to 
resemble red rosebuds. T

U.S. Surgeon General 
Joycelyn Elders made a whirl¬ 
wind visit to AIDS care fa¬ 
cilities in San Mateo County 
and an impassioned address 
to a banquet audience of key 
professional and volunteer 
care providers at the Sofitel 
Hotel on October 9. Forth¬ 
right before all else, Elders 
laid out her strong and pre¬ 
cise views on AIDS program 
developments, health im¬ 
provement for the nation, and 
even the presence of gays in 
the military. 

In an early afternoon ap¬ 
pearance at the County De¬ 
partment of Health in San 
Mateo, Elders met and talked 
with clients and care givers 
on AIDS problems and then 
blasted Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son’s veto of a bill which 
would have legitimized giving 
clean needles to addicts in 
danger of contracting the 
virus. 

Elders visit was engi¬ 
neered and guided by ED 
LIPSE, the San Mateo Coun¬ 
ty AIDS Service, a seven- 
year-old, non-profit, privately 
financed agency currently 
headed by Colette Hoffman. 
In the late afternoon, Elders 
gave the Bay Area Reporter 
an exclusive interview. 

Asked how she thought 
the $2.5 billion recently ap¬ 
proved by the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives to combat AIDS 
should be apportioned, Elders 
balanced present need with 


future requirements. “Care is 
very expensive,” she replied, 
“but high quality care is vital. 
Historically, it takes about 
half any AIDS budget. How¬ 
ever, there is pressing need 
for more and better research, 
so I should think that as 
much as one third should be 
spent there. It is imperative 
that we improve treatment

and find a vaccine. The re¬ 
mainder should go to preven¬ 
tion programs.” On the last 
category, Elders was more 
detailed in her banquet 
speech on how other agen¬ 
cies, especially educational 
ones, could help. 


Elders summed up her ob¬ 
servations of ELLIPSE and 
San Mateo County care for 
PWAs as follows: “It’s the 
holistic concept and operation 
that is most important,” she 
emphasized. “Starting with 
the concern, your community 
made a commitment, and with 
all working together, a 
one-stop shop plan of provid¬ 
ing medical care, emotional 
support, life necessities pro¬ 
viding, and even legal assis¬ 
tance has made service to 
AIDS patients effective.” The 
holistic operation has encour¬ 
aged Elders to consider ED 
LIPSE a model program. 

Shifting to more national 
matters, Elders said of her of¬ 
fice’s relationship to that of 
AIDS “czar” Christine Geb¬ 
bie, “Our relationship is excel¬ 
lent. She is busy forging pol¬ 
icy and I stand ready to push 
programs related to those 
policies. I’m sure that in the 
near future more leadership 
will be forthcoming from 
Gebbie.” 

In reply to concerns about 
AIDS possibly being exclud¬ 
ed from the comprehensive 
national health plan being 
promoted by the Clintons be¬ 
cause the disease is a “pre-ex¬ 
isting condition,” Elders stat¬ 
ed forcefully, “That will not 
happen at all! Also, the pre¬ 
sent situation of PWAs not 
being able to get needed med¬ 
ication because of insurance 
limits will be swept away. 
The patient would get what¬ 
ever is necessary.” 


In the recent heightening 
of concern over breast cancer 
in women, it has come to the 
attention of San Francisco’s 
Lyon-Martin Clinic that les¬ 
bians apparently have a high¬ 
er incidence than that of the 
rest of the female population. 
Asked about her knowledge 
of that and what she would 
recommend, Elders answered 
that she had not been aware 
of the difference, but she was 
highly aware that incidence 
has risen from one in ten 
women to one in eight. She 
would like to see documenta¬ 
tion on the difference, and in¬ 
dicated that research should 
take the discrepancy into ac¬ 
count. “We need all relevant 


clues for diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment,”. Elders concluded. 

Because the office of the 
Surgeon General is concerned 
with mental as well as physi¬ 
cal health, Elders was asked 
her opinion of the effect on 
the mental health of those in 
the military of having in the 
ranks openly gay and lesbian 
service people. “It should 
have no effect at all,” she 
replied promptly. “The judge¬ 
ment must be on perfor¬ 
mance, not personal orienta¬ 
tion, which simply should not 
matter, agreeing with the of¬ 
fered alternative that a ‘culti¬ 
vated indifference’ should ob¬ 
tain. T

Cast System: 

Finding Stars for Lesbian Porn 

'Girl-Girl'Is Not the Same as Lesbian, says Casting Director.

This just in from the 
Southland: in a last-ditch des¬ 
perate measure, San Francis¬ 
co hutches will be exported to 
Los Angeles to star in Les¬ 
bian Welders, an X-rated 
video scripted and directed 
by Susie Bright. 

Popular San Francisco 
femme and butch aficionado 
Shar Rednour, who cut her 
film-casting teeth auditioning 
actresses for Fatale Video’s 
Safe Is Desire, was called 
down to Jim South’s World 
Modeling Agency (the only 
acting agency that specializes 
in porn stars) to interview 
prospective actresses for the 
film. 

Sharon Mitchell has al¬ 
ready been cast in the part of 
Head Butch — the welding 
school teacher. The script 


calls for three more hutches 
and three femmes, and while 
the latter were in plentiful 
supply among the long-haired, 
silicone-breasted women who 
answered the cattle call, 
hutches were, well, elusive. 

“The producers [Video 
Team] thought that butch just 
meant short hair,” says Red¬ 
nour, who opened each of her 
interviews by stressing the 
lesbian content of the film. 

“Great,” all the actresses 
responded. “I can do girl-girl.” 

“No, not girl-girl,” insisted 
Rednour, who says that ‘girl- 
girl’ porn is just an excuse to 
showcase two women’s bod¬ 
ies, while the point of lesbian 
porn is to see two women ac¬ 
tually having sex together. 
“We’re talking major dyke 
here,” she told her intervie¬ 
wees. “Butch-femme.” 


“I can be bitch-femme!” 
several of the women said en¬ 
thusiastically. 

“Butch!’’ Rednour ex¬ 
plained. Drawing blank looks, 
she grasped an analogy they 
seemed to understand. “As in 
Butch Cassidy,” she said. 

Hopeful interviewees fell 
into three general categories: 
those who just needed the 
work; bisexual women who 
stressed the macho nature of 
their day jobs, such as floor 
sanders; and women who 
leaned over to whisper in her 
ear, “I’m really a lesbian. I 
live with a woman.” Rednour 
says that she “trusted the bi¬ 
sexuals the most. They talked 
the most openly about sex, 
even sharing their fantasies.” 

During auditions, Rednour 
watched with the sharply 
honed eye of a dedicated 
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Glamorous SF femme lezzie and casting director Shar Rednour 
recently had to come to the rescue of an LA agency looking 
for actresses to play butch dykes.

butch-loving femme for clues 
as to whether an actress 
would be able to cut the mus¬ 
tard. Posing for a photo with 
her rear end thrust back invit¬ 
ingly, for instance, was a dead 
giveaway that the lady had no 
potential for, as Rednour put 
it, “strapping on dicks and 
wielding power tools.” 

Accustomed to working in 
straight porn where the male 
orgasm is central and the 
woman’s faked or nonexis¬ 
tent, the actresses were pleas¬ 
antly stunned to learn that for 
Lesbian Welders they’d be 
granted whatever time, space, 
and sex toys they required to 
have a genuine orgasm. This 
is reflective of Susie Bright’s 
credo: her first criteria for ap¬ 
preciating a dirty movie is an 
affirmative answer to the 
question “Does the woman 
come?” 


Video Team hired Bright 
precisely because they want¬ 
ed Lesbian Welders to be au¬ 
thentically lesbian; she in turn 
hired Rednour to insure that 
the actresses would be au¬ 
thentically butch and femme. 
Alas, despite Rednour’s best 
efforts, the parts of two hutch¬ 
es remained unfilled at the 
end of a grueling three hours, 
although she did cast some 
dedicated femmes. Still, she 
found the experience educa¬ 
tional. “People think these ac¬ 
tresses will do anything for 
money,” she says, “but it’s not 
true.” Many, for instance, said 
that they won’t perform anal 
sex, and resumes list what 
they expect to be paid for 
specific acts. “I loved it,” says 
Rednour, “when they realized 
that I wanted them to come 
and that I cared about them. I 
loved it when they took off 
their fake smiles.” ▼

The second annual edition 
of The Black Book, a nation¬ 
al directory of alternative sex¬ 
uality resources edited by Bill 
Brent, is now on the stands. 

The new edition has more 
than 500 listings covering sex¬ 
ual minority and alternative 
lifestyle groups and informa¬ 
tion resources including SM, 
leather, and fetish groups, as 
well as sexual minorities such 
as pagans, transgenders, 
transvestites, piercing and 
body modification enthusi¬ 
asts, and others. 

Distributors and vendors 
of sex-positive toys, videos, 
books, and newsletters are 
also listed in the resource di¬ 
rectory, as are individual 
practitioners such as thera¬ 
pists, chiropractors, massage 
therapists, and others who are 
interested in serving those in¬ 
volved in alternative sexual 
lifestyles. 

People with alternative 
sexual lifestyles and interests 
often find themselves exclud¬ 
ed from sexuality resources, 
and according to sex-positive 
author Carol Queen, the na¬ 
tional scope of The Black 
Book fills that gap. 

“It’s an important resource 
because even in alternative 
sexual communities like the 
gay community, frequently 
people with particular special¬ 
ized interests don’t get 


enough information to be 
able to be able to find each 
other — especially nation¬ 
wide,” Queen told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

“The unifying theme is 
that everything listed has to do 
with sexuality or is from a 
sex-positive vender, whether 
it’s a chiropractor, a distribu¬ 
tor of erotic videotapes and 
books, or a gay and lesbian 
parenting group,” said Brent, 
a former supervisor with San 
Francisco Sex Information. 

The new edition also con¬ 
tains erotic art and graphics, 
three indexes, and a “perfect 
bound” format instead of the 
previous plastic ring binding. 

“Our sexuality is vital to 
our well being. It deserves to 
be celebrated and acknowl¬ 
edged in a wholesome, direct 
manner,” said Brent. “Every¬ 
one has a relative, friend, or 
neighbor they might call 
‘kinky’ or ‘free thinking.’ 
Those are the people who 
will find this resource useful.”

S.F. Dykes Invade L.A. ...Everyone Has Great Time

Los Angeles lesbians seem 
too proud, and perhaps too 
Hollywood, to envy San Fran¬ 
cisco dykes. But the uninten¬ 
tional planning of two L.A. 
premier screenings recently 
amounted to a San Francisco 
invasion that left their sisters 
to the south aching for what 
the northern dykes seemed to 
represent: sexual freedom 
and a deeper sense of commu¬ 
nity than the auto-based L.A. 
society permits. 

On Monday, September 
25, a diverse group of about 
100 lesbians packed West Hol¬ 
lywood’s EZTV studio for a 
screening of Blush Entertain¬ 
ment/Fatale Video’s Safe Is 
Desire, a safe sex porno 
video by, about, and for les¬ 
bians, to benefit the Gay & 
Lesbian Community Services 
Center’s Community Out¬ 
reach 86 Education Project 
(COOP). 

“I had no idea how people 
would respond,” said COOP 
director Julie Anderson, when 
asked if lesbian/feminists 
against pornography might 
present a sticky problem. “My 
primary purpose for asking 
them down was to deliver a 
safer sex message in a sex¬ 
positive way.” Lesbians, she 
points out, are not only at risk 
for HIV, but also for other 
sexually transmitted diseases 
(STD) as well. The Center 
will open a free, new wom¬ 
en’s STD clinic soon. 

But most of the women in 
attendance seemed more in¬ 
terested in the lesbian porn 
part. And they were encour¬ 
aged to enjoy the titillation by 
Safe Is Desire star Christina 
Larreina, who also repeatedly 
stressed that safer sex can be 
fun. 

Safe Is Desire is well-shot, 
produced, and edited; in fact, 
it is not an oxymoron to say 
the video is intelligent porn. 
It has a nicely believable sto¬ 
ry: butch dyke dates femme; 
femme refuses to fuck with¬ 
out protection; butch dyke al¬ 
most loses femme but negoti¬ 
ates and capitulates after see¬ 


ing the Safer Sex Sluts per¬ 
form (no fake orgasms here) 
and safer group sex; butch 
dyke and femme seem happy 
in the end. 

But the EZTV crowd also 
caught a number of the more 
subtle references the produc¬ 
ers slipped in. They appreciat¬ 
ed the casual portrayal of les¬ 
bian diversity — both racially 
and sexually. Dione (Darby 
Michael) is an African-Amer¬ 
ican environmentalist. She 
loves to camp, to rough it the 
natural way, so of course 
she’s against latex. Allie (Lar¬ 
reina) meanwhile, is a Cau¬ 
casian lipstick lesbian who 
works on an AIDS hotline in 
“the urban jungle” — but she’s 
powerfully sex-positive. Safer 
sex has become a natural sur¬ 
vival technique. Aside from 
their interracial relationship, 
lesbians of color casually 
grace a number of scenes in 
the video. 


Latex as a veil 

Only a handful of audience 
members later acknowledged 
that they practiced safer sex. 
But several lesbians were 
grateful to be shown new 
tricks and how to make safer 
sex desirable. “Latex is like 
veils, not barriers,” says sex 
club emcee Mimi = Freed. 
“It’s a little invitation in. Take 
your time. Enjoy yourself. 
Don’t just jump the gates.” 

Others mentioned their ap¬ 
preciation for the depiction of 
sexual diversity, which 
ranged from voyeurism to 
vanilla to kissing piercings, to 
S/M to dykes heavily into 
huge dildo strap-ons, to les¬ 
bians who like penises. And, 
the video seems to say: it’s all 
okay — as long as you play 
safely. 

During a pre-screening in¬ 
terview, Larreina (a per¬ 
former with Pussy Tourette) 
and On Our Backs publicist 
Melissa Murphy were told 
that fellow San Franciscans 
Del Martin and Phyllis Lyon, 
authors of the groundbraking 
Lesbian/Woman, were also 
in Los Angeles for a benefit 
screening. The two young 


Medical Necessity of Pot 
Considered in San Diego

SAN DIEGO - An HIV¬ 
positive man on trial for culti¬ 
vating the marijuana he says 
helps him deal with his ill¬ 
ness testified Tuesday, Octo¬ 
ber 12, in an attempt to por¬ 
tray his backyard marijuana 
patch as a medicinal herb gar¬ 
den. 

Samuel Skipper, 39, of La 
Mesa, told a San Diego Coun¬ 
ty jury he was able to func¬ 
tion far more normally under 
the influence of the weed 
than he would without it. 

“You feel so much better — 
just that fast,” Skipper said af¬ 
ter taking a deep and noisy 
breath to mimic the act of 
smoking a marijuana ciga¬ 
rette. 

Skipper said his former 
lover died of AIDS, and that 
he had taken the more tradi¬ 
tional drug AZT as well as 39 


other prescription drugs. 

“AZT is poison because it 
kills the healthy cells, too, 
and [the drugs] kill you twice 
as fast,” Skipper said. 

Superior Court Judge Nor- 
bert Ehrenfreund last week 
allowed Skipper, who faces 
five years in prison if convict¬ 
ed, to become the first Cali¬ 
fornian to use medical neces¬ 
sity as a defense in a marijua¬ 
na cultivation case. On Thurs¬ 
day, October 7, Ehrenfreund 
ruled against the District At¬ 
torney’s office, which argued 
that Skipper was not in im¬ 
mediate danger of dying and 
should not be allowed to base 
his defense on medical neces¬ 
sity. 

Ehrenfreund said at the 
time, “I don’t think he should 
have to wait until he is nau¬ 
seous and vomiting and his 
body is wasting away before 
he claims his defense.” ▼

lesbians lavished praise on 
the “foremothers.” “They cre¬ 
ated the space for us to do 
what we do,” Larreina said. 

The following afternoon 
Martin and Lyon, joined by 
other San Franciscans fea¬ 
tured in Last Call at Maud’s, 
participated in the first ever 
benefit for the June L. Mazer 
Lesbian Collection: the Los 
Angeles lesbian historical 
archives curated by Degania 
Golove. About 150 women 
watched the well-made docu¬ 
mentary capturing the life 
and times of lesbians repre¬ 
sented by Maud’s, for 23 
years a famous San Francisco 
bar and lesbian cultural cen¬ 
ter. It closed in 1989 because, 
owner Rikki Streicher said, 


most of her customers got 
sober and Maud’s “wasn’t 
needed.” 

At a panel following the 
screening, moderated by au¬ 
thor Lillian Faderman, film 
participants Martin, Lyon, for¬ 
mer San Francisco Police 
Commissioner Gwenn Craig, 
Jo Daly, Susan Fahey, poet 
Judy Grahn, writer Mary 
Wings and Streicher were ap¬ 
plauded as heroines, ambas¬ 
sadors of a time when surviv¬ 
ing as lesbians took guts, 
heart, and ingenuity. Sudden¬ 
ly, in that room, it was an 
honor to be old. 

Filmmakers Paris Poirier 
and Karen Kiss were also 
heralded for their commit¬ 


ment to preserve lesbian his¬ 
tory — they were much assist¬ 
ed by the Mazer Collection — 
and especially to make that 
history available through film 
to a mass audience. They are 
broaching the Public Broad¬ 
casting System about having 
the film selected for its POV 
series, and appealed to the au¬ 
dience to send in letters of 
support. 

Told later about the previ¬ 
ous evening of lesbian 
pornography, Lyons said 
“That’s great. We should have 
more and better erotica ... 
[which would make] the 
sleazy stuff fade away. You 
can’t have just a little bit of 
censorship.” ▼

LAPD Goes to Extraordinary 
Lengths To Make Gay Porn Arrest

In a case that may have 
far-reaching implications for 
First Amendment cases, a 
jury found gay porn produc¬ 
er/star Lee Baldwin guilty of 
distributing obscene material. 
The case and the procedures 
that led to Baldwin’s convic¬ 
tion have raised eyebrows 
and concerns in the gay com¬ 
munity. 

On June 16 Baldwin, 31, 
was arrested at his home in 
San Diego by the Los Ange¬ 
les Police Department’s Ad¬ 
ministrative Vice Squad 
(AVS). According to Bald¬ 
win’s attorney, John Duran, 
the AVS had acquired a copy 
of The Advocate, a national 
gay and lesbian publication, 
and ordered Baldwin’s gay 
porn video Assplay 2 
through a small classified ad. 
After screening the video, 
they approached City Attor¬ 
ney James Hahn about prose¬ 
cuting Baldwin for distribu¬ 
tion of obscenity. Hahn, says 
Duran, concurred, and on 
April 22 the LAPD AVS 
drove down to San Diego 
with warrants to search Bald¬ 
win’s home and post office 
box. After confiscating the 
video, they brought Baldwin 
to Los Angeles for trial. 

Duran finds several as¬ 
pects of the case particularly 
troubling. “The AVS appar¬ 
ently makes it a practice to 
spend taxpayers’ dollars and 
time reading The Advocate, 
ordering gay porn through 
the;mail and poring over that 
gay porn trying to decide 
what they consider to be ob¬ 
scene and what is not ob¬ 
scene,” Duran says. “There 
was no citizen’s complaint 
about the video. It was not 
shown in local theaters. It is 
not available at the book¬ 
stores — they had to order it. 
And they had to drive all the 
way to San Diego to conduct 
a search for the video and 
then arrest the distributor. All 
of this for an obscenity law 
that is very rarely enforced.” 

Duran and Baldwin sug¬ 
gest the motive for the unusu¬ 
al arrest, prosecution, and re¬ 
fusal to plea bargain may be 
political, since Hahn has indi¬ 
cated he may be a potential 
Democratic candidate for 
state Attorney General — the 
office now held by Republi¬ 
can conservative Dan Lun- 
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gren and sought after by San 
Francisco District Attorney 
Arlo Smith. 

On September 9, the case 
went to trial before a jury, 
which watched the entire 
Assplay 2 video, including 
two allegedly obscene scenes: 
one showed an actor being 
given an enema with a gar¬ 
den hose and the other was a 
fisting scene. 

To be ruled obscene, based 
on a 1973 legal definition of 
the term, the video must lack 
any serious educational, scien¬ 
tific, literary, or political val¬ 
ue according to contemporary 
community standards. How¬ 
ever, Municipal Court Judge 
Glenette Blackwell refused to 
allow Duran to admit testimo¬ 
ny from AIDS Project Los 
Angles Education Director 
Lee Klosinski and others to 
show how the use of safer sex 
practices gave the tape educa¬ 
tional and scientific value in 
this “Age of AIDS.” 


"Community/' not 
personal, standards 

The jury deliberated for 
two days before finding Bald¬ 
win guilty on September 16. 
While a handful of the jurors 
didn’t think the material was 
obscene, Duran said later, the 
judge’s instructions ordered 
them to put aside their own 
feelings and decide according 
to “community standards” — 
what they thought would vio¬ 
late the community standards 
of most Californians. 

Both Duran and Baldwin 
find the verdict egregious and 
frightening. “Politically it 
spells trouble if the LAPD 
now feels encouraged to pur¬ 
sue these kinds of prosecu¬ 
tions without the presence of 
a citizen’s complaint. It looks 
like the Administrative Vice 
Squad is running their own 
show. Meanwhile we have 
gangs roving the streets,” says 
Duran. “We’re going to com¬ 
plain to the Police Commis¬ 
sion, to the mayor’s office, 
and to the chief that the 
LAPD must have better 
things to do than to use tax¬ 
payer money to sit around 
and watch gay porno movies.” 

Baldwin, who will serve 
540 hours of community ser¬ 
vice at the San Diego AIDS 
Project in lieu of a $1,000 fine 


for the misdemeanor offense, 
says the guilty verdict is “a 
real breach of my freedom of 
expression.” Another charge 
would be a felony with 
mandatory imprisonment. 

Very emotionally healthy 

A professionally trained 
sex educator who says he is 
getting his master’s degree in 
social work, Baldwin says he 
is “shocked” that the case 
even went to prosecution 
since the San Diego Police 
had earlier considered but de¬ 
cided not to pursue similar 
charges. He savs lawyers for 
gay porn giant Falcon Studios 
are reviewing his case since he 
doesn’t have the resources to 
appeal on his own, and Duran 
took the case pro bono.

“My point in making the 
tape was anal exploration — 
exploring my own sexuality — 
which is very emotionally 
healthy, as opposed to some¬ 
one who is sexually re¬ 
pressed,” says Baldwin. “It is 
very well produced and the 
two objectionable scenes ... 
which do occur frequently in 
some segments of the gay 
population — show how to do 
it correctly. If the average 
person in California didn’t 
find this artistic and educa¬ 
tional enough to meet com¬ 
munity standards ... we need 
to question the obscenity laws 
that allow the majority to de¬ 
cide what the minority should 
see.” ▼ 
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California News

Event hosts entertainment 
attorney Alan Hergott and his 
lover and NGLTF board 
member Curt Shepard, and 
producer Barry Krost and his 
lover John DeShane worked 
the room. The evening was 


also hosted by producer 
Arnold Stiefel. 

Perhaps the most eye-pop¬ 
ping guest was Heidi Fleiss, 
the alleged “Hollywood 
Madam” who said she came 
out of seclusion (US maga¬ 
zine’s cover called her the

Beat the Drummond: 
Long Beach 
Elects 'Em Dumb

A Long Beach councilman, 
back from his elk-hunting trip 
in Wyoming, is facing a recall 
vote for telling a group of 
conservatives that people 
with AIDS should have been 
quarantined and that gays 
and lesbians are not a serious 
political force because their 
leaders are all dying. 

At one point, in a tape 
recording of the meeting 
made before his vacation, 
Councilman Doug Drum¬ 
mond responds to concerns 
about gay political power by 
saying, “Let’s think about this 
for a moment. How do we 
deal with it, short of killing 
them?” 

What’s worse, according to 
political leaders of virtually 
every minority group in Long 
Beach, is that Drummond 
isn’t even trying to defend 
himself or excusing the state¬ 
ments. 

Drummond admits, “I 
made those statements,” but 
he claims the Eagle Forum of 
California group asked him 
questions that forced him to 
make improper statements. 

"I accept responsibility" 

On his return, Drummond 
owned up to the statements, 
saying, “I accept full responsi¬ 
bility for them. While I did 
not intend for them to be 
hurtful, they were insensitive 
and intemperate. I regret 


deeply that my comments 
have distressed members of 
the community, my support¬ 
ers, my family members.” 

The public apology made 
at Long Beach City Council’s 
regular meeting didn’t stop 
moves asking for Drum¬ 
mond’s resignation — which 
he says he will not do. 

“There’s no excuse for 
statements like these; it’s 
plain and simple bigotry,” 
says Paul Self, president of 
the Long Beach Lambda 
Democratic Club, who orga¬ 
nized 20 leaders of churches, 
minority organizations, and 
educational groups to call for 
the councilman’s immediate 
resignation. 

Long considered an Iowa- 
by-the-sea community of sub¬ 
urbanites, Long Beach also 
has one of the longest-stand¬ 
ing, largest, and most vocal 
gay and lesbian communities 
in the country. 

Nevertheless, the council¬ 
man says, “In rural America, 
gays are not accepted, they 
are not employed, they are 
cast out. It’s true!” 

Drummond knew a tape 
recording was being made of 
the speech and at one point — 
after getting laughter upon 
discussing the amount of gay 
men dying of AIDS — he sug¬ 
gested the recorder be turned 
off. 

"That community" 

At another point, Drum-

and I mean suffered. These 
are the most invasive non-hu- 
man forms of the journalistic 
community. They invaded my 
neighborhood. They went 
door to door misrepresenting 
themselves as the Gay Al¬ 
liance trying to get informa¬ 
tion about us. They wanted 
dirt. They sat outside with 
photographers day and night 
for two weeks. They told our 


neighbors they were friends 
of ours but they didn’t want 
to disturb us but they were 
worried about us. They 
tapped our phone — it goes on 
and on.” 

Bearse said she didn’t have 
the “energy or interest” to 
take them to court, especially 
with a new child. To get 
them off their backs, she 
eventually granted the En¬ 


quirer an interview — in 
which she says she was mis¬ 
quoted and mischaracterized. 

But, having survived the 
invasion, Bearse says she is 
now happy to be open about 
her sexual orientation. And 
especially happy about their 
new child Zoe, born on May 
6, 1993. “She’s a blessing — 
she’s healthy and happy and 
the biggest joy in our lives.” ▼

Duesberg in Wonderland: 

Is the Leading 'HIVHeretic'Intentionally Giving Deadly Advice? 


News Analysis

Since 1987, Peter Dues¬ 
berg, professor of molecular 
biology at the University of 
California at Berkeley, has 
made something of a second 
career out of proclaiming that 
HIV does not cause AIDS. 
Along the way he has ac¬ 
quired a vocal following with¬ 
in the gay community. 

Duesberg’s biggest media 
booster has been Spin maga¬ 
zine, which devoted ten pages 
in its September issue to an 
interview with the controver¬ 
sial scientist, conducted by 
publisher/editor Bob Guc- 
cione, Jr. It is an exhaustively 
detailed, utterly astonishing 
interview, riddled with half- 
truths, distortions, and out- 
and-out falsehoods. 

In a nutshell, Duesberg 
claims that HIV is a complete¬ 
ly harmless virus that just 
happens to turn up in people 
with AIDS. The real culprit, 
he says, is drugs — either 
recreational ones like cocaine, 
amphetamines, or poppers, or 
pharmaceuticals, especially 
AZT. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention list 
roughly 30 percent of U.S. 
AIDS cases as being people 
with some history of injection 
drug use. Most of the rest are 
gay or bisexual men, so to 
make his case stick Duesberg 
must argue that all gay men 


with AIDS are drug users. 

“The homosexuals who get 
AIDS had hundreds, if not 
thousands, of sexual con¬ 
tacts,” the good professor tells 
us. “That is not achieved with 
your conventional testos¬ 
terone. It is achieved with 
chemicals... They inhale pop¬ 
pers, they use amphetamines, 
they take Quaaludes, they 
take amyl nitrate, they take 
cocaine as aphrodisiacs.” 

Duesberg’s argument, that 
nobody could have that much 
sex without using drugs, be¬ 
trays his breathtaking igno¬ 
rance of the gay community. 
But just in case readers don’t 
buy it, he brings out his back¬ 
up culprit: AZT. The drug 
used to treat HIV infection, 
he says, is actually causing 
the symptoms we call AIDS. 

Here the misinformation 
starts flying thick and fast. 
“Every six hours, your HIV¬ 
positive person takes 250 mg. 
of AZT ... just for having the 
virus,” he says, and the drug, 
not the virus, makes people 
lose weight, sicken, and die. 
Duesberg not only gets the 
dose wrong, he ignores that 
AZT has never been recom¬ 
mended for people whose im¬ 
mune systems are intact, but 
only for those with CD4 
counts of 500 or lower — 
meaning that something else 
has already damaged their 
immune systems. 


Anecdotal AZT evidence 

Duesberg backs his claim 
that AZT is the culprit with 
no data whatsoever, just a 
string of meaningless stories: 
Arthur Ashe took the stuff 
and he died; Nureyev took it, 
and he’s dead too. 

This reporter is no fan of 
AZT, but the reason Dues¬ 
berg cites no data is that none 
exists. In the most damning 
major AZT study so far, the 
British/French Concorde trial 
announced last spring, the pa¬ 
tients who took AZT before 
showing any symptoms lived 
as long as those who didn’t. 
In other words, the stuff may 
not have helped people, but it 
didn’t kill them either. 

Sometimes Duesberg ig¬ 
nores facts: a key part of his 
argument is that epidemiolog- 
ically, AIDS is not behaving 
like an infectious disease be¬ 
cause an infectious disease 
should affect roughly equal 
numbers of men and women, 
while AIDS in the U.S. and 
Europe has hit far more men. 
Asked why the proportion of 
women is increasing, Dues¬ 
berg claims that no such thing 
is happening, that “it has been 
ten percent for quite a while 
now.” 

Not quite. The CDC’s 
statistics show a gradual but 
absolutely steady rise in the 
percentage of female cases — 
from close to zero at the start

of the epidemic to 14.2 per¬ 
cent of newly-diagnosed cases 
in 1992. The good professor 
never attempts to question 
the CDC’s methodology or re¬ 
fute its figures, he simply lies 
about the numbers. 

But why, interviewer Guc- 
cione asks, has the increase in 
gay male AIDS cases declined 
since safer sex became solidly 
established in the gay com¬ 
munity? Again, Duesberg just 
claims that it hasn’t hap¬ 
pened. “AIDS has continued 
to increase despite the safe 
sex campaign,” he says. “The 
only thing they claim is de¬ 
creasing is HIV infection, but 
AIDS continues to increase 
every year.” 

Wrong again. The rate of 
increase of AIDS cases 
among gay men has been 
slowly tapering off for years, 
and in 1992 — nine years after 
safe-sex campaigns got started 
in earnest — the number of 
new gay male AIDS cases ac¬ 
tually decreased for the first 
time ever; just what you’d ex¬ 
pect if safe sex was having an 
impact. Overall, the gradual 
shift in the demographics of 
AIDS is exactly what you 
would predict from a disease 
that is sexually transmitted 
that got its first foothold 
among gay men, and which 
takes as much as ten years af¬ 
ter infection to make itself ap¬ 
parent. 


Loose with virus facts 

Duesberg is similarly loose 
with the facts when dis¬ 
cussing the virus itself. Re¬ 
searchers generally agree that 
HIV causes much of the im¬ 
mune damage seen in AIDS 
patients by indirect means: 
rather than by invading and 
killing CD4 cells one by one, 
the virus sets off a chain of 
events that result in CD4 cell 
death and other deregulation 
of the immune system. Dues¬ 
berg dismisses this, declaring 
flatly that “viruses ... cannot 
work at a distance.” 

But he ignores the fact that 
some kinds of damage caused 
by HIV “from a distance” 
have already been identified. 
As neurologist Elyse Singer 
M.D. explained to AIDS 
Treatment News earlier this 
year, certain HIV proteins, 
such as gpl20, “can be toxic to 
neurons in a variety of ways,” 
leading to nerve cell damage 
without the cells themselves 
being infected. The virus also 
stimulates production of cer¬ 
tain chemicals known as cy¬ 
tokines which, when exces¬ 
sive levels are maintained for 


too long, can work all sorts of 
mischief. 

Later, discussing the ef¬ 
fects of different strains of the 
virus, the professor tells us, 
“We have yet to see a single 
case where an HIV mutant 
has been isolated that can do 
something that other HIVs 
can’t.” 

Again, not quite: a number 
of researchers have docu¬ 
mented the effects of what 
are called syncytium-inducing 
(SI) strains — HIV variants 
that have the ability to cause 
cells to clump together. This 
subject got a lot of attention 
at the 1992 Eighth Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Conference. Not 
only is it clear that not all 
HIV strains can do this, but it 
is equally clear that people in¬ 
fected with SI strains do 
worse than those who are not. 
Sometimes these strains don’t 
show up until years after a 
person gets infected, but a 
Danish study recently pub¬ 
lished in the journal AIDS 
shows quite clearly that peo¬ 
ple infected with SI strains 
from the very beginning lose 
CD4 cells more quickly than 
those who are not. 

Other studies have also 
shown that when specific HIV 
mutations show up, the pa¬ 
tient gets worse. Maybe it’s 
possible to explain this and 
still believe the virus has 
nothing to do with AIDS, but 
Duesberg doesn’t try. He just 
claims it doesn’t happen, de¬ 
spite mountains of evidence 
to the contrary. 


Inconvenient data 

When he’s not telling flat 
untruths, Duesberg simply ig¬ 
nores data that’s inconve¬ 
nient. Jay Levy at U.C. San 
Francisco, for example, has 
shown that people whose 
CD8 immune cells are more 
able to combat HIV live 
longer with undamaged im¬ 
mune systems than those 
whose cells lack this ability. 

And many researchers 
have compared HIV-infected 
drug users with non-drug 
users, with results that don’t 
help Duesberg. Several stud¬ 
ies presented at this year’s 
AIDS Conference in Berlin, 
for example, showed that 
HIV-positive drug injectors 
did no worse than non-drug 
users, and in one large study 
the drug injectors lived signif¬ 
icantly longer — all rather dif¬ 
ficult to explain if drug use 
causes AIDS. 


Guccione didn’t ask about 
these findings and let even 
the most blatant misstate¬ 
ments go unchallenged. He, 
perhaps, can be excused for 
not knowing any better. But 
what is one to make of Pro¬ 
fessor Duesberg, who surely 
must know better? Why is he 
spreading a potentially deadly 
message — that you don’t have 
to worry about safe sex be¬ 
cause AIDS isn’t a sexually 
transmitted disease — with ar¬ 
guments built out of what 
look an awful lot like plain, 
old-fashioned lies? 

One researcher, who pre¬ 
ferred not to have her name 
associated in print with such 
harsh language, offered a 
blunt assessment: “He’s nuts.” 
Over time, she may turn out 
to have been too kind. T

Sappho's Safe Space 
For Women of all Kinds

Walking up the stairs of 
859 Fulton Street, it’s possible 
to sense a slight feeling of 
timewarp, as if it is the 1970s: 
not because of the way San 
Francisco blossomed with 
flower children during that 
decade, but that amorphous 
feeling of “the lesbian collec¬ 
tive,” women taking care of 
women, that still exudes 
there. This is Sappho’s, 
where a creative rainbow in¬ 
signia spotted through the 
trees announces the presence 
of women who love women. 

Sappho’s sits almost invis¬ 
ibly behind a tall tree in the 
Western Addition, as lesbians 
once again quietly break 
ground developing new mod¬ 
els to take care of women’s 
needs neglected by the main¬ 
stream political establish¬ 
ment. In this instance it is a 
new model for temporary 
housing, bringing together the 
homeless, travelers, low in¬ 
come and middle class wom¬ 
en, newcomers to San Fran¬ 
cisco, and those who need a 
safe space to make a transi¬ 
tion. Sappho’s casts a net to 
catch a woman falling on hard 
times before she hits the 
cold pavement of the street. 

The seven-room Victorian 
house, owned by an out-of- 
town landlord, can house up 
to twelve women in a com¬ 
bined style taken from resi¬ 
dential hotels, international 
hostels, and bed and break¬ 
fast inns. The rag-tag con¬ 
glomeration of unmatched 
second-hand furniture and the 
general decor is reminiscent 
of housing on women’s land, 
put together by small bands 
of enterprising dykes through¬ 
out the world who have pio¬ 
neered new ways of living to¬ 
gether and taking care of 
“their own.” In this case, the 
goal is a pilot program de¬ 
signed “to help bridge the gap 
between being homeless and 
being secure.” 

According to founder and 
director Alison Wright, valid 
concerns about housing op¬ 
tions often constrain women’s 
opportunities for important 
life changes. 

Transitional housing is 
usually limited to far ends of 
the spectrum: from high- 
priced women’s hotels to 
homeless shelters. Sappho’s is 
trying to bridge this gap at 
$15.00 per night for a semi¬ 
private room with shared 
bath, kitchen, and common 
areas — plus a continental 
breakfast of foods donated by 
community businesses, as 
well as supplementary foods 
for evening meals. Monthly 
rates and work-share are also 
available for stays up to a few 
months. Most guests spend 
two to four weeks in the 
cooperative living environ¬ 
ment that encourages net¬ 
working among guests and 
provides listings of jobs, per¬ 
manent housing, and support 
groups, plus other educational 
information. By providing 
women with an address and 
phone number, Sappho’s helps 
make it easier for guests to get 
permanent housing and steady 
employment, and stave off 
homelessness. 

Assassination by loofah? 

Founded by a group of ten 
women in 1988, Sappho’s has 
grown from Wright’s need to 


give something back to the 
community, following her 
mistaken arrest as a protester 
during an appearance of Pres¬ 
ident Bush at the St. Francis- 
Weston in 1988. New to town, 
Wright missed a cable car on 
her way across town. “I was 
arrested by five cops and held 
for three hours. I didn’t know 
where I was, I didn’t know 
anybody in town, and they 
said that I was a protester 
who wangled loose, ran 
across the street, and tried to 
assassinate the President with 
a loofah sponge and a mud 
bath, which is all I had with 
me because I was going to Os- 
ento.” 

According to Wright, she 
was dealing with something 
very new to her. “I was called 
‘nigger,’ which was the first 
time I had ever heard it. I had 
lived in New York and in 
Boston and had never had an 
experience like this. The case 
ran for four years and they as¬ 
sumed I was a poor black girl 
from the projects and couldn’t 
read and didn’t understand 
the law and what was going 
on. They assumed very 
wrong, as both my parents 
are teachers.” 

Eventually the case was 
settled, and Wright promised 
herself she would give some¬ 
thing back to the community 
that came to her aid during 
her arrest. “It took a man who 
died of AIDS to get it on 
tape, a gay woman from 


Florida to get it on camera to 
stop them from beating me, 
and a gay man next to me, 
that I didn’t even know and 
who has also since died of 
AIDS, who tried to get them 
off of me,” she told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “It took the 
community to save my ass — 
and here I had been using the 
community for my entertain¬ 
ment. My decision to join this 
effort was to give something 
back.” 

According to Wright, 
“Women from all over the 
world come to Sappho’s and 
learn by living, working, and 
talking with a whole spec¬ 
trum of women about our 
community and various cul¬ 
tures represented at Sappho’s. 

“Many prejudices are un¬ 
masked and dissolved by sim¬ 
ply providing an atmosphere 
where every woman has the 
ability to meet lesbians, wom¬ 
en of color, seniors, and wom¬ 
en with children all under the 
same roof. Frankly, if you 


don’t have family or someone 
to take care of you or to give 
you the ability to be some 
place without ending up on 
the street, you’re at a disad¬ 
vantage. When I moved here, 
if I hadn’t had a friend or the 
will, I don’t think I would 
have survived here at all, es¬ 
pecially after the beating. But 
I had support. I had support 
of people who didn’t even 
know me.” 


New job skills program 

And Sappho’s is not alone 
today either. Operating under 
the umbrella of the SF NOW 
Education Fund, the house 
received a grant for $8,000 
from the Women’s Founda¬ 
tion in 1992. This year Sap¬ 
pho’s was “the poster child” 
for the Women’s Foundation, 
receiving $10,000 to fund a pi¬ 
lot program in job skills train¬ 
ing and career development. 
Resourceful Women, a pri¬ 


vate philanthropic foundation, 
has also given its support. 

“Sappho’s is an idea that 
started walking, and now it’s 
running and we hope it con¬ 
tinues to go,” said Alison. To 
keep Sappho’s going, dona¬ 
tions can be made through 
Community Thrift Store ac¬ 
count number 199, or directly 
to the house. 


With winter approaching, 
blankets, a clothes dryer, and 
a food freezer are badly need¬ 
ed, as are volunteers to help 
with guarding, shopping, 
house painting, flyering, 
fundraising, etc. Lumber and 
plants are also needed to start 
building a greenhouse to cul¬ 
tivate herbs as a part of the 
job skills development pro¬ 
gram. Checks can be made

Plaintiff in 
Caplan Case Dies

Although he has died, 
Charles Cyberski will still 
make an appearance in Supe¬ 
rior Court, when his former 
friend and disbarred gay at¬ 
torney Walter Caplan goes on 
trial for stealing more than 
$45,000 from Cyberski’s bank 
account. 

The court appearance is 
possible because Cyberski 
was interviewed under oath 
on videotape after learning he 
would die of AIDS before Ca¬ 
plan, charged in 1992 with 
felony grand theft for embez¬ 
zling the funds from Cybers¬ 
ki, was brought to justice in 
the matter. 

Caplan is accused of em¬ 
bezzling the funds — which 
Cyberski had borrowed on a 
home loan arranged by Ca¬ 
plan, to pay for his anticipat¬ 
ed medical expenses from the 
disease — from Cyberski’s 
bank account. 

Cyberski’s civil suit, which 
is an extensive record of Ca- 
plan’s actions, including his 
attempt to have Cyberski sign 
a sick-bed will that gave Ca¬ 
plan the first right to buy that 
home if Cyberski should die; 
his failure to inform Cyberski 
that he had been suspended 
from the practice of law while 
he was representing him; and 
other charges. The suit was 
settled out of court last year,

mond discussed how Fidel 
Castro isolated Cuba’s AIDS 
population. “The ones that 
are remaining are quaran¬ 
tined as we would quarantine 
under public health law, peo¬ 
ple with problems of that 
kind. And as a result, Cuba 
has not had the spread we’ve 
had. And I’m not concerned 
about that community in 
terms of being a political 
threat.” 

When asked about specific 
(in some cases closeted) gay 
people in politics, Drummond 
says, “Do you know why I 
don’t worry about gay activi¬ 
ty? I’m going to give you a 
clue. So far in San Francisco 
over 10,000 have died. In 
Long Beach over 1,000 have 
died. I’m serious. You know 
you can’t go into denial on 
this.” 

The group laughs. “Let’s 
face it, let’s be real fundamen¬ 
tal,” he adds. “They don’t re¬ 
produce.” 

The Eagle Forum is a na¬ 
tional group promoting “fam¬ 
ily values,” working toward a 
strong armed forces, and 
hearty private enterprise. Ru¬ 
mors speculate that Drum¬ 
mond was sabotaged by the 
right-wing group so they 
could support their own can¬ 
didate for election next year 
when Drummond’s term ex¬ 
pires. 

The statements were sent 
anonymously to community 
leaders throughout Long 
Beach. 

These statements came 
somewhat as a surprise be¬ 
cause Drummond voted earli¬ 
er in the year to approve a 
“statement on family” that 
recognizes non-traditional

according to Cyberski’s attor¬ 
ney Scott Gursky, who repre¬ 
sented him on behalf of the 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel. 

Caplan’s defense objected 
to the videotaped testimony, 
but it will be part of the 
record when Caplan goes to 
trial later this year. 

On September 9, Caplan 
was indicted on five addition¬ 
al felony counts, including 
stealing funds from other peo¬ 
ple with AIDS and their es¬ 
tates. ▼

gay or lesbian couples. But 
when a proposal was ham¬ 
mered out to extend benefits 
to city employees in such rela¬ 
tionships, Drummond led the 
fight against it and it lost 5 to 
3. 

"Tantamount to bashing” 

“I would never have called 
him a supporter of gay rights, 
but I’d never think he would 
be such a hatemonger,” said 
P. Wayne Trevathan, of the 
largest Long Beach gay and 
lesbian services agency called 
The Center. “I can’t believe 
someone in political office to¬ 
day would poke fun at the 
death rates of AIDS. His 
statements are tantamount to 
gay bashing.” 

The local representatives 
of NOW, CORE, NAACP, 
homeless advocates, senior 
citizens, civil rights, business 
leaders, and Latino groups 
also spoke at a press confer¬ 
ence last week calling for his 
resignation. 

“This shows an inability to 
deal with people different 
from himself; it’s shameful I 
have to be out here,” said for¬ 
mer Army Captain Dusty 
Pruitt, of the Metropolitan 
Community Church. Other 
leaders from the Methodist 
church and the Church of 
Christ came to denounce 
Drummond. “It’s dismaying 
that as Christians they play 
right into the hands of racism, 
sexism and homophobia,” one 
said. “I can’t see how that’s 
part of the message of Jesus 
Christ.” 

Drummond’s spokesper¬ 
son, Steve Eliakedis, told the 
B.A.R. his boss was aware of 
the furor while on his hunting 
trip and may make a state¬ 
ment when he returns, but 
Eliakedis said, “He doesn’t 
deny making those state¬ 
ments and is willing to ex¬ 
plain them to anyone who 
wants to know.”V 


Fauci, NIH 
Scientists, 
Remember 
Cyberski 

Charles Cyberski died on 
the 28th of September, at 
home, in San Francisco. He 
was 44 years old. 

We met him in the NIH/ 
NIAID study of the role of 
lymphoid tissues in the patho¬ 
genesis of HIV disease. When 
we began to understand 
something of the pathobiolo- 
gy of how HIV affects the im¬ 
mune system we sought vol¬ 
unteers to be subjects for a 
study of lymphoid tissues. 
Charlie was our very first par¬ 
ticipant. Like many HIV in¬ 
fected individuals, his courage 
in facing the disease and his 
persistence and intelligence in 
seeking answers to important 
scientific questions touched 
each of us. 

When he was in the Clini¬ 
cal Center, Charlie came to 
our labs and poked and 
peered at all of our instru¬ 
ments and barraged us with 
questions, at first haltingly 
but soon with a perception 
that was truly impressive. We 
shall always remember Char¬ 
lie with his shy smile probing 
the envelope of our ignorance 
— why the virus didn’t disap¬ 
pear — why the lymph nodes 
are so important — why drugs 
are so ineffective — why — 
why — why. 

His biopsy procedure was 
uneventful but scientifically 
terribly important. Charlie 
gave us the first piece in the 
puzzle that is changing the 
way we think about chronic 
HIV disease and the way it af¬ 
fects the body. 

Charlie shared our help¬ 
lessness as his disease pro¬ 
gressed. We talked dozens of 
times. We saw this fine man, 
fine mind, fine friend, slip¬ 
ping away and there was little 
that we could do except to 
support him and be there for 
him. 

We have since had the 
help of other volunteers in 
this study, all of whom have 
consented to biopsies and the 
inconvenience of questions 
and the hassle of being a vol¬ 
unteer for any medical study.

Study: People who Know Gays, Like Gays 

DAVIS, CALIFORNIA — People who personally know 
someone who is homosexual tend to be more tolerant of gays 
in general, according to a study published in the Journal of 
Sex Research. 

The study was done by Gregory Herek and Eric Glunt, psy¬ 
chologists at the University of California at Davis, and based 
on a nationwide telephone survey. 

“For heterosexuals, the experience of getting to know a gay 
man or lesbian appears to reduce their negative feelings and 
counteract stereotypes,” Herek said. Likewise, “heterosexuals 
who lack this experience are more likely to persevere in dis¬ 
liking gays,” he noted. 

The only group for which contact experiences did not seem 
to affect attitudes was self-reported political conservatives. Un¬ 
like liberals and moderates, conservatives appeared not to be 
affected by personally knowing a gay individual, the report 
said. 

Activists have long advocated “coming out of the closet” as 
a strategy for changing society’s attitudes toward the gay com¬ 
munity. 

The random sample survey noted that a majority of the re¬ 
spondents expressed negative attitudes toward homosexuality. 
In response to questions, 64 percent said they thought “homo¬ 
sexual behavior between two men is just plain wrong.” 

Only 45 percent felt that “male homosexuality is merely a 
different kind of lifestyle and should not be be condemned.”

USC To Test New Breast Cancer Treatment 

LOS ANGELES — Medical researchers at the University of 
Southern California announced Monday, October 4, the trial 
of a new treatment for breast cancer that will avoid side effects 
of traditional treatments. 

A research team at the USC/Norris Comprehensive Cancer 
Center will begin testing theratope, a vaccine that uses the pa¬ 
tient’s immune system to fight off the disease. 

Dr. Malcolm Mitchell, USC professor of medicine who will 
be testing the drug, said there are “almost no side effects” from 
the vaccine. Doctors will test the new drug on 45 patients for 
about six months. 

Present cancer treatments include surgery to remove the 
cancer, chemotherapy and radiation that can produce side ef¬ 
fects like loss of hair, sickness and nausea.

NAACP Fires Lawyer who Represented 
Klan Leader 

GALVESTON, TEXAS — The top attorney for the Texas 
NAACP has been fired by the civil rights organization because 
he represented the Ku Klux Klan and one of its leaders. 

Galveston attorney Anthony Griffin had recently represent¬ 
ed KKK Grand Dragon Michael Lowe and the white 
supremacist group in a court battle over the release of Klan 
membership lists. 

Texas NAACP President Gary Bledsoe said the group gave 
Griffin a choice between the two groups, and claimed Griffin, 
who is black, chose to represent the KKK. 

Griffin said he represented the Klan because “If the Klan 
loses their freedom, we will lose our freedom also.”

Clinton: My Problem 
With the Religious Right

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Clinton criticized 
anti-abortion groups this 
weekend for not working in a 
positive way to resolve the 
deep ethical differences with 
those who support a woman’s 
right to an abortion. 

Speaking Saturday, Octo¬ 
ber 9, at his 20th class re¬ 
union at Yale Law School, 
Clinton said he raised the is¬ 
sue not “to attack any group” 
but to issue a broader call to 
both sides on the emotional 
and controversial question to 
“talk to one another more and 
shout at one another less.” 

The president’s remarks 
came in a lengthy speech be¬ 
fore fellow graduates in 
which he outlined a broad 
vision for America, pointing 
to the insecurity on the part 
of millions of citizens that is 
preventing them from neces¬ 
sary change. 

“The problem that I have 
with so much of the religious 
right today is not that they 
may differ with me about 
what is or is not morally 
right; that is has always been 
a part of America,” he told 
the reunion in New Haven, 
Conn. “The problem I have is 
that so many of them seem to 
believe that their number one 
obligation is to make whatev¬ 
er they think is wrong illegal 
and then not worry what kind

of affirmative duties we have 
to one another. 

“I think there ought to 
ways we can talk,” he said. 

In making his point, Clin¬ 
ton cited in particular one 
moving story from a cam¬ 
paign event last year in Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa, which was at¬ 
tended by anti-abortion 
demonstrators but also by a 
woman wearing a pro-choice 
button. 


“But she was also holding 
a child of another race who 
had AIDS, who she adopted 
from another state, after she 
had been abandoned by her 
husband and was raising two 
kids in an apartment house,” 
an emotional Clinton said. 
“And she still adopted a child 
of another race from another 
state dying of AIDS because 
she said it was her moral re¬ 
sponsibility to affirm that 
child’s life. 

“Now: which group was 
more pro-life?” he asked. 

“The point I make here is 
not to attack the pro-lifers. 
The point I make is surely we 
have something to say about 
this. ... Surely there is a way 
that we can breach these 
great divides and talk togeth¬ 
er about how our actions 
ought to affirm what we can 
agree on.” 

“I did not come here to at¬ 
tack any group today motivat¬ 
ed by their own version of 
what they think God wants 
them to do; but simply to say 
I think God wants us to sit 
down and talk to one another 
and see what values we share 
and see how we can put them 
inside the millions and mil¬ 
lions of Americans who are 
living in chaos,” said 
Clinton. ▼

TOPEKA - The so-called 
Reverend Fred Phelps Sr. 
vowed Wednesday, October 
6, to fight a new city ordi¬ 
nance banning picketing at 
church services. 

The Topeka City Council 
Tuesday adopted an ordi¬ 
nance banningpicketing with¬ 
in 100 feet of churches 30 
minutes before to 30 minutes 
after worship services in the 
latest effort to curb the some¬ 
times violent protests of 
Phelps and members of his 
Westboro Baptist Church. 

About 5,000 people, mostly 
members of other churches, 
signed petitions urging the 
ban following an incident 
September 5 in which a 
Lutheran minister was tack¬ 
led and held to the ground 
outside his own church by 
Phelps’s followers. 

Phelps, who frequently 
pickets other churches as well 
as funerals of AIDS victims, 
carrying signs reading “God 


hates fags” and “Fags are 
worthy of death,” was protest¬ 
ing outside the First Lutheran 
Church that day because the 
Reverend W. Gerald Weeks 
had spoken against Phelps’ 
crusade. 

Phelps promised to chal¬ 
lenge the law in federal court, 
calling it a violation of the 
First Amendment protection 
of free speech. 

Proponents of the new law 
say Phelps is the one infring¬ 
ing on the First Amendment 
rights of others because of the 
intimidating nature of his 
protests. 

Phelps most recently made 
headlines when he crashed a 
wedding ceremony with his 
signs, mistakenly believing it 
was a funeral for a man who 
died of AIDS that was set to 
take place a half hour later. 
He brushed aside the outrage 
of the bride, saying it was her 
fault for allowing her mar¬ 
riage to take place at a church 
that would hold such a funer¬ 
al. ▼

Study: PWAs Should 
Monitor Vitamin A

A vitamin A deficiency 
may reduce the life expectan¬ 
cy of adults infected with HIV 
by as much as one year, ac¬ 
cording to a study published 
in the Archives of Internal 
Medicine. Results of a study 
at Johns Hopkins University 
confirm that a vitamin A defi¬ 
ciency weakens the immune 
systems of adult AIDS pa¬ 
tients. 

Vitamin A is vital for im¬ 
munity because it strengthens 
the cell walls that form the 
first defense against invading 
bacteria. A deficiency of the 
nutrient can weaken and com¬ 
promise the protective linings 
of the lungs, intestines, vagi¬ 
na, urinary tract, and bladder. 
Without vitamin A, the cells 
that line these structures are 
displaced by flawed and infec¬ 
tion-prone cells. The body 
needs adequate A to resist 
pneumocystis, Kaposi’s sarco¬ 
ma, vision loss, vaginal infec¬ 
tion, and other opportunistic 
maladies. 

Researchers said 15 per¬ 
cent of the people with HIV 
they studied had a deficiency 
of vitamin A, but they also 
warned against taking it indis¬ 
criminately. It is a fat-soluble 
nutrient that can build up to 
harmful levels if over-ingest¬ 
ed. The symptoms of toxicity 
include joint pain, hair loss, 
nausea, diarrhea, rashes, and 
liver enlargement. 

Fortunately, it is easy to 
avoid toxicity, by keeping the 
daily dose at 10,000 IU (inter¬ 
national units) or less. Larger 
doses may be needed during 
illness or severe stress. 

Dosage below 50,000 IU is 
unlikely to cause a toxic 
buildup in adults. Negative 
reactions have occurred after 
months of daily doses of 


100,000 IU. Supplements 
rarely exceed 10,000 IU per 
capsule. 

The best and safest way to 
obtain vitamin A is by eating 
orange and leafy green veg¬ 
etable foods that are rich in 
the nutrient beta-carotene, 
which the body converts to vi¬ 
tamin A as needed. Carotene 
is water-soluble and therefore 
lacks the toxic potential of the 
fat-soluble form of vitamin A. 
An excess of carotene may re¬ 
sult in yellow-tinted skin. Al¬ 
though it seems to be a com¬ 
pletely harmless condition, it 
may be mistaken for jaundice. 
A noticeable difference: the 
eyes remain white and clear 
in one who is carotine yellow 
from a carrot juice binge. 

A healthy adult will obtain 
all the vitamin A necessary 
for good health by eating a

diet rich in a variety of veg¬ 
etables. Certain stresses, such 
as smoking and air pollution, 
increase the need for vitamin 
A and might require some 
level of supplementation. 
Foods that provide healthy 



doses of carotene include car¬ 
rots, sweet potatoes, rutabaga, 
winter squash, kale, chard, 
collards, and apricots. 

Those who are ill will 
probably need larger doses of 
vitamin A than those who are 
well. Certain illnesses may in¬ 
hibit the body’s ability to con¬ 
vert carotene into vitamin A. 
In this case direct vitamin A 
supplementation is called for. 
The very ill may need 25,000 
IU per day or more. 

In no case should any 
dosage exceed 50,000 IU per 
day without the guidance and 
approval of a physician. Vita¬ 
min C seems to work well in 
conjunction with vitamin A 
and some supplementation 
may be beneficial. 

No one nutrient will prove 
to be a magic bullet. A com¬ 
plete spectrum of vital nutri¬ 
ents is more important that 
mega-doses of any specific vi¬ 
tamin. This new study indi¬ 
cates the importance of vita¬ 
min A for immune system vi¬ 
tality. Other studies have re¬ 
vealed, and will continue to 
reveal, similar truths about 
other vitamins and minerals. 
A daily diet that is heavy on 
the nutrient-rich foods and 
low on junk remains the best 
guarantee of continued good 
health. ▼ 


NIH Lays Groundwork for 
Expanded AIDS Vaccine Trails

PHILADELPHIA - The 
National Institutes of Health 
Sunday, October 10, an¬ 
nounced two contracts to pre¬ 
pare for large-scale trials of 
experimental AIDS vaccines, 
which could begin in late 
1994. 

Two private firms, ABT 
Associates Inc. of Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, and Family 
Health International of Re¬ 
search Triangle Park, North 
Carolina, have been awarded 
contracts worth a total of $6.5 
million in their first year to 
help set up study sites for ex¬ 
periments involving 500 to 
1,000 individuals. 

“We think that we will be 
able to initiate trials, if the 
vaccines are ready, by the end 
of next year in the United 
States and sometime in the 
following year overseas,” said 
Dr. Patricia Fast, a vaccine 
scientist at the National Insti¬ 
tute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases, Bethesda, Maryland. 

The so-called Phase III tri¬ 


als would be the first to eval¬ 
uate whether the experimen¬ 
tal vaccines actually protect 
against AIDS. Studies up to 
this point have focused on 
whether candidate vaccines 
are safe and whether they 
stimulate the immune system 
of individuals who receive it. 

Five strains of HIV 

“At the same time, we are 
constantly looking at new vac¬ 
cine approaches,” Fast said, 
noting that the existence of at 
least five strains of HIV pos¬ 
es a challenge to vaccine de¬ 
velopers. 

The contracts are part of 
an effort to establish the in¬ 
frastructure required to test 
vaccines so that it is already 
in place when experimental 
vaccines are ready to begin 
large trials, which would take 
between one and three years. 

The World Health Organi¬ 
zation has made similar ar¬ 
rangements. 

Even with the accelerated 
effort, researchers caution 
that an effective AIDS vac¬ 
cine remains elusive. NIAID 


scientists hope to have one by 
the turn of the century. 

“We would hope that is 
still in the realm of possibili¬ 
ty,” said Rodney Hoff, chief 
of the NIAID Vaccine Trials 
Section. “Everything would 
have to go correctly.” 

The NIH project, called 
HIVNET, includes a statisti¬ 
cal and data coordinating cen¬ 
ter, a laboratory and a blood 
specimen storage facility. 
Biomedical Research Inc., of 
Rockville, Maryland, already 
landed the contract for the 
specimen repository. 

Currently 15 trials of sever¬ 
al different potential AIDS 
vaccines are under way or 
completed, involving over 
1,250 men and women at five 
centers around the country. 

The five vaccine test cen¬ 
ters are Johns Hopkins Uni¬ 
versity, Baltimore; St. Louis 
University; University of 
Rochester, N.Y.; University of 
Washington, Seattle; and Van¬ 
derbilt University, Nashville.

A Change for the Worse

A lthough widely report¬ 
ed in the media as 
“progress” for gay mil¬ 
itary members, the 
new policy announced by 
President Clinton on July 19 
perpetuates virtually every as¬ 
pect of the discrimination, ha¬ 
rassment, and injustice that ex¬ 
isted under the old ban. 

A comparison of the previ¬ 
ous policy and the policy an¬ 
nounced by President Clinton 
supports this view. Under the 
Reagan policy, dating to 1982: 

•servicemembers could be 
discharged if they said they 
were gay; 

•servicemembers could be 
discharged for engaging in 
gay conduct for sexual grat¬ 
ification; 

•servicemembers could be 
court-martialed for oral or 
anal sex or other sexual ac¬ 
tivity; and 

•commanders and investi¬ 
gators could ask recruits 
and servicemembers if they 
were gay or had engaged in 
gay conduct at any time. 

Under the Clinton policy: 


was performed for the pur¬ 
pose of satisfying sexual de¬ 
sires. Now, “gay conduct” is 
prohibited regardless of intent. 
Platonic hugs by two persons 
of the same gender can lead to 
suspicion, investigation, and 
discharge. As a result, the new 
policy has the potential to en¬ 
snare many more servicemem¬ 
bers than its predecessor. 

In addition, the increased 
speculation in military units 
during the past six months 
about who is or is not gay has 
made many servicemembers 
feel extremely vulnerable. 
Their fears are well-founded. 
Those who came out during 
the past six months in reliance 
on President Clinton’s promise 
, . . , to lift the ban are now being 

seeking security clearances processed for discharge. Oth 
ers who believed Clinton 


•servicemembers will be 
discharged for gay conduct, 
including kissing, holding 
hands and hugging, not just 
sex; 

•servicemembers may be 
court-martialed for oral or 
anal sex, or other sexual ac¬ 
tivity; and 

•commanders and investi¬ 
gators are allowed to ask 
servicemembers if they 
have said they are gay or 
have engaged in homosexu¬ 
al conduct at any time. 

The only improvement un¬ 
der the Clinton policy is that 
recruits and servicemembers 


•servicemembers will be 
discharged if they say they 
are gay; 


can no longer be asked if they 
are homosexual or bisexual. 
This improvement, however, 
is negated by provisions allow¬ 
ing investigators and comman¬ 
ders to inquire about service- 
members’ homosexual con¬ 
duct or statements they have 
made about their sexual orien¬ 
tation. 

Far from being an advance, 
the Clinton policy has made 
conditions worse for many gay 
servicemembers. The new pol¬ 
icy defines “gay conduct” 
much more broadly than un¬ 
der the Reagan policy. In the¬ 
ory, at least, servicemembers 
could previously be dis¬ 
charged only for conduct that 


when he pledged that his new 
policy would make conditions 
better for gay servicemembers 
are extremely confused be¬ 
cause conditions have not im¬ 
proved. The witchhunts, the 
harassment, and intimidation 
have continued. 

The Military Law Watch 
will continue to document the 
abuses that take place under 
the ban; identify trends in how 
the military harasses, investi¬ 
gates and discharges lesbian, 
gay and bisexual servicemem¬ 
bers; and offer advice to those 
in the military who have been 


or will be affected by the pol¬ 
icy. ▼

WASHINGTON - On 
Tuesday, October 12, the U.S. 
Supreme Court refused to 
consider the appeal of a for¬ 
mer Central" Intelligence 
Agency employee who was 
fired because he allegedly 
was not completely honest 
about his sexual orientation 
or his sexual partners. 

The Clinton administration 
filed a friend of the court 
brief in support of the CIA. 

The intelligence agency’s 
policy on homosexuals differs 
significantly from the mili¬ 
tary. In general, if an employ¬ 
ee is homosexual and ac¬ 
knowledges it freely, he or 


she is continued in CIA em¬ 
ployment, according to 
sources. To conceal or be less 
than honest about homosexu¬ 
al orientation is considered 
grounds for firing — if discov¬ 
ered. 

In contrast, under Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton’s “don’t ask, 
don’t tell, don’t pursue” poli¬ 
cy, a member of the military 
service is not expected to dis¬ 
close his or her sexual orien¬ 
tation. 

The military policy is in 
limbo while the administra¬ 
tion appeals the decision of a 
federal judge in California, 
who ruled that the military’s 
ban on avowed homosexuals 
is unconstitutional. ▼ 


Sacto Addresses

Sacramento has been hit 
by a series of suspected hate 
crimes, including the fire¬ 
bombing of Councilman Jim¬ 
mie Yee’s home last week. 

A previously unknown 
white supremacist group call¬ 
ing itself the “Aryan Libera¬ 
tion Front” has claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the attacks. T

Cyclosporine/Prednisone: 

A (Very) Critical Examination

Dr. Therial Bynum came 
to town late last week pro¬ 
moting his controversial Cy¬ 
closporine/Prednisone AIDS 
treatment and looking for 20 
willing participants. Bynum 
has not yet received FDA ap¬ 
proval to set-up a clinical trial 
to test Cyclosporine/Pred¬ 
nisone treatment for AIDS. 

The Bay Area Reporter 
had an opportunity to listen 
to Bynum, to evaluate some 
of his claims, and to take a 
closer look at the pros and 
cons of his treatment, and 
was surprised that he did not 
attempt to prop up his claims 
with hard scientific evidence 
by using charts, graphs, or 
any sort of slide presentation 
while speaking at the two- 
hour seminar and discussion. 

Instead, the evidence and 
case studies to support his 
claims — however incomplete 
— were made available to all 
curious individuals at a local 
photocopy center. 

Briefly, Bynum proposes 
to treat HIV-positive individ¬ 
uals with very high doses of 
cyclosporine and prednisone 
for six months, in order to 
cleanse the body of HIV-in¬ 
fected T-cells. Both Cy¬ 
closporine, a drug used to 
fight organ transplant rejec¬ 
tion, and Prednisone, a corti¬ 
costeroid, make T-helper cells 
(CD4 cells) quiescent and un¬ 
responsive to immunological 
challenge. 

CD4 cell activation is 
thought to stimulate HIV 
replication. Both drugs are 
used because they block dif¬ 
ferent independent pathways 
to CD4 cell activation and T- 
cell growth factor (interleukin 
2) biosynthesis. The average 
lifespan of a CD4 cell is be¬ 
tween 100 and 300 days. 
Bynum’s treatment protocol 
essentially forces the CD4 
cells to remain in an inactive 
state until they die, thereby 
eliminating HIV-infected cells 
without triggering virus repli¬ 
cation. 

Subsequent to a six month 
Cyclosporine/Prednisone 
treatment regimen, CD4 cells, 
presumably uninfected, are 


replenished with thymosin, a 
thymus gland hormone and 
growth factor. 

If Dr. Bynum’s logic were 
correct, it could be assumed 
that HIV-positive organ trans¬ 
plant recipients taking Cy¬ 
closporine and Prednisone 
would remain asymptomatic 
and never develop AIDS. 
This is not true. In data pre¬ 
sented at the ninth Interna¬ 
tional Conference on AIDS in 
Berlin this summer [A. 
Schwarz and others, Poster 
2145] and published earlier 
this year [Anke Schwarz and 
others, Transplantation 55:95- 
103(1993)] researchers present¬ 
ed a compilation of data on 53 
organ transplant recipients 
who were transfused with 
HIV-contaminated blood dur¬ 
ing or after the surgical trans¬ 
plant procedure. Transplant 
recipients who took Cy¬ 
closporine and Prednisone to 
prevent organ transplant re¬ 
jection progressed from an 
HIV-positive asymptomatic 
state to full blown AIDS at 
about the same rate as indi¬ 
viduals infected with HIV 
through sexual intercourse or 
intravenous drug use and not 
taking these drugs. 

Bynum has made two 
spectacular claims about his 
therapeutic approach. One is 
that he completely eliminated 
HIV from the blood of seven 
of eight individuals, as mea¬ 
sured by polymerase chain re¬ 
action (PCR) analysis. Unlike 
the Western blot, which de¬ 
tects antibodies against the 
HIV virus rather than the 
HIV virus itself, the ultrasen¬ 
sitive PCR technique is a real 
time probe for HIV’s DNA or 
RNA. The other claim he 
makes is that the CD4 count 
can and does go down to zero 
during the course of Cy¬ 
closporine/Prednisone thera¬ 
py. Both claims are subject to 
dispute. 

In order to prove that the 
HIV virus has been eliminat¬ 
ed from the blood, Bynum 
must first prove that the viral 
DNA and RNA can be detect¬ 
ed by PCR before treatment 
is initiated using the same 
laboratory parameters. This is 
not a trivial issue. In an arti¬ 


cle published by Anthony 
Fauci and other investigators 
at the NIH this spring, it was 
demonstrated that under con¬ 
ditions where HIV replication 
is easily detectable by PCR in 
unfractionated lymph node 
cells, it is barely detectable or 
not at all detectable in unfrac¬ 
tionated peripheral blood 
cells. In individuals defined as 
having early or intermediate 
stage AIDS, HIV virus 
mRNA could easily be detect¬ 
ed in 10,000 unfractionated 
lymph node cells, but not in 
10,000 peripheral blood un¬ 
fractionated cells. It was nec¬ 
essary to sample 100,000 pe¬ 
ripheral blood cells before 
HIV mRNA and DNA could 
be detected [G. Pantaleo and 
others, Nature 325: 355-358]. 

This reporter maintains 
that the diagnostic company 
Bynum contracted to perform 
the PCR analysis used an in¬ 
adequate number of peripher¬ 
al blood cells in the post-treat¬ 
ment analysis, thereby giving 
a false negative result. When 
the B.A.R. discussed this is¬ 
sue with him at the seminar, 
he indicated that he was un¬ 
certain what the assay condi¬ 
tions were. 

Although Bynum main¬ 
tains that the CD4 count 
could drop to zero during the 
course of Cyclosporine/Pred¬ 
nisone treatment, the case 
studies provided (on only 
three of the eight individuals 
treated) did not substantiate 
this claim, nor did they come 
close to substantiating this 
claim. It seems improbable 
that every cell harboring the 
HIV virus would die and 
cause the virus to be metabo¬ 
lized during the six month 
treatment. 

During the seminar, 
Bynum side-stepped the issue 
of serious side effects caused 
by Cyclosporine/Prednisone 
therapy. Kidney toxicity, liver 
dysfunction, and hypertension 
are among the potential side 
effects. A liver transplant re¬ 
cipient in the audience at¬ 
tributed his good health to 
the 19 pills per day he takes 
to offset the deleterious side 
effects of ongoing Cyclospor¬ 
ine/Prednisone therapy. T

now test negative for HIV by 
polymerase chain reaction 
(PCR); three are now under¬ 
going treatment; and one died 
within days of beginning ther¬ 
apy. Bynum said the patient 
who died was in stages of 
AIDS too advanced to benefit 
from his therapy. 

The patients who have 
fared best under the treat¬ 
ment were “least infected’’ 
with HIV, Bynum said. Most 
of his patients were in the 
earliest stages of HIV infec¬ 
tion. 

People attending Bynum’s 
presentation raised concerns 
about different aspects of his 
therapy. 

One point of contention 
concerned other body tissues, 
including lymph nodes, which 
may harbor HIV even if the 


virus can be purged from all 
blood cells. 

Bynum said it was “not 
possible” that his eight pa¬ 
tients who now test negative 
by PCR might have HIV in 
other body tissues. He said he 
was certain they did not have 
any of the virus in their bod¬ 
ies although he has not done 
biopsies to check for HIV in 
tissue or organs. 

“I do not consider it rea¬ 
sonable to do biopsies to see 
if HIV is present. To me, 
that’s going too far,” Bynum 
said. “If I see a patient who 
has taken the protocol and 
who is healthy, HIV-negative 
by PCR, I feel - if I find 
they’ve relapsed back into 
positive I’ll start therapy 
again.” 

Another issue raised at 
Bynum’s forum concerned the 
severity of side effects of Cy¬ 
closporine and Prednisone. A 
liver transplant recipient in 
the audience said he takes 19 
pills each day to counteract 
the effects of Prednisone and 
Cyclosporine. 


Some side effects of the 
drugs include weight gain, 
hair growth, and acne. 

Cyclosporine has also 
caused kidney damage and 
hypertension in some people, 
according to the American 
Medical Association Encyclo¬ 
pedia of Medicine. Cy¬ 
closporine also can cause 
swelling of the gums and in¬ 
creases susceptibility to infec¬ 
tion, according to the AMA. 

“Cyclosporine and Pred¬ 
nisone are dangerous, but 
what can I tell you about 
AZT?” Bynum asked. “People 
are afraid of Prednisone but 
they use it like candy for asth¬ 
ma. There are people all over 
the world who have taken Cy¬ 
closporine and Prednisone for 
ten years. That should tell us 
something.” 

Bynum will hold another 
town meeting about his treat¬ 
ment in January. People inter¬

Quan Yin Studies Acupuncture's 
Effect on Hepatitis and HIV Disease

Toward the end of China’s 
Manchu Dynasty, around the 
time of America’s Civil War, 
westerners arrived in the 
“Middle Kingdom” to intro¬ 
duce many inventions and 
strange customs. Besides 
steam engines, Gatling-guns, 
harpsichord music, and tight 
collar shirts, they also intro¬ 
duced their medicines. “Sure¬ 
ly, there is nothing these hea¬ 
thens can teach us,” bragged a 
western politician. 

Among their medicines, 
European doctors exhibited 
their chemical “wonders” that 
lessen arthritic pain. But, the 
Chinese observed, those 
drugs left most of its users 
lethargic. Others vomited. 

Shortly thereafter, a Chi¬ 
nese man introduced the occi¬ 
dental experts to acupunc¬ 
ture. Although some doctors 
thought it “satanic,” several 
western doctors allowed this 
“witch” to have his demon¬ 
stration. After the Chinese 
doctor stuck fine needles into 
precisely-located points on the 
arthritis sufferer’s body, the 
doctors marvelled to see the 
patient moved his limbs with¬ 
out wincing in pain. Then a 
Caucasian physician with 
arthritis asked the indigenous 
doctor to try acupuncture on 
him. It worked. 

Making the body strong 

Today, western medicine 
aims still pumps ill people 
full of drugs. In the case of 
people with HIV and AIDS, 
the pills that are aimed at 
killing the virus usually in¬ 
duce severe side effects. 
Those who take AZT, ddQ 
and ddl often find the 
medicines can turn the legs 
and feet numb, or cause se¬ 
vere weight loss and diarrhea. 

The philosophy behind 
Chinese medicine flows in the 
opposite direction: in the case 
of AIDS, the emphasis is not 
on introducing something into 
the body to attack the virus, 
but on making the body 
stronger so it can fight the 
virus on its own. 

“Western medicines might 
take away the pain briefly, 
but they damage the liver, 
kidneys, and other internal or¬ 
gans,” says Mark Denzin, a 
San Francisco-based licensed 
Acupuncturist Physician of 
Chinese medicine. “We use 
acupuncture to build the pa¬ 
tient’s strength.” 

Referring to the toxicity of 
FDA-approved AIDS treat¬ 
ments, Denzin lamented the 
single-minded anti-viral ap¬ 
proach taken by many west¬ 
ern physicians. “If you’re go¬ 
ing to kill the virus,” he says, 
“you’re going to kill the pa¬ 
tient.” 

Acupuncture, according to 
its enthusiasts, gives the body 
a chance to defend itself 
against HIV by making the 
blood system stronger. It can 
reportedly increase and stabi¬ 
lize T-cell counts and ratios, 
showing increased activity of 
the cells in your body that 
search for infections and de¬ 
stroy them. Documented cas¬ 
es exist in which acupuncture 


has reduced problems arising 
from imbalances and failure 
of internal organs such as the 
liver and digestive system. 
Both problems are common 
among PWAs. 

Chinese medicine has 
helped patients live with 
AIDS as a “chronic manage¬ 
able disease.” In fact, many 
long-term survivors have used 
Chinese medicine to improve 
the quality of their lives, say¬ 
ing it helps in many specific 
ways. 

Actual cases: 

•Wasting Syndrome: 
Many patients, after taking 
Chinese medicine (acupunc¬ 
ture and herbs) on to three 
times a week, have gained 
back considerable weight. 

Patient recuperation 
varies. For some it takes 
weeks; for others months, or 
even years. 


•Neuropathy: Patients 
with painful neuropathy can’t 
walk because of pain. The 
Chinese medicine (acupunc¬ 
ture and herbs) reduced pain 
considerably so they could 
walk. Again, recuperation 
varies among patients. 

•Chronic diarrhea: 
Acupuncture and herbs can 
often control chronic diarrhea 
when western medication can 
offer no help. 

•Fevers: Chinese medi¬ 
cine can be helpful for the fre¬ 
quent fevers experienced by 
AIDS & HIV patients with¬ 
out the harmful side effects of 
western anti-fever medica¬ 
tions. 

•Chronic Infections: Chi¬ 
nese medicine can help the 
body fight sinus, urinary, and 
other long-term infections, 
both viral and bacterial, by 
strengthening the body’s nat¬ 
ural ability to fight disease. 

•Terminal patients: Late- 
stage patients can be made to 
feel more comfortable while 
dying. 

For example, it can help 
them sleep much better. 

•K.S.: Chinese medicine 
will not remove Kaposi Sar¬ 
coma lesions, but acupuncture 
can take away a lot of the 
pain that arises from it. 
Acupuncture and herbs can 
also help to control the fre¬ 
quency and severity. 

Is it painful? 

Today, now that most peo¬ 
ple know better than to think 
acupuncture is “satanic,” 
many still fear it might be 
painful. Those who undergo 
the procedure say it is not. 

The needles used are bare¬ 
ly thicker than a human hair. 
Most patients feel a slight 
pricking sensation as the nee¬ 
dle passes through the skin, 
but once inserted, the patients 
feel only a mild warmth 
around the treated area — if 
anything at all. Modern accu- 
puncturists use disposable 
needles for hygienic rea¬ 
sons. ▼

A controlled study of the 
efficacy of acupuncture as a 
treatment for Hepatitis B and 
C in people with HIV infec¬ 
tion is underway at Quan Yin 
Healing Arts Center. 

The study is funded by 
The Thomas O’Connor Fund, 
according to acupuncturist 
Misha Cohen, O.M.D., and in¬ 
volves two weekly treatments 
for 16 weeks. 

O’Connor is the late author 
of Living With AIDS, and a 
founder of the Buyer’s Club 
and the Healing Alternatives 
Foundation, who left a be¬ 
quest to encourage such re¬ 
search. 

“There are going to be 
three different groups: one 
will be a control group who 
will not receive treatment, 
and the two other groups will 
receive different acupuncture 
treatments. The overall goal 
is to see whether acupuncture 
is effective,” Cohen told the 
JBay Area Reporter. 

In addition to having HIV, 
patients enrolled in the study 
must have a diagnosis of Hep¬ 
atitis B or C from a physician, 
and must not be receiving 
any kind of treatment for the 
liver disease such as interfer¬ 
on. 

Hepatitis B is endemic in 
the gay community and be¬ 
fore the advent of AIDS was 
the most prevalent viral infec¬ 
tion in the gay community. 


Life-threatening conditions 

“Ten percent of people 
who get chronic hepatitis B 
go on to die from liver dis¬ 
eases such as cirrhosis,” Co¬ 
hen said. “Hepatitis C is 
chronic in 50 percent of cases 
and there is a higher percent¬ 
age of life-threatening condi¬ 
tions.” 

Cohen said that research in 
to Hepatitis C—once absurdly 
named “Hepatitis Non-A, 
Non-B” — is important be¬ 
cause the disease is on the 
rise, and the modes of trans¬ 
mission are not completely 
clear. 

“Fifty percent of people 


with Hepatitis C have no 
known risk factors or un¬ 
known risk factors,” she said. 

With more than 200 mil¬ 
lion cases of Hepatitis B in 
China, Chinese medical theo¬ 
ry and practice have devel¬ 
oped “a lot of treatments” for 
the condition, including the 
use of herbs to clear the liver 
of the viral infection, accord¬ 
ing to Cohen. 

Participants will receive 
free blood laboratory work at 
the beginning and the end of 
the study.

Chuck was born in Lansing, 
Michigan, completed his Bachelors 
Degree at Divine Word College in Ep- 
worth, Iowa, and settled in Dubuque, 
Iowa, working for KDUB-TV. He was 
recognized as a capable, ambitious 
young engineer. When KDUB failed, he 
was instrumental in reviving and 
establishing it as a viable station, and 
in 1976 he became the youngest general 
manager of an ABC affiliate. He was 
known for his innovations, such as 
pioneering the use of super 8 film in 
television news broadcasting, for his 
management skills, and for his tireless 
dedication. He was an active member 
of the Society for Motion Picture and 
Television engineering. 

In 1985 Chuck and his partner, 
Richard Wright, who died in October, 
1990, moved to San Francisco from 
Dubuque and founded M.E.N. They 
produced more than 60 shows in eight 
years of business. Their video footage 
was used by ABC, NBQ CNN, and 
Tokyo Broadcasting. Taped footage they 
shot of Dr. Tom Waddell and the Gay 
Games II was used in the Academy 
Award-winning Common Threads. 

In founding M.E.N., Chuck and 
Richard wanted to show the gay com¬ 
munity what was happening by recor¬ 
ding important events in gay life. They 
wanted to provide “a window on their 
world,” to produce videos and structure 
a network of bars in which to show 
them. They also sold videos from their 
inventory of gay events to gay people 
around the world. Their vision was “to 
see the gay community remembered 
for something other than its adult 
videos.” They left a legacy to the men 
and women of the gay community. 

Chuck died of AIDS-related com¬ 
plications after a long and exhausting 
battle against the disease. He tried to 
learn everything he could about it, and 
participated in several studies, in¬ 
cluding some conducted at the National 
Institutes for Health. He was interview¬ 
ed in May by CNN about the effects 




AIDS has had on his life and the price 
it has exacted. This later aired on CNN. 

Memorial services will be held in 
Chicago and San Francisco, hosted by 
his best friends, Tom and Mary Tebbe 
from Northbrook, Illinois.

Illinois Hate Crime 
Law Survives Challenge

CHICAGO - A Cook 
County judge says Illinois’s 
hate-crimes statute is constitu- 
tional. 

Judge Michael B. Getty is¬ 
sued the decision Friday, 
September 17, in a battery 
case involving a North Side 
man accused of beating up 
another man who is gay. At¬ 
torneys said the suspect called 
the victim a number of names 


that made it clear why the 
beating was being delivered. 

Assistant Public Defender 
Bill Gallagher argued that the 
hate-crimes law is vague and 
punishes speech, thought and 
opinion. Getty ruled, howev¬ 
er, that the statute is clear, 
saying a hate crime “can be 
committed only where the de¬ 
fendant’s specific intent to 
commit the offense” can be 
proven. ▼ 


Alleged Teen-Molesting GOP 
Bigwig Allegedly Hires Hitman

NEW YORK - A New 
York City attorney has been 
arrested and charged with 
hiring a hit man to kill a per¬ 
son he claimed was involved 
in accusing him of molesting 
teenage members of the 
Young Republican Club, it 
was announced Tuesday, Oc¬ 
tober 5. 

U.S. Attorney Mary Jo 
White reported the arrest 
Monday of Thomas Robert 
Stevens, 39, of Queens, whom 
she identified as president of 
the New York State Young 
Republican Club, headquar¬ 
tered in the borough. 

Stevens was scheduled for 
arraignment before federal 
Judge Naomi Buchwald. 

A complaint issued against 


Stevens charged him with hir¬ 
ing an unidentified individual 
to commit a murder. 

According to White, 
Stevens met with a confiden¬ 
tial informant September 22 
and arranged for the murder 
of an individual between Oc¬ 
tober 6 and October 19 while 
the defendant was away in 
Florida. This meeting with 
Stevens as well as subsequent 
meetings were tape recorded 
by the informant, White said. 

Killing is "morally right" 

The complaint further 
charges that Stevens told the 
informant the intended victim 
had a civil lawsuit pending 
against Stevens and was help¬ 
ing another person who had 
alleged that Stevens had sex¬ 
ually molested teenage mem¬ 


bers of the Young Republican 
Club. 

Stevens told the informant 
“People have to be fright¬ 
ened” and have to realize they 
had “better not fuck with my 
life and reputation anymore,” 
according to the complaint, 
which said Stevens explained 
that “taking care of this situa¬ 
tion was morally right.” 

In return for the murder, 
Stevens offered to help the in¬ 
formant launder money 
through the Young Republi¬ 
can Club’s bank accounts, 
White said. 

Stevens told the informant 
that he was an attorney, and 
that he was under considera¬ 
tion for a position as an ad¬ 
ministrative law judge with 
the city Parking Violations 
Bureau, White added. ▼

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Databank Compilers and Computer Listmakers Say: 

Congratulations, You're Outed

“These are the days of 
lasers in the jungle/Lasers in 
the jungle somewhere./Stacca- 
to signals of constant infor- 
mationJA loose affiliation/Of 
millionaires/And billion- 
aires/And baby...”

Nothing is secret anymore: 
sensationalized outings are al¬ 
most redundant nowadays — 
because most gays have prob¬ 
ably been outed by a comput¬ 
er already. 

Computers are outing gays 
daily, for about a dime apiece, 
usually, to create databases 
and mailing lists that can eas¬ 
ily be appended with various 
kinds of personal information. 

A wealth of information is 
generated and made available 
to virtually anyone willing to 
pay the going price: $60 to 
$100 per thousand names. 
Computer database informa¬ 
tion about gays and lesbians 
carries inherent risks, not the 
least of which concerns the 
loss of personal privacy. 

Only an honor-system and 
presumed trustworthiness 
among database and list own¬ 
ers, list brokers, and list man¬ 
agement companies prevents 
the transfer of information 
about gays into unfriendly 
hands. 

The largest known 
database of gays, called the 
Community Masterfile, is 
managed by Straub Media 
Group, a marketing and 
database service agency based 
in New York. It contains in¬ 
formation on approximately 
one million gays from multi¬ 
ple sources. 

The practice of renting 
lists of gays is hardly limited 
to people who subscribe to 
magazines or shop by mail. 
The names of 100,000 respon¬ 
dents to personals ads from 
15 different California publi¬ 
cations can be obtained 
through Name Finders Lists 
Inc., based in San Francisco. 

Listing Advocate men 

Many companies manage 
gay databases and rent lists 
on behalf of the database 
owners. For example, Los 
Angeles based Fasano & As¬ 
sociates rents information 
culled from the Liberation 
Publications database that it 
manages, which identifies 
218,000 subscribers of the Ad¬ 
vocate, Advocate Men, and 
Fresh Men, plus people 
who’ve used personals ads. 
Fasano also handles list 
rentals for International Male, 
Undergear, and the H.I.M. 
catalogs. 


No one who calls an 800 
number or 900 dial-it service 
is immune from snoopers. 
Anybody who ever uses a 
credit card to purchase prod¬ 
ucts or services identifiable as 
gay-related cannot expect to 
keep their sexual orientation 
secret. 

Telephone companies com¬ 
pile information every time 
an 800, 900 or 976 telephone 
number is called, which iden¬ 
tifies the phone that was used 
to make the call. The caller’s 
phone number becomes the 
property of whoever receives 
the call. 

The telephone numbers of 
callers can be matched with 
list and database information 
from a mind-boggling variety 
of commercially available 
public and private records. In 
so doing, it is possible to cre¬ 
ate demographic and behavo- 
rial profiles of individuals and 
to lump them together with 
similar people. The technical 
jargon for this is geo-demo¬ 
graphic segmentation. 

Can you trust your ATM? 

Other sources of names in¬ 
clude ATM card and credit 
card transactions, tracked 
through electronic cash regis¬ 
ters and by mail order compa¬ 
nies. (That’s why if you buy a 
new CD-player you’ll soon 
start receiving offers from 
music clubs.) The same 
principle applies if you buy 
anything that can be associat¬ 
ed with gays: You’re likely to 
be identified on gay mailing 
lists or computer databases. 

Another source of gay 
names are videocassette 
movie rental transactions. 
Federal law prohibits compa¬ 
nies from releasing the titles 
of individual videos rented, 
but there are no rules pre¬ 
venting them from sharing re¬ 
sults of broad subject surveys 
— such as who rents “gay.” 

Another rentable source of 
names come from advance 
ticket sales for events such as 
gay rodeos and women’s mu¬ 
sic festivals. Lists of ticket 
buyers for events with pre¬ 
dominately gay audiences are 
available through such com¬ 
panies as Bass-Ticketmaster, 
list managers, and list bro¬ 
kers. 

The Advocate magazine 
recently provided the names 
of people who attended its 
25th anniversary party to 
Braun of California Inc., 
which publishes the H.I.M. 
catalog to use as a mailing 
list. 

Almost every imaginable 
method is used to encourage 
people to provide their names 
and addresses, ranging from 
sweepstakes contests to 


nightclub mailing lists. Many 
lists compiled this way find 
their way on to gay databases. 

The potential for abuse ex¬ 
ists and one can only hope 
that databases and lists of 
gays are used mainly for legit¬ 
imate marketing purposes, 
just as such information is 
routinely used for main¬ 
stream marketing research. 
Unfortunately, there are no 
foolproof safeguards to pre¬ 
vent abuse and unauthorized 
transfers of information about 
gays either. 

Also, any damage done to 
gays and lesbians by misuse 
of information would be diffi¬ 
cult to identify, because such 
activities usually involves pro¬ 
prietary databases. So there’s 
a good chance it will remain 
undetected. 

Some misdeeds involving 
gays and insurance companies 
are occurring, though. One 
example involves the practice 
of redlining gays and gay 
neighborhoods by the insur¬ 
ance industry, which was re¬ 
ported earlier this year by 
State Insurance Commission¬ 
er John Garamendi. 

Although redlining is hard¬ 
ly a new practice, it does 
seem more palatable when 
it’s described as “targeted 
marketing,” which is usually 
how such matters are handled 
by companies. Segmenting 
and targeting markets to sell 
products or services isn’t ille¬ 
gal, unlike redlining, which is. 

No hairdressers or florists 

The Bay Area Reporter 
has learned that a New York- 
based insurance company be¬ 
gan compiling the names of 
florists and hairdressers at the 
onset of the AIDS epidemic — 
to screen out applications 
from suspected gays! A closet¬ 
ed computer programmer 
forced into the project said 
many high level executives 
really believe that most gays 
are employed in those two 
professions. 

The same insurance com¬ 
pany simultaneously institut¬ 
ed a phony non-discrimina¬ 
tion policy towards gays, to 
protect itself legally. If the 
company were to be caught 
redlining against gays, its 
lawyers could say such prac¬ 
tices were never authorized, 
and wave copies of its “offi¬ 
cial” policy to counter any 
negative publicity. Or the “er¬ 
ror” might be blamed on the 
computer that was used to 
compile the names. Mean¬ 
while, that computer will 
probably continue to churn 
out its staccato signals of con¬ 
stant information. Possibly 
about you. ▼

CDs cost thousands of dollars 
to produce, and even a few 
hundred copies of a 45” single 
cost at least $500 to manufac¬ 
ture? “I don’t personally have 
a lot of money,” Matt says, 
but he’s able to swing most of 
it through loans from friends 
(now paid back), some help 
from Revolver, and by what 
he calls “credit card financ¬ 
ing.” 

As we begin to talk about 
the business side of his en¬ 
deavors, Matt is emphatic 
that he’s not in it for the mon¬ 


ey. Although making money 
at some point may not be 
bad, Matt says, what does 
drive him is the thought of 
reaching alienated queer 
youth, especially those with¬ 
out the privilege of living 
somewhere like San Francis¬ 
co. 

“I have a unique opportuni¬ 
ty to make role models for 
people,” Matt says, something 
he didn’t have many of when 
he was a queer teenager. And 
even though he himself 
doesn’t often listen to the 
bands he presses (“my musi¬ 
cal fix needs to be satisfied 
elsewhere,” he says) he knows 
getting the word out about 
queer music means lots more 


opportunities down the road 
for other openly queer bands 
to form. 

After all our talk about ag¬ 
ing and ageism within the 
queer community, I’m a bit 
surprised when Matt tells me 
of his attraction to older men. 
“They help me realize my life 
is going to stay cool,” he says. 
Although Matt still looks like 
a well scrubbed queer punk 
poster boy, I do wonder aloud 
if he finds, as I do, that get¬ 
ting older means he’s mellow¬ 
ing out. “No way,” he says, 
blue eyes piercing mine, lips 
turning upward in a slight 
half smile. “I just get more 
and more agitated all the 
time.”V

A recent report on Chi¬ 
nese food released by 
the consumer group 
Center for Science in 
the Public Interest has seri¬ 
ously hurt business at Chi¬ 
nese restaurants across the 
United States. The study 
found that although “tradi¬ 
tional” Chinese food deserves 
its reputation as a lowfat — 
and therefore “healthy” — diet, 
its Western variation is just as 
fatty as everything else served 
in the American marketplace. 

Although this news sent 
AIDS-wasted calorie packers 
like me sprinting for our local 
dim sum parlors, most 
“health conscious” consumers 
responded by shying away 
from the cuisine they once 
loved. “Since reading that 
Szechuan Shrimp, one of his 
favorite dishes, contained 19 
grams of fat, about as much 
as a McDonald’s Quarter 
Pounder, Michael Sims has 
cut back from his usual order¬ 
ing two or three times a week 
from the Hunan Royal Chi¬ 
nese Restaurant in Greenwich 
Village,” the New York Times 
reported last week. 

The fickleness of this man 
Sims disturbs me. For years 
he consumes the Szechuan 
Shrimp several times a week; 
obviously, this food is a main-

stay of his diet, and presum¬ 
ably he was thriving on it un¬ 
til he read that report. Now 
he won’t touch it, because he 
pays more heed to the latest 
consumer fad than he does to 
his own stomach. For some 
reason I doubt he replaced 
the Shrimp with cottage 
cheese and celery. Most likely 
he’s just chugging down that 
much more McFood. 

The majority of people eat 
whatever food presents itself 
most conveniently, to the 
great profit of the giant junk 
food franchises. Some at¬ 
tempt to edit their diet for 
health or cosmetic reasons, 
and they almost always turn 
to books and programs for ad¬ 
vice rather than to the 
promptings of their own di¬ 
gestive tracts. Only a few peo¬ 
ple in this country seriously 
take on the task of discover¬ 
ing what foods their body 
craves, and set about satiating 
these natural desires. 

Genuine porkers 

The same issue of the 
Times featuring the fickle Mr. 
Sims and his ilk also had an ar¬ 
ticle titled “How Can You 
Stay On Your Diet With Him 
Around?” Apparently, not 
only do Americans not know 
what they want to eat, they 
also can’t figure out how 
much they should weigh 
without consulting experts 
and family members. The 
eyecatching statistic in this 
piece was research suggesting 
that “70 percent of dieting 
women had difficulty eliciting 
support from their mates, as 
opposed to five percent of the 
male patients.” 

Men were found indifferent 
to or, at worst, saboteurs of 
their wives’ diets although the 
women invariably supported 
their husbands’ weight loss 
plans with the utmost vigor. 
While Mrs. Average is busy 
reducing the grams of fat in 
her hubby’s lunch box, Mr. 
Average is picking up a double 


chocolate layer cake to 
“reward” his wife after a hard 
day. If she manages to lose a 
few pounds anyway he may 
escalate. “For instance, I’d put 
lemon and spices on the fish I 
was going to cook for dinner, 
turn my back for a moment, 
and he’d be pouring olive oil all 
over the fish,” lamented Lynne 
T., an Anonymous Overeater. 

Good Goddess, woman, it 
was just olive oil, not arsenic! 
The stuffs polyunsaturated; 
studies show that it tends to 
reduce the body’s cholesterol 
levels. “Lemon and spices” 
my ass (or lack thereof): it’s 
fat that carries flavor and I 
quail at the thought of the 
dinners produced by such a 
puritan frame of mind. No 
doubt they begin with un¬ 
dressed salad, continue with 
boiled fish and steamed veg¬ 
etables devoid of any butter, 
and conclude with some nice 
healthy fruit. I’ll bet Lynne’s 
sexual repertoire is just as ex¬ 
citing, and that this marriage 
is going to need more than 
some olive oil to rescue it. 

Psychological sabotage 
aside, I think the gender dis¬ 
parity in diet support may 
have a simple source. Most of 
those men are probably gen¬ 
uine porkers, seriously over¬ 
weight trenchermen waddling 
their way to lethal obesity 
and subsequent heart attacks. 
Their wives, in contrast, 
aren’t really overweight at all 
but rather so bombarded by 
misogynist propaganda that 
they feel compelled to go 
through the motions of “diet¬ 
ing.” Overall the women 
strongly support their hus¬ 
bands’ obvious and objective 
medical need to cut fat while 
the men largely ignore their 
wives’ ambivalent efforts to 
meet some unreachable stan¬ 
dard. 

Eat it raw? 

To an advanced HIVer like 
me, 30 percent under my nor¬ 
mal (or “premorbid”) weight, 
the above debates seem surre- 
alistically absurd. Daily we 
battle to absorb enough calo¬ 
ries, handicapped by our dis¬ 
ordered metabolisms, quirky 
digestive systems, and bizarre 
and ever-changing “taste per¬ 
versions” induced by our HIV 
treatments. PWAs are notori¬ 
ous for finicky and inconsis¬ 
tent appetites. Many a care¬ 
giver has labored to find a 
bulk supply of some obscure 
foodstuff, only to have their 
partner reject it as yesterday’s 
favorite, henceforth unpalat¬ 
able. 

HIVers, no less than wom¬ 
en, are daily bombarded with 
advice on nutrition. There is a 
remarkable lack of consensus 
on the topic of what people 
with AIDS should eat. On 
one day I read two well-rea¬ 
soned, carefully argued and 
impressively footnoted arti¬ 
cles: the first declared that 
HIVers must eat only raw 
foods (to avoid the loss of nu¬ 
tritive value caused by cook¬ 
ing), while the second insisted 
that we never eat raw foods 
(which are crawling with 
deadly microbes). 

Confronted by such polar 
opposites, I decided that the 
only prudent response was to 
steer a middle course; I there¬ 
fore eat some raw and some 
cooked foods. 

Overall I think it best for 
everyone, male or female, 
HIVer or not, to follow their 
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dietary instincts wherever 
possible. For me this means a 
high-fat and well-larded diet, 
with occasional binges when 
something just happens to hit 
the palate right. I recall a 
wonderful tray of baked oys¬ 
ters I hogged at a classy 
AIDS benefit. I’d recently 
conceded that it was danger¬ 
ous for an HIVer to eat raw 
oysters and was feeling shell¬ 
fish deprived, and this appe¬ 
tizer was, at that point in 
time, irresistible to me. I sent 
out powerful mental telepa¬ 
thy to those who approached 
my favored treat warning 


them off with surprising suc¬ 
cess (perhaps the evil-eyed 
scowl I gave the insensitive 
helped). I felt a little guilty as 
I wolfed the last ones but it 
soon faded. Others merely de¬ 
sired those oysters; I needed 
them. 


So I say: eat the darned 
Szechuan Shrimp, oil that 
lemon-spiced fish, grab those 
divine oysters! Leave the fad 
diets to the pundits who push 
them. The Clinton heath plan, 
if it ever flies, will reputedly 
cover “nutritional counseling,” 


as if the people starving on 
the streets are doing so from 
a lack of advice instead of a 
lack of food. About a third of 
the country is dangerously 
obese and another third are 
barely avoiding starvation; 
makes you wonder if the gen¬ 
eral solution isn’t social rather 
than medical. 


This is one of the lessons 
HIV has to teach the world: 
whether you’re considering 
food or drugs, Science can 
only get you so far; after that 
you have to rely on Instinct. ▼

Romania Installs AIDS Hotline

BUCHAREST - On Mon¬ 
day, October 5, the Romanian 
Anti-AIDS Association (RAAS) 
introduced a telephone line 
offering information and ad¬ 
vice about AIDS as a part of 
an educational program. 

“It is very important for 
everyone to call us and ask 
about AIDS-related prob¬ 
lems,” said RAAS secretary 
Maria Georgescu, “particular¬ 
ly as people are usually shy 
about such matters.” 

A 30-person staff of volun¬ 
teers has been trained for 
three months, donating their 
time because of insufficient 
funding. 

“We sincerely hope to sur¬ 


vive at least six months, by 
which time government offi¬ 
cials will hopefully realize the 
benefits of such an initiative,” 
Georgescu said. 

Romania has so far regis¬ 
tered 2,461 cases of AIDS, 
2,301 of which are among 
children. Thus Romania ac¬ 
counts for two-thirds of the 
overall cases of AIDS among 
children recorded in Europe, 
the health ministry said. In 
most cases infection was due 
to the use of untested blood 
and of unsterilized syringes. 

While infection through 
transfusion was under con¬ 
trol, Dr. Ludovic Paun, direc¬ 
tor of the national AIDS pro¬ 
gram, fears the low number 
of adults found HIV-positive 


so far may be growing. 

“160 is just the number we 
have in our records,” Paun 
said. “However, we must be 
prepared to avoid an AIDS 
spreading boom similar to 
that seen in Africa and Asia.” 

A program worth Lei 14 
billion ($14 million) has been 
launched by a national inter¬ 
sectorial commission involv¬ 
ing governmental as well as 
non-governmental bodies, 
doctors and the mass media, 
technically supported by 11 
research institutes. 

A handbook for clinic staff 
and patient protection has al¬ 
ready been issued, while the 
health ministry is expected to 
forward a law on transfusions 
to parliament. Y 


German High Court 
Says No to Gay Marriages

BERLIN — Germany’s 
highest court ruled Wednes¬ 
day, October 13, that homo¬ 
sexual couples have no legal 
right to marry, but called on 
federal lawmakers to consider 
better legal protection for gay 
couples. 

The Federal Constitutional 
Court in Karlsruhe said that 
refusal of state marriage bu¬ 
reaus to allow homosexual 
weddings did not infringe 
against rights of homosexuals 


because the institution of 
marriage in Germany, as an¬ 
chored in the constitution, is 
only open to couples com¬ 
prised of a man and a wom¬ 
an. 

“The question does not re¬ 
quire any clarification,” the 
Court’s ruling said. 

But the Court, in its brief 
three-page ruling, also said 
German lawmakers would 
have to consider whether the 
ban on homosexual weddings 
should be mitigated by new 
laws which would give same- 


sex couples better legal secu¬ 
rity. 

The appeal for homosexu¬ 
al marriages was brought to 
the Constitutional Court by 
Cornelia Scheel, daughter of 
former German president 
Walter Scheel, and Hella von 
Sinnen, a TV entertainer, af¬ 
ter a marriage bureau refused 
to wed the lesbian couple. 

Denmark and Norway are 
the only countries in Europe 
which allow lesbian and gay 
marriages. ▼ 


German Presidential Candidate 
Offendsjews, Women, and Gays 

-But He's Praised byChancellorKohlforhis 'Conserva five Values'

BERLIN (UPI) - Chancel¬ 
lor Helmut Kohl’s candidate 
for the German presidency 
went on the defensive Sun¬ 
day, October 10, after being 
buffeted by criticism from 
members of his own party 
and the Jewish World 
Congress for remarks on 
jews, women, and homosexu¬ 
als. 

“I do not intend to resign 
my candidacy — I see no rea¬ 
son to,” said Steffen Heit- 
mann, justice minister of the 
eastern state of Saxony, who 
was personally selected by 
Kohl as the Christian Demo¬ 
cratic Union’s candidate for 
the ceremonial presidency. 

Heitmann, 49, was backed 
up at the weekend by Chan¬ 
cellor Kohl who called CDU 
party members who criticized 
Heitmann “shabby” and said 
members of the press were 
engaged in a campaign to “de¬ 
molish” the candidate. 

The statements came after 
a week in which Heitmann’s 
bid for the presidency has 
been savaged by opposition 
leaders and a growing num¬ 
ber of members in his own 
CDU party for remarks inter¬ 
preted by some as being anti- 
Semitic, anti-feminist, anti-ho¬ 
mosexual. 

“It is a fact — there are 
many people in the CDU who 
have misgivings about about 
Herr Heitmann,” said Horst 
Eylmann, CDU chairman of 
the German Parliament’s Le¬ 
gal Affairs Committee. 


Adding its voice to the 
growing Heitmann opposition 
was the New York-based 
World Jewish Congress, 
which called on its members 
in 80 countries to protest the 
CDU’s nomination of Heit¬ 
mann as candidate in the race 
for Germany’s head state. 

Jewish opposition to Heit¬ 
mann centers on a newspaper 
interview in which the Chris¬ 
tian Democrat said that Ger¬ 
many’s Nazi past must not be 
allowed to play a special role 
in history to the end of all 
time. 

Latent anti-Semitism 

“Heitmann is making the 
latent anti-Semitism fashion¬ 
able again,” said Ignatz Bubis, 
chairman of the Central 
Council of Jews in Germany. 

Heitmann counters that his 
remarks to the Sueddeutsche 
Zeitung daily were not read 
in the correct context. 

Nevertheless, Bubis said 
he regretted the Jewish World 
Congress intervention in what 
he called “an internal German 
affair.” 

“I would have preferred it 
if the Congress had not com¬ 
mented on this matter,” said 
Bubis, who represents Ger¬ 
many’s 41,000 Jews. 

Other comments by Heit¬ 
mann that women belong in 
the home and that homosexu¬ 
als have to accept discrimina¬ 
tion because they will forever 
remain a minority have also 
drawn sharp criticism. 

Heitmann has also been 
criticized for not having 


played a role in the East Ger¬ 
man opposition. 

“I was no hero,” Heitmann 
has admitted about his years 
as a Protestant church func¬ 
tionary in Communist East 
Germany. 

“In reality, what bothers 
many critics of Heitmann is 
that he has conservative val¬ 
ues,” said Kohl, as he sought 
to defend his candidate at a 
weekend convention of the 
Bavarian Christian Social 
Union party in Munich. 

Whatever it is that bothers 
Germans about Heitmann, his 
standing in opinion polls is at 
rock bottom. 

A recent poll by the Forsa 
Institute showed 61 percent of 
Germans regard Heitmann as 
“unacceptable” for the presi¬ 
dency. 

Only five percent of those 
polled on Heitmann’s home 
turf in the former East Ger¬ 
many believe Heitmann 
would make a good president, 
compared with 11 percent in 
western Germany. 

Germany’s new president 
will be elected next May by a 
special assembly composed of 
the German parliament and 
representatives from the 16 
federal states. 

The Social Democratic 
Party has nominated Jo¬ 
hannes Rau, prime minister 
of the state of North Rhine 
Westphalia, as its candidate. 

The new president will 
succeed Richard von Weiz- 
saecker, who steps down in 
May after ten years as Ger¬ 
many’s head of state. ▼

D uring the October 6 in¬ 
stallment of Melrose 
Place, gay character 
Matt Fielding is invited 
to dinner at the home of a co¬ 
worker. Matt’s colleague is a 
woman and he worries that she 
could have more on her mind 
than just a good meal. Matt tells 
another (heterosexual) friend 
about his apprehension over the 
fact that his dinner date might 
not know he is gay. Matt’s friend 
replies: “How could she not 
know?” 

That’s an especially odd and 
ironic line, given the way Matt’s 
character has been treated on 
Melrose Place. In fact, since 
Matt has never so much as held 
hands with or kissed another 
man, it’s probable that even 
some of the programs viewers 
“don’t know” about Matt! 

During the much-anticipated 
dinner, however, Matt does men¬ 
tion that he is gay. “Why didn’t 
you tell me you were gay?” the 
woman asks. “Why didn’t you 
tell me you were straight?” Matt 
replies. 

Matt’s answer is an important 
reminder to viewers that the 
“heterosexual presumption” is 
both ignorant and unfair. Assum¬ 
ing that people are heterosexual 
is a form of bigotry and, quite 
simply, it is an act of oppression 
— on television as well as in the 
“real world.” Matt’s direct, non- 
apologetic come-back is a wel¬ 
come antidote to that assump¬ 
tion.. 

As always, Melrose Place 
earns a mixed review for this 
episode. To be sure, the pro¬ 
gram’s use of a continuing gay 
character is literally exceptional. 
However, the series has yet to 
fulfill the character’s promise, 
relegating him to a secondary 
status that insults us all. Of 
course, there is still the expecta¬ 
tion that Matt will finally “blos¬ 
som” this season. Continue send¬ 
ing encouragement to Darren 
Star, Executive Producer, Mel¬

Race, Hate, and Videotape 

The National Black News 
Survey (NBNS) is now gathering 
data on “attitudes toward homo¬ 
sexuality within the African- 
American community.” The 
questions being used to poll 
those attitudes are: “1. As you un¬ 
derstand them, do you support 
the goals of the homosexual 
rights movement? 2. Do you 
think homosexuals should be al¬ 
lowed to adopt children? 3. How 
many of your friends are homo¬ 
sexual?” 

Of course, the language of 
such questions is hardly neutral. 
For example, the pollsters could 
have asked about “lesbian and 
gay civil rights” rather than “ho¬ 
mosexual rights.” Also, asking 
“how many of your friends are 
homosexual?” is not at all the 
same thing as asking “how many 
of your friends have felt safe or 
comfortable enough to let you 
know that they are gay or les¬ 
bian?” 

Whatever the results of this 


survey are, they will likely be 
twisted into the service of pathet¬ 
ic bigots who are attempting to 
drive a wedge between the 
African-American and lesbian/ 
gay communities (rendering les¬ 
bian and gay people of color ut¬ 
terly invisible in the process). 
Lou Sheldon’s Traditional Val¬ 
ues Coalition (TVC) has joined in 
this desperate attempt to keep 
homophobia alive. A new video¬ 
tape produced by the TVC, Gay 
Rights, Special Rights, has been 
widely distributed to conserva¬ 
tive African-American ministers 
in an attempt to encourage non¬ 
gay/lesbian people of color to 
fight against civil rights protec¬ 
tions for lesbians and gays. Iron¬ 
ically, of course, Lou Sheldon 
and his TVC have hardly been at 
the forefront in defending civil 
rights for anyone ... anyone but 
wealthy, white, heterosexual 
“Christian” men, that is.

According to Focus 
spokesperson Katy Force, the 
special challenges the “filth that 
is being produced in Hollywood” 
and sends a message that “the 
only safe sex is no sex.” Of 
course, this special promises to 
be nothing but simple-minded 
heterosexist propaganda, a fact¬ 
less rant that denies the true di¬ 
versity and beauty ^of human sex¬ 
uality. 

Programs like this only un¬ 
derscore the urgent need for fair 
and factual television specials 
that affirm the dignity of lesbian, 
gay, and bisexual youth. Drop a 
note to the general manager of 
your favorite local TV station 
and ask for just that sort of pro¬ 
gramming.

Mark Davis Aims for Self-Revelation 

Shooting Gallery

I magine Mark Davis 
packing a pistol. There’s 
something irresistibly 
sexy about that image — 
something that casts the fre¬ 
quently goofy and androgy¬ 
nous queer satirist in a folk 
hero mold that recalls both 
Bonnie and Clyde. But if 
Davis pointed his pistol in my 
direction, I can only imagine 
myself saying, without a 
shred of anxiety, “Why don’t 
we talk about it?” 

Dressed in denim overalls 
that suggest something simul¬ 
taneously self-effacing and 
self-promoting, Davis smokes 
and sips coffee at his small 
kitchen table, explaining the 
basic premise of his new 
show, Faggot With a Gun. 
“It’s the story of me infiltrat¬ 
ing an Oregon Citizens Al¬ 
liance/700 Club-like organiza¬ 
tion — I get my best lesbian 


friend and we go undercover. 
I didn’t want to advocate go¬ 
ing out and shooting people 
or anything, but I made it so, 
essentially, they come after 
me and I’m left with no 
choice. I play all the charac¬ 
ters, including a lesbian sur- 
vivalist I call Anita Ritlin, 
Russ Sheldon Helms, who 
runs the organization, and a 
right wing congressional can¬ 
didate named Helen Steven¬ 
son.” 

Working for the first time 
with director/dramaturge Ger¬ 
ard Koskovich, Davis has 
scripted a departure from the 
familiar stand-up routines that 
have sustained his career for 
the last three years. Faggot 
With a Gun is a little more 
serious, a little closer to home 
than the usual quips he tosses 
off with a fey flick of the 
wrist. 


TV-Bound 

He and comic Scott Ca- 
purro have each taped televi¬ 
sion segments for Evening at 
the Improv, but only Ca- 
purro’s has aired. Davis hears 
the A&E network had some 
trouble with the content of 
Capurro’s show, and he spec¬ 
ulates that his own spot might 
have been killed. “I don’t 
know what’s going to happen. 
But I think an Arsenio or a 
Leno slot is just around the 
corner for some gay male 
comic — hopefully for me.” 

Davis acknowledges chang¬ 
ing his material to accommo¬ 
date a straight audience, but 
“not in a closety way. At 
Josie’s they get every bizarre 
reference in the world, and 
it’s fabulous. They’re not go¬ 
ing to get that in a straight 
crowd. It’s a question of 
changing the material so they

D avid Cronenberg’s 
M. Butterfly is the 
true tale of Bernard 
Boursicot, a French 
diplomatic attache in Beijing 
who cohabited, on-and-off, 
over a period of 17 years with 
a Chinese spy who passed as 
a woman. For the duration of 
their relationship, Mr. Boursi¬ 
cot, who stole government se¬ 
crets for his lover, was appar¬ 
ently unaware that his penis 
was committing frottage with 
a man. Though most laven¬ 
der-identified folk are likely 
to be more shocked by Bour¬ 
sicot’s treason than his myste¬ 
rious lover, this tabloid-like 
shocker seems to have en¬ 
thralled the world. It’s even 
titillated Barbara Walters. 
Why? 

How many gay — or bisex¬ 
ual — men among us have not 
gone home with a chap, who, 
once he got us on his Sealy 
Posturepedic and chained to 
the bedposts, thought he was 
copulating with a hole in the 
ground and not a man? Who 
among us has not been taken 
in by a fellow attired in 
black leather from polished 
toes to uneven sideburns — or 
in full rodeo regalia—only to 
discover our crocheting Aunt 
Sophie in Davenport, Iowa, 
was more of a man? 

This problem has a lot to 
do with Western society’s in¬ 
ability to perform foreplay 
correctly (if at all) — as well as 
the weird notion that we are 


attracted to a person’s sexual¬ 
ity and not the person. We 
seem to need a “man,” or we

need a “woman,” but rarely 
do we appreciate flesh for 
flesh. 

During a screening of this 
one-hour, 41-minute Geffen 
Pictures flick, most of the au¬ 
dience seemed to be mum¬ 
bling, “Thank God, in the 
morning I won’t be here.” By 
the time this leaden affair was 
over, it felt like morning for 
some of us — it was just that 
tedious. 

No Imagination 

On Broadway, David Hen¬ 
ry Hwang’s M. Butterfly was 
a sumptuous, stylized, award¬ 
winning production that sup¬ 
posedly even worked when 
Tony Randall took over the 


lead (as the attache, not the 
drag). 

But don’t expect awards 
here. There’s very little that 
works in David (Dead 
Ringers, Naked Lunch) Cro¬ 
nenberg’s gutless, depoliti- 
cized adaptation. Even in the 
very first shot of the drag-spy 
Song Liling, played by John 
(The Last Emperor) Lone, 
his masculinity can be seen 
from a hundred yards away, 
even though he’s shown 
dressed as the tragic heroine 
in Puccini’s Madame Butter¬ 
fly. The stubble on his upper 
lip protrudes through pan¬ 
cake makeup like a penis in 
pantyhose.

New Queer Cinema's Provocative Fare 

Revealing 'Shorts'

F aced with the task of 
reviewing the six 
films gathered under 
the racy rubric “Boys’ 
Shorts: The New Queer Cine¬ 
ma,” a program of “six gay 
shorts” that plays the Castro 
this week, the critic is hard- 
pressed to find a common 
thread linking film to film. I 
found that no such thread ex¬ 
ists. Each film features an en¬ 
tirely individual take on the 
queerness of gay life, which is 
the very strength of the selec¬ 
tion. The films assembled 
herein, some color, some 
black and white, were pro¬ 
duced in the last three years 
by filmmakers from several 
countries and, consequently, 
cover a wide swath of gay 
life. The ordering of the films 
in this review is the order in 
which they’ll be shown in the 
119-minute program. 

Resonance, a film by the 
Australian director Stephen 
Cummins, transposes the vio¬ 
lence of homophobia into the 
graceful athleticism of dance. 
The plot borders on the ba¬ 
nal: a young man is bashed 
by a bigot and then rescued 
by a martial arts instructor. 
They practice self-defense 
then fall into each other’s 
arms. Meanwhile, the bash¬ 
er’s boorishness is mirrored 
in his strained relations with 
his girlfriend, who finally 
deserts him. It’s a simplistic 
formula: Us (the creative gen¬ 
tle ones) vs. Them (the bash¬ 
ing bores). 

Fortunately Cummins’ use 
of dance complicates this pic¬ 
ture. The boxing match/dance 
between the basher and his 
victim, which at first seems 
like facile wish fulfillment, is 
unexpectedly moving. The 
second dance (among basher, 
girlfriend and queer) enacts a 
reconciliation as wondrous as 
it is utopian. 

Emotional Roller Coaster 

Canadian filmmaker Lau¬ 
rie Lynd’s R.S.V.R is a truly 
lyrical meditation on loss. Us¬ 
ing Jessye Norman’s perfor¬ 
mance of “Le Spectre de la 
Rose” as a sonic anchor, Lynd 
follows the wave of grief as it 
ripples outward from Sid, a 
young man who has just 
buried his lover Andrew, to 
Andrew’s friends and family. 
There’s little dialogue (the 
music enforces silence), but in 


its 23 minutes the film devel¬ 
ops powerful momentum — 
then lightly lets us go. In its 
formal perfection, as in its 
near comic focus upon the 
“ordinariness” of those who 
mourn, R.S.V.P. is an emo¬ 
tional tour de force. 

Marlon Riggs’ Anthem i s 
a technical triumph, but its 
kaleidoscope of images cele¬ 
brating the erotic variety of 
black gay expression is too 
mannered to be subversive. 
The film’s snappy revolution¬ 
ary rhetoric verges on come-

dy, and its vaunted “perversi¬ 
ty” is merely playful. Or 
maybe I’ve just lived in San 
Francisco too long. 

Relax, a British film di¬ 
rected by Christopher Newby, 
is anything but relaxing. 
Newby employs the ominous 
black-and-white cinematogra¬ 
phy of the David Lynch/Todd 
Haynes school to capture the 
paranoia of Steve, a London 
lad who’s just been tested for 
HIV. The tension mounts as 
Steve subjects himself to sur¬ 
real visions of doom. As any¬ 


one who’s ever been tested 
for HIV knows, waiting for 
those results can be harrow¬ 
ing. But it’s quite another 
matter to transfer this terror 
to film without stigmatizing 
the infected. Newby resolves 
this dilemma with an unex¬ 
pected sleight of hand, as 
clever as it is unsettling. 

Billy Turner’s Secret is (of 
course) that he’s gay. Director 
Michael Mayson constructs a 
sharp comedy of manners 
around the triangle of Billy, a 
partially closeted black yup¬ 
pie; Billy’s homophobic room¬ 
mate Rufus; and Evelyn, a ra- 
zor-tongued Latina who acci¬ 
dentally discovers Billy’s se¬ 
cret. Mayson’s film is all edge 
— each character slices the 
others until everyone discov¬ 
ers a way to live in peace. 
Mayson’s stylish film man¬ 
ages to be political without 
politicizing; it’s as cool as it is 
comic. 

Disturbing Nostalgia 

But the gem of the collec¬ 
tion is undoubtedly Mark 
Christopher’s The Dead 
Boys’ Club. Christopher’s 
film focuses on the connec¬ 
tion between the first post- 
AIDS generation and the one 
that came before. Young 
queer Toby has come to New 
York to visit his cousin 
Packard, a chiseled survivor 
of the age of AIDS. Packard 
gives Toby an enchanted pair 
of shoes previously owned by 
his dead lover. Whenever 
Toby puts these shoes on, 
he’s suddenly in touch with 
the wild lost world of the 
promiscuous queers who’ve

R arely has a coming 
out stunned and dis¬ 
mayed so many so 
deeply — and so satis¬ 
factorily. At the 1986 10th an¬ 
niversary conference of the 
Christian fundamentalist or¬ 
ganization Exodus Interna¬ 
tional, which claims to “cure” 
people of homosexuality, Ex¬ 
odus co-founders Michael 
Bussee and Gary Cooper de¬ 
nounced the group, called for 
a new ministry of compas¬ 
sion, and announced that they 
were in love with each other 
and intended to stay that way. 

One Nation Under God, a 
documentary by Teodoro Ma- 
niaci and Francine Rzeznik, is 
a lively and engaging look at 
Exodus and its “change min¬ 
istry” clones, with Cooper and 
Bussee providing the central 
narrative thread. Other inter¬ 
viewees include activist Joy 
Tomchin; author and Lesbian 
Archives co-founder Joan Nes¬ 
tle; historian Martin Duber- 
man, author of Cures; and 
psychiatrist Gerald Davison, 
who came to repudiate his 
1960s “organismic reorienta¬ 
tion” film before it was ever 
shown. (That he is never 
asked how he came to this re¬ 
alization relatively ahead of 
his time is one of the film’s 
small flaws.)

come before and largely dis¬ 
appeared — the doomed, beau¬ 
tiful members of the Dead 
Boys’ Club. Toby is at once 
terrified and titillated. 

Of all the films in this pro¬ 
gram, The Dead Boys’ Club 
is the most convincing exam¬ 
ple of the “New Queer Cine¬ 
ma.” Christopher’s film devel¬ 
ops on several levels at once. 
Its iconography is specifically 
queer, from the foreboding 
bottle of Clorox Toby is car¬ 
rying as the film opens (which 
we immediately realize will 
be used to disinfect rather 
than to whiten) to the magical 
pair of disco shoes whose ob¬ 
vious analogue is Dorothy’s 
ruby slippers. Camp comedy 
and utter darkness mingle in 
a creative mess that accurate¬ 
ly reflects the way we live. 

At a slightly deeper level, 
Christopher is also ringing 
changes on the gay myth of 
Paradise and the Fall as it’s 
taken shape in our psyches. 
It’s in the nature of myths to 
imagine a perfect past — a par¬ 
adise lost by sin or accident. 
What’s fascinating about the 
gay version of this myth is 
that our vanquished age of in¬ 
nocence is relatively recent. 
Every cocktail bar has its 
share of aging Adams who 
can still recall a splendrous 
Eden, shared not with Eve 
but with the horny serpent of 
desire. 

Thus we imagine the 
decade after Stonewall, when 
the raging hungers of the 
flesh were constrained only

provide much of One Na¬ 
tion’s humor. One woman re¬ 
lates exorcising homosexual 
demons from the throats, 
anuses, and organs of gay 
men, and another chirps that 
a softball game is the best 
way for men to feel more 
masculine. 

The film shows us, though, 
that we mustn’t let the Ex- 
odoids’ bad hair, mangled 
Freudian jargon, and Bad 
Mommy theories make us 
take them too lightly. Cooper 
and Bussee do articulate the 
theory that gays and lesbians 
are replacing godless pinkos 
as the common enemy on the 
New Right’s agenda; Cooper 
quotes religious radio as refer¬ 
ring to “the New Civil War.” 
Near the film’s end, Lou Shel¬ 


don’s Traditional Values 
Coalition is shown teaming 
up with Congresspeople and 
the NIH for “a national task 
force for the preservation of 
the heterosexual ethic.” Can 
you say taxation without rep¬ 
resentation? 

While the footage of 
Bussee and Cooper taking 
their teenage daughters on a 
we’re-as-normal-as-you trip to 
the zoo/fair might have been 
better spent addressing the is¬ 
sue of funding for change 
ministries, One Nation is a 
winning entry in the know- 
thy-enemy category. ▼

organization’s success, we 
needn’t guess too hard at 
what’s in Exodus’, er, closet. 
Sy’s cant about “recovery” 
from “broken sexuality” is de¬ 
livered so melodiously that, 
with the short, unstyled hair 
and the plaid shirt, this could 
be any tall jockdyke on a roll. 
But if Sy were a “recovered 
girl,” wouldn’t the shirt be 
ruffled and the hair floofy, 
like the other “ex-dykes”? 
Four veterans of the San 
Francisco queer/trans/gender- 
fuck scene at the screening 
(50 years experience among 
us) couldn’t deliver a decisive 
judgment. Isn’t that an 
Adam’s apple ... ? 

Sy may indeed be one of 
the best successes that Exo¬ 
dus can trot out. Bussee and 
Cooper say that of the close 
to 500 people they counseled 
over their Exodus years, they 
could find only 30 who might 
stand up to scrutiny for a TV 
special, and of those, the pro¬ 
ducers deemed only 11 true 
success stories — including 
Cooper and Bussee. Several 
Exodus recidivists, now 
known as “former ex-gays,” 


by the ability of the imagina¬ 
tion to gratify them, when (af¬ 
ter millennia of repression) all 
was sex and celebration. But 
(mythologically speaking) 
such bliss invites catastrophe, 
which duly appeared in the 
insidious form of a sexually 
transmitted retrovirus, a curse 
perfectly tailored to crush all 
carnal delight. 

Christopher addresses this 
myth from the vantage of the 
new queer generation, the 
first to come of age after the 
fall. In this context the stan¬ 
dard coming-out tale is passe; 
so is the battle cry of AIDS 
activism. The really interest¬ 
ing tale, as Christopher’s 
short film proves, is how the 
two generations — the once- 
beautiful dead and the now 
beautiful living — interact 
within our common myth. 
The Dead Boys’ Club sug¬ 
gests that while everything’s 
been lost, it may all be saved. 
Queer life goes on, empow¬ 
ered by its crazed and gor¬ 
geous past. 

After the memorial service 
for Packard’s lover, Toby 
asks his cousin, “Do you think 
things can be haunted? Like 
shoes?” Packard hugs him 
and smiles, “I think these are 
rough times for all of us.” In¬ 
deed. But we leave the the¬ 
atre smiling and defiant, 
which points up as well as 
anything, the undying spirit 
of queers old and new. ▼

tell stories whose common 
theme is a self-hatred now left 
behind. 

“We only deal with unhap¬ 
py gays,” Sy and other Ex- 
odoids insist, but One Nation 
demonstrates that such un¬ 
happiness is the result of ho¬ 
mophobia and not the cause 
of it. Maniaci and Rzeznik

T he San Francisco 
Opera’s new produc¬ 
tion of Puccini’s Tu¬ 
randot, unveiled last 
Thursday at the Opera 
House, needs only an appear¬ 
ance by Barney, the “lovable” 
dinosaur, to be a truly splen¬ 
did travesty. Fortunately, 
strong singing in the last half 
of Act III by soprano Eva 
Marton in the title role saved 
the evening from being 
provincial (at best) or disas¬ 
trous (at worst). 

Co-produced with the 
Chicago Lyric Opera, this pro¬ 
duction, designed by painter 
David Hockney, presents Puc¬ 
cini’s last opera seemingly as 
a cartoon for adults, not in it¬ 
self an indefensible view of 
the work. After all, Turandot 
is an opera with less than 
well-rounded characters, 
wherein an icy Chinese 
princess cuts off the heads of 
her suitors (“Paging Dr. 
Freud”) if they fail to correct¬ 
ly answer her three riddles. 
Calaf (tenor Michael 
Sylvester) becomes the 13th 
suitor of the year to fall in 
love with Turandot and play 
her guessing games, despite 
pleas from his father, Timur 
(Kevin Langan), and the slave 
girl (Lucia Mazzaria), who is 
desperately in love with Calaf 
because he once smiled at 
her. Like any good fairy tale, 


Calaf solves the riddles, kisses 
Turandot (who promptly falls 
in love with him), and they 
live happily ever after. 


Opera in the Mall 

That’s the Turandot we 
all know and love, but in his 
desire to move away from the 
traditional “chinoiserie” of 
most Turandot productions, 
Hockney has not served the 
opera well. The first act, espe¬ 
cially, is a muddle of strange 
shapes reminiscent of a fanci¬ 
ful Los Angeles drive-in or a 
tacky theme park. Both in col¬ 
or and shape, Barney the di¬ 
nosaur could slip into this pic¬ 
ture virtually unnoticed. The 
dominant construction on 
stage (perhaps part of a sink¬ 
ing ocean liner or a crashed 
1950s rocketship?) lights up to 
reveal Turandot and her 
ladies-in-waiting crammed to¬ 
gether like so many survivors 
of a shipwreck. 

The all-important Riddle 
Scene in Act II is supposed to 
take place outside the royal 
palace. Hockney’s version 
looks like the backside of a 
huge indoor mall, bathed in 
red light, complete with a zig¬ 
zag runway, ending in steps 
which creak like high-school 
gymnasium bleachers when 
walked on. Act III begins in 
almost total darkness, re¬ 
lieved by orange, pumpkin¬ 


shaped lanterns, and ends in a 
brilliant red room which re¬ 
sembles either a page from a 
pop-up book or a restaurant 
trying desperately to get into 
the pages of Architectural Di¬ 
gest. 

The one scene that does 
work well is the first scene of 
Act II, which features a paint¬ 
ed backdrop of Chinese 
scrolls which dissolve to re¬ 
veal a small red house sur¬ 
rounded by gorgeous *blue 
light (for a lake) about which 
Ping (Theodore Baerg) sings 
wistfully. It was the one time 
all night the production 
looked neither tacky nor 
cheap, and it brilliantly 
showed that creativity is 
worth more than mere money 


in staging an opera. 

Despite my feelings about 
most of the production, the 
opening-night audience 
seemed to love everything. 
They applauded all the sets 
when the curtain rose, and 
gave Hockney and his design 
team a vociferous standing 
ovation at their curtain call. 

Too Loud 

Unfortunately, Hockney’s 
one-dimensional, rather mud¬ 
dled view of the opera also af¬ 
fected the musicmaking. Mu¬ 
sical director Donald Runni- 
cles led a performance short 
on poetry and long on loud. 
Puccini’s exotic score 
abounds with the colors of xy¬ 
lophones, glockenspiels, 


chimes, marimbas, and lots 
and lots of gongs — most of 
which got buried last week. 
There are numerous soft pas¬ 
sages (like the chorus to the 
moon in Act I) filled with 
delectable, sensuous sounds, 
all of which got run over on 
Thursday. 

Though Marton’s Turan¬ 
dot has been hailed by most 
of the operatic world, her 
voice is really too warm for 
the steely Princess, and open¬ 
ing night its wide vibrato 
(some would say “wobble”) 
was much in evidence. But to¬ 
ward the end of her duet with 
Calaf in Act III, she gained 
control of her instrument and 
unleashed some thrilling, im¬ 
passioned phrases that made 
the evening worthwhile. 

Tenor Sylvester’s singing 
was monochromatic, stiffly 
phrased, and his aria, “Nessun 
dorma,” had little effect. Ian 
Falconer’s costume with its 
wide belt proved unflattering. 

Disappointing, too, was 
Mazzaria’s Liu. Her lyric so¬ 
prano is attractive and warm 
to say the least, but she was 
unable to make Liu truly 
sympathetic, perhaps because 
her phrasing was so routine. 
Others in the cast were Den¬ 
nis Petersen (Pang), Craig Es¬ 
tep (Pong), and Joseph Frank 
(the Emperor). 

In later performances Tu¬ 
randot will be sung by 
Ealynn Voss (of whom I have 
heard good reports) in her lo¬ 
cal debut and Vladimir Popov 
as Calaf. ▼

On a Roll

S everal weeks into the 
new season, San Fran¬ 
cisco Symphony Music 
Director Herbert 
Blomstedt is still on a win¬ 
ning roll. His considerable 
strengths have been readily 
apparent in two masterworks 
from the late 19th and mid- 
20th centuries — less so in a 
contemporary piece. 

Anyone following Blom¬ 
stedt’s career would hardly be 
surprised at his sure way with 
the massive and discursive 
scores of Anton Bruckner. 
They might be knocked for a 
loop, however, by his grasp of 
modern music. 

Bartok’s Concerto for Or¬ 
chestra requires interpretive 
insight and pacing as much as 
virtuoso playing. The sym¬ 
phony musicians were cooper¬ 
ative and the improved acous¬ 
tics of Davies Hall helped, yet 
it was the conductor who 
made the strongest statement. 

The Concerto, which actu¬ 
ally sounds more like a sym¬ 
phony with well-contrasted 
sections, was treated as such 
by Blomstedt, and the result¬ 
ing performances shed an in¬ 
teresting light on a bravura 
composition. 

Bartok was writing on a 
Koussevitzsky Foundation 
commission, almost an act of 
mercy by compatriots Joseph 
Szigeti and Fritz Reiner, who 
worried about the ailing Hun¬ 
garian as he languished, un¬ 
derappreciated, in America. 
The stimulus of the assign-

ment improved his health, 
and he actually won the gen¬ 
uine respect of previously 
harsh critics and the public. 
Tragically, it came too late. 
The composer died fully rec¬ 
ognized as an artist, but 
mired nonetheless in near 
poverty. 

Aside from the darkly 
mysterious first movement 
and mournful third, the Con¬ 
certo for Orchestra gradually 
transforms into an expansive 
act of life assertion. Blomstedt 
has the measure of the score, 
and he coaxed his players 
into a deeply satisfying rendi¬ 
tion. Thankfully, this will be 
included on an all-Bartok disc 
that will be released in the 
spring of 1995 to coincide 
with a planned European 
tour and the 50th anniversary 
of the composer’s death.

No Language, Many Words

T he Edge Festival 
limped to a close this 
past week at Foot¬ 
work Studio where, 
despite the best of intentions, 
two performers did a lot of 
talking and soul-bearing, but 
not much dancing. 

Polly Motley and John 
Weaver shared the stage, each 
vying for the evening’s award 
for Most Sincere Personal 
Confession. But, alas, neither 
performer made a lasting im¬ 
pression, because neither per¬ 
former commanded any sig¬ 
nificant movement technique 
as a means for expressing his 
or her ideas. In fact, this is 
the central dilemma that the 
Edge Festival poses: so few 
of the local modern dancers 
have the ability to use the 
body as an expressive instru¬ 
ment. There seems to be no 
language for telling the 
dancer how to dance. 

Words vs. Movement? 

Now is probably not the 
place for an extended essay 
on this problem. But I do feel 
compelled to ask a few ques¬ 
tions: Is technique still taught 
in the modern dancer’s daily 
class? And, as a corollary, do 
modern dancers still take a 
daily class? Further, can any¬ 
one agree on what technique 
is valuable? In other words, 
is anyone studying a system 
that tells the entire body how 
to move? And lastly, who de¬ 
cided that words are more 
communicative than move¬ 
ment? Or that movement 
should become merely an af¬ 
terthought to the words? Has 
anyone mentioned that when 


words take priority you are 
no longer primarily a dancer? 
Or that becoming a stand-up 
monologist is an equally 
tough biz? 

On Friday, Motley pre¬ 
sented two pieces. The first, 
called Stand By Your Man, 
was a performance/video 
work, performed mostly in 
silence while Motley’s three 
helpers, armed with video 
cams, shot the entire proceed¬ 
ings. Viewers had the choice 
of watching things live or on 
one of three monitors. What 
we saw was the slow (very 
slow) and anguished transfor¬ 
mation of Motley dressed in a 
man’s suit to Motley dressed 
in a black cocktail dress and 
pumps. We were, I assume, 
supposed to recognize some¬ 
thing about the terrible agony 
of gender. The result was 
pretentious and static. 

Motley’s other piece, an al¬ 
most dance-solo called For 
Amelia (set to scattered seg¬ 
ments of a sweet Simon and 
Garfunkle tune) could have 
been compelling. There were 
lots of Tai Chi-like move¬ 
ments and touches of Indian 
Kathak in her use of the 
hands, but everything below 
the waist was dead-on-arrival, 
static and uncommunicative. 
This underscores Motley’s 
central problem — the lack of 
any comprehensive system, or 
language, for movement. 

Jon Weaver 

In all fairness, Jon Weaver 
may not really want to be 
considered a dancer. On Fri¬ 
day, in a piece called Zipper, 
he delivered a sometimes fun¬ 
ny, sometimes strained, some-

No. 2 has also been recorded, 
along with other contempo¬ 
rary works, and it proves Mr. 
Blomstedt’s dedication to 
repertoire that demands a 
hearing, regardless of popular 
appeal. Unfortunately, the 
score seems bombastic and 
thornily intellectual, even af¬ 
ter repeated listenings. The 
disc may reveal merits that 
were not apparent in Davies — 
at least it can be played back 
with personal volume adjust¬ 
ment.

been recorded and recently 
released with the SFS, cou¬ 
pled with Wagner’s Siegfried 
Idyll. The architecture and 
rambling byways of the ec¬ 
centric author’s often pro¬ 
found music clearly make 
sense to our conductor, and 
he recently presented the un¬ 
completed Ninth symphony 
as if there was, in fact, no 
need for a concluding move¬ 
ment. 

The composer was dying 
from a bewildering and pro¬ 
longed illness that made him 
even stranger than usual — his 
religious obsessions making a 
particularly strong showing. 
The music of the Ninth re¬ 
flects much of the resulting 
pain and spiritual ecstasy, and 
in Blomstedt’s interpretation, 
the score flows logically to a 
very satisfying and moving 
end. 

Critics of Bruckner com¬ 
plain of his ponderous mus- 
ings and inability to write 
convincing bridges — simply 
stopping and changing the 
subject. A sympathetic con¬ 
ductor can make these fail¬ 
ings appear deliberate and 
stress the transcendent quali¬ 
ties that became more 
marked with his every essay 
in the symphonic genre. 
Blomstedt has that gift and 
his musicians, while perhaps 
not scaling Olympus in quite 
the same way as their coun¬ 
terparts in Vienna and Berlin, 
still earned their sustained 
ovation. 

For once, the press agent’s 
phrase “world class” seemed 
more than mere hype. ▼ 


times insightful monologue 
on his hopes for connecting 
sex with love. Dressed in 
faux 18th-century underwear, 
Weaver’s segmented work in¬ 
cluded a tender, fetal-position 
body-rock (set to music by 
Francois Couperin) and, later, 
a jagged, sizzling fetal-twirl 
(set to a tune by Janis Joplin). 
But neither sequence showed 
much complexity in terms of 
movement vocabulary. A pre¬ 
ceding “interpretative” seg¬ 
ment (peppered with corny 
questions by David Gere, the 
local conceptual guru for art 
talkers) was equally limited in 
its circular swooning. 

SF Dance Theatre 

One final note: San Fran¬ 
cisco Dance Theatre (the per¬ 
formance ensemble from one 
of San Francisco’s semi-pro¬ 
fessional ballet studios) gave 
an impressive concert at the 
beginning of this month at 
Theatre Artaud. What mat¬ 
tered most in this unexpected 
engagement were not the 
guest stars (Susan Jaffe and 
Jeremy Collins from Ameri¬ 
can Ballet Theatre; who, by 
the way, looked a bit out of 
place without a proscenium 
arch and the other tools of 
theatrical artifice) but the 
dancing in two works for lo¬ 
cal dancers. 

Yehuda Maor’s Interrupt¬ 
ed Path , a piece for six

dancers set to a live duet for 
piano and cello by Zoltan Ko- 
daly was especially engaging, 
and Igal Perry’s Bolero 
(choreographed to Ravel’s in¬ 
gratiating music of the same 
title) was surprisingly power¬ 
ful and danced with great 
conviction by a cast of 12. It 
was terrific to see a Bolero 
that, for once, did not seem to 


be about sex. 

It would be nice to see fu¬ 
ture performances by SF 
Dance Theatre, but without 
the distraction of big-name 
guests and, one hopes, pre¬ 
sented in a more suitable 
house, like Cowell Theatre at 
Fort Mason, or the new the¬ 
atre at Yerba Buena’s Center

Count Your Blessings

P laywright Lee Bless¬ 
ing has had a modest¬ 
ly successful career 
in the theatre. Not 
fanciful or overwrought, 
Blessing has supplied a fair 
number of hearty plays to re¬ 
gional theatres across the 
country, with his two best- 
known works being Walk in 
the Woods and Eleemosy¬ 
nary. 

Two of Blessing’s lesser 
plays — one from his early ca¬ 
reer and one of his most re¬ 
cent — are now playing in 
town, and both plays point 
out just how marginal a play¬ 
wright Blessing can be. One 
of Blessing’s earliest and least 


interesting efforts, Indepen¬ 
dence, was written in 1983. 
The play, which is currently 
being produced by Little Bird 
Productions in the Theatre 
Rhino Studio, deals with a 
lesbian daughter’s return to 
her Midwest home where she 
finds her mother in the midst 
of a mental breakdown and 
her sisters dealing with the 
fallout of their own sexual 
identities — the 19-year-old is 
dealing with her self-de¬ 
scribed title “queen of mean¬ 
ingless sex,” and the 25-year- 
old is coping with an unwant¬ 
ed pregnancy. 

It’s standard family drama 
fare, and the fact that one of the 
daughters is a lesbian

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barely matters at all. It serves 
only as a means to keep her 
aloof and apart from the real 
emotional action of the fami¬ 
ly- 

The program notes that 
this production was first pro¬ 
duced by UCSF Arts and 
Performances, and indeed, ev¬ 
erything from the acting to 
the directing to the technical 
work points to the fact that 
those involved are new to the 
theatre arts. Granted, Bless¬ 
ing’s play provides very few 
real emotional sparks, but 
this production lacks energy 
so completely as to induce in¬ 
termittent napping among au¬ 
dience members. 

However, Blessing’s dia¬ 
logue and characterizations 
are as stock as they come, so 
the four actresses involved 
are not entirely responsible 
for the evening’s torpor. Di¬ 
rector Linda Shapiro, though, 
deserves much of the blame 
for the poor pacing of her ac¬ 
tors. Sadly, Independence is 
a total bore. 

Sorely Lacking 

The second Blessing play 
around town receives a 
stronger production, but 
again, the play is sorely lack¬ 
ing in the interest factor. 
Fortinbras is a dimwitted 
look into the reign of King 
Fortinbras, who takes over 
from the newly killed Prince 
Hamlet of Denmark. 

Written in 1991, Blessing 
took a great risk in attempt¬ 
ing a modern reworking of 
Shakespeare. Tom Stoppard 
did it brilliantly 25 years ear¬ 
lier in Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern Are Dead, but 
while that play took its lead 
from Beckett and threw in 
gobs of intellectual humor, 
philosophy, and elaborate 
conceit, Blessing’s play mere¬ 
ly fumbles around in silliness 
without ever becoming fun. 

The Actors Theatre, one of 
San Francisco’s most reliable 
acting companies, takes a bit 
of a dive with Fortinbras. Di¬ 
rector Chris Phillips fails to 
make anything more of the 
play than a vehicle for a few 
empty laughs. Isa Totah as 
Fortinbras gives a manic, 
scattered performance that re¬ 
sembles Jerry Seinfeld on an 
off night. Combine this with 
an incessant Amadeus -like 
cackle and you have one in¬ 
credibly chafing performance. 

Luckily, when the ghosts 
from Hamlet start popping 
in, things get livelier. Molly 
Goode as the ghost of Ophelia 
is a comic delight, even if 
Blessing has reduced her to a 
one-note sexual joke: “Women 
don’t reach their sexual peak 
until after they’re dead,” she 
says in her neo-regal New Jer¬ 
sey accent. Hamlet, Claudius, 
Gertrude, and Polonious also 
breeze through, and Blessing 
hopes the effect of all this su¬ 
pernatural action will be zany 
and hysterical. It is not. 

Occasionally, funny lines — 
“Ophelia’s a succubus... and a 
pretty good one, too” — point 
out the potential for wacky 
Marx Brothers-like comedy, 
but the whole thing sits on 
the stage like a big, wet, Dan¬ 
ish dumpling: flavorless and 
unattractive. ▼

I’ve dedicated several 
books to John. John and I are 
really good friends. We fax 
each other long letters; it’s al¬ 
most entirely a written rela¬ 
tionship. I’m trying to get him 
to write his memoirs. It’s an 
amazing story, because he re¬ 
ally did live in the leather 
world — I never did, this stuff 
was fantasy for me. 

It’s been a long time since 
you’re written a “non-oc¬ 
cult” book, like The Feast 
of All Saints. Do you have 
any plans to go back to 
that? 

I don’t think so. I think the 
“occult” fiction is the easiest, 
most direct way for me to ex¬ 
press myself. I loved writing 
The Feast of All Saints and 
Cry to Heaven, but I was 
very happy to return to the 
other stuff. 

I wanted to tell you about 
my Hollywood experience, 
trying to get the truth out 
about the whole Vampire 
story. It all started with an 
item by Janet Charlton in 
the Star, saying you were 
upset about the casting of 
Tom Cruise and that he had 
demanded significant 
changes in the script.

She said that? I didn’t 
know that. I had a horrible 
feeling that would be the 
case. 

So I called Warners, and 
they said “absolute rubbish” 
on both counts. Anne Rice 
is not the least bit upset. 

[Laughs.] These people 
would lie to their friends on 
the other side. They would lie 
through the tunnel into the' 
light. They know that’s not 
true! 

And then there you were in 
the LA Times, so I called 
them and said, “Would you 
like to change your re¬ 
sponse?” They said, “Oh, we 
didn’t know she was upset 
until we read it in the LA 
Times.” 

No, they knew. They may 
not have known how strongly 
I felt. But even before the sto¬ 
ry came out, when they first 
heard about it, Geffen’s office 
called, and I told them, I have 
to say what I feel — I’m not on 
the team, I’m not a PR per¬ 
son. What else did they tell 
you? 

When I called that second 
time, they said “as far as 
they knew,” Cruise had not 
required them to remove 
the homoeroticism from the 
script. Which is not the 
same as saying it’s absolute¬ 
ly untrue. 

I’d heard that, as an unver¬ 
ified rumor. We even called 
their office and said, is this 
true, that he set some kind of 
limit on the homoerotic 
scenes? They said, we don’t 
know. We knew they 
wouldn’t really answer us.

Neil Jordan is doing the 
script now. When I did see a 
draft of the script, it was very, 
very close to the book, but 
once you get somebody mak¬ 
ing $15 million and an enor¬ 
mous chunk of the gross, that 
person does have the power 
to come in and transform the 
movie. Brad Pitt is a fabulous 
actor, and he may do some¬ 
thing really wonderful. The 
tragedy is, nobody really 
wants to talk about him. He 
could play Lestat wonderful¬ 
ly; he’s got that devilish look. 
In A River Runs Through It, 
you know, the Great Male 
Fishing Movie, he’s just won¬ 
derful — it’s very hard when a 
film sets you up and says 
you’re worth remembering 
forever because you caught 
this big trout! But he pulled 
that off, he was so radiant. 

They’re supposed to be up 
here next month to do some 
location shooting. I hear 
they’re supposed to be do¬ 
ing a scene on the Golden 
Gate Bridge. Like some of 
the stuff between Louis and 
the boy or ... 

Oh, right, I know what 
scene. I’ve seen it in the 
script. I better not — it’s not 
fair to Neil to talk about a 
scene that’s in progress. 

If you had the money, 
would you make movies of 
your books the way you 
want to see them made? 

It’s too collaborative. In 
Hollywood, they believe the 
origin of the work is in collab¬ 
oration. I believe the origin of 
disaster is in collaboration, 
that they destroy themselves 
over and over again through 
the collaborative process. And 
the strongest proof of that is 
when somebody comes in and 
fights them and beats them 
for one vision — Coppola for 
The Godfather, Barry Levin¬ 
son for Rain Man. But they 
never learn the lesson. They 
never learn. I hate them 
[laughs]. Not personally, but 
as a group. 

I guess what I’m doing in 
interviews is actually saying, 
please, don’t ever invite me to 
do this again. And they won’t! 
I don’t hear from them. They 
didn’t call to tell me about 
Tom Cruise — I read it in the 
paper. We called their office 
repeatedly, saying, “Who are 
you going to use for Lestat?” 
And they were very polite to 
us, but they wouldn’t tell us 
anything. And when they did 
cast Tom Cruise, apparently 
he wanted to call me, and 
they advised him not to. So 
they broke that connection 
right there; they didn’t allow 
that to happen. Whatever 
would have come about spon¬ 
taneously in that conversation 
is gone. And I wouldn’t have 
been mean to the guy, there’s 
no way I would have hurt his 
feelings — something could 
have happened in terms of 
communication, but it didn’t. 
T

There is no fantasy here, 
no mystery, no wit or irony. 
So much effort is put into 
making sure we don’t miss 
the point that virtually noth¬ 
ing is left to the imagination. 

Cronenberg, when inter¬ 
viewed recently for 
Maclean’s, noted that The 
Crying Game made him jeal¬ 
ous because its star “had no 
Adam’s apple.... It was agony 
shooting with John Lone be¬ 



cause we had to be so careful 
about the light, the hair, the 
throat.” While that’s a valid 
consideration, it’s clear that 
Cronenberg should’ve wor¬ 
ried more about the script 
and his direction than with 
surface details. The crowd 
scenes, love scenes, and in 
fact most everything but the 
clever opening credits belie a 
complete awkwardness with 
the project. 

When asked to explain the 
sexuality in the film, Cronen¬ 
berg replied, “Sexuality, for 
humans, is an invention. One 
of the lines in the play that I 
love — and I’m happy to re¬ 
port that it’s been retained in 
the movie — is, ‘Only a man 
knows how a woman is sup¬ 
posed to act.’ What does that 
mean? It’s not just that men 
impose their idea of female 
sexuality on women. There’s 
a strange collaboration to cre¬ 
ate a male image and a fe¬ 


male image that somehow 
works for both, and it’s con¬ 
stantly being adjusted. Why? 
Because there’s no absolute 
sexuality any more.” Hmmm- 
hmmmmmm. 

Bad Acting 

As for Jeremy Irons, who 
plays the beleaguered French¬ 
man (his name has been 
changed in the film to Rene 
Gallimard), one is hard- 
pressed for a compliment. 
He’s begun mimicking him¬ 
self, using the same nervous 
tics and halting speech pat¬ 
terns over and over again. 
Throughout the film, you of¬ 
ten want to slap him, especial¬ 
ly during the pivotal scene 
where the two lovers, now 
both dressed as men, are be¬ 
ing driven to jail near the 
film’s end. In the scene the 
Frenchman is confronted 
with his lover’s penis for the 
very first time. (Only Lone’s 
behind is available for audi¬ 
ence viewing.) Repulsed by 
the flaccid organ, he leaves it 
hanging, feeling he’s loved 
something else for the past 
two decades. This moment 
has no emotional weight. 

Surprisingly, if the screen¬ 
play had returned to its sub¬ 
ject, Boursicot, the tale 
might’ve been much more in¬ 
teresting. Boursicot was an 
admitted bisexual, switch-hit¬ 
ting between both sexes. And 
his incentive for spying had 
much more to do with his 
ambition than with his love 
for the submissive Song Lil- 
ing, who even fakes a success¬ 
ful pregnancy for him. 

Whatever you do, don’t 
waste your hard-earned sous 
on this static celluloid ven¬ 
ture, as so many already have. 
Though it’s hard to believe, 
the film has had a surprising¬ 
ly strong start in New York, 
where it averaged $19,093 per 
theatre on its opening week. 
But if you want a brilliant vi¬ 
sion of Chinese cross-dressing 
and history, wait for 
Farewell My Concubine. ▼

get it, like talking a different 
language.” 

Hetero hecklers are the ex¬ 
ception, not the rule, accord¬ 
ing to Davis, but two recent 
experiences represent a new 
low in his stand-up career. 
Last year at the now defunct 
Holy City Zoo, one verbal gay 
basher would not let up. “It 
was the meanest I ever got,” 
Davis recalls. “I said, ‘If you 
hate me that much, why don’t 
you just take me out to the 
parking lot and beat me up?’ 
The guy shut up, finally. And 
my set was ruined by heck¬ 
lers this year at Comedy Day 
in Golden Gate Park. They 
were sooooo violent and 
drunk. I was followed by 
Monty Hoffman, a local comic 
who’s the biggest prick of all 
time — the most misogynist, 
fag-hating fuck who ever 
walked the earth, but he gets 
to be on TV in LA all the 
time because that’s just the 
way it is. Most of the straight 
comics in town have been re¬ 
ally nice, especially Will and 
Deb Durst, but gay comics 
get spoiled in gay venues be-

cause the other world is quite 
different.” 

A Tad Bitter 

Beneath the big blue eyes 
and animated expressions, 
Davis betrays a simmering 
discontent that is the hall¬ 
mark of every great comic 
from Lenny Bruce to Sandra 
Bernhard. So I fire a shot of 
my own. “What are you so an¬ 


gry about?” I ask. 

His laughter is instanta¬ 
neous, but forced and a little 
nervous. “My therapist once 
told me, ‘Mark, you have 
more anger in you than I 
think you even realize.’ It 
comes from running away to 
Hollywood when I was 11, 
then coming out when I was 
13. I was outed by a prostitu¬ 
tion bust when I was in my 
sophomore year of high 
school in Centralia, Washing¬ 
ton. Yes, I was guilty. After 
that, I had people screaming 
faggot at me every day, at ev¬ 
ery class break. I had to leave 
high school because it was so 
bad; I got an adult diploma at 
the community college down¬ 
town. My family was large, 
and my father was rigid and 
cruel and abusive. I had a 
tough life, but I have a cat’s 
ability to land on my feet. By 
going to adult school, I ended 
up with an A.A. degree and a 
diploma when I was 17.1 took 
a year off before I got my 
B.F.A. It’s all in Faggot With 
a Gun. People who see it will 
know everything about me, 
which puts me at a distinct 
social disadvantage.” ▼

Heat in Portland? Didn't Phase SF Marathoners! 


Are You Marathon Positive?

Some cities are synony¬ 
mous with weather condi¬ 
tions. Chicago has the wind, 
Seattle has rain, London and 
San Francisco have fog, and 
Portland, Oregon...the heat? 
Say what? Portland, Oregon 
hot? NOT!! 

“We were expecting the 
typically cool Northwestern 
weather,” said Bay Area Dis¬ 
tance Runners co-chair Dave 
Studach. “You know, overcast 
with the possibility of drizzle 
or rain.” In other words, per¬ 
fect weather for running in a 
marathon. 


80 Degree Heat Action 

Instead, temperatures were 
hovering in the 80 degree 
range for the Portland 
Marathon on September 26, 
much to the chagrin of BADR 
members in town for the 26+ 
mile run. The typical 
marathon runner will curse 
the sunny, warm weather in 
evidence in Portland, but for¬ 
tunately it did not take a ma¬ 
jor toll on BADR’s runners. 


While Studach admits that 
the heat probably slowed 
down a few of them, the Club 
did produce two personal 
best marks and some notably 
fast times. 


New Portland Course Is 
Runner-friendly 

The Portland Marathon’s 
new course, now a scenic 
rolling loop, much of it along 
the waterfront, may have 
helped those struggling with 
the weather. The fairly flat 
course finished with a gradual 
downhill, providing a boon to 
many of the dehydrating 
marathoners determined to 
finish the race. 

Those BADR runners who 

overcame the warm weather 
and an international crowd 
field of 5,000 competitors, to 
turn in excellent times includ¬ 
ed Paul Kelly, David Full and 
John Kruse. Kelly had a gutsy 
run, finishing strong with a 
personal best time of 3-hours, 
7-minutes. Just behind him 
was Full at 3:08 and BADR’s 
third man was Kruse, finish¬ 
ing with a 3:14. 


Studach had glowing 
praise for first time marathon¬ 
er Dave Donahue, who com¬ 
pleted the 26+ mile run with 
a great debut time of 3:39, 
and for BADR’s first female 
runner across the finish line, 
Marion Lyons, setting a per¬ 
sonal best mark at 3:47. 

Other Club finishers in¬ 
cluded David Allman (3:53), 
Studach (4:16), Tom Pait (4:30) 
and Teri Handy (NTG). Jon 
Borset competed in the race 
walking division and turned 
in a marvelous effort of 5:42. 

Younger Crew and Older 
Crew Team 

“We are really proud of 
our younger crew,” Studach 
said. “It shows that we’re 
building a broad base for the 
New York Gay Games. We’ve 
got a good mix of ‘rookie’ 
marathoners as well as sea¬ 
soned veterans.” Studach 
feels that the new combina¬ 
tion of runners, along with 
the development of increased 
speed will enable San Fran¬ 
cisco to make a fine showing 
and “kick some butt” at the 
1994 Gay Games. ▼

Hey, It's Time to Hibernate

This is the time of year 
when things start to get 
tricky. 

It’s not really winter yet, 
but it isn’t summer either, 
and the word “Fall” means lit¬ 
tle in Northern California. 
Now back East, or up North, 
or in the midwestern states, 
fall serves as a definitive di¬ 
vider between hot and cold. 
Leaves start to turn, the sun 
is lower on the horizon, and 
birds head south. Very little 
of these telltale signs apply 
here, except for the disap¬ 
pearing daylight. Squirrels 
only halfheartedly store nuts 
for the winter and not all the 
birds choose to leave because, 
after all, the weather doesn’t 
really change all that much in 
the Bay Area, weather-wise. 

But in its own special way, 
Northern California has its 
own cycles of nature. Conse¬ 
quently, our bodies and psy¬ 
ches, more attuned to these 
subtleties than we might sus¬ 
pect, are responding to the 
seasonal shift. Even though 
recently cloudy, rainy days 
have been interrupted by 
warm summer-like periods, 
our bodies know better. 


Hibernation-time, or Let 
Us Slow Down 

For all intents and purpos¬ 
es, it is time to hibernate, to 
slow down, enjoy some med¬ 
itation and solitude. As a re¬ 
sult, the occasional bouts of 
sun only serve to confuse us. 
Part of us is drawn to sum¬ 
mer activity while another 
side of us wants to hunker 
down under warm blankies 
and watch day-time teevee. 
The latter part of the zodiacal 
year, i.e., the fall and winter 
months, are a time of intro¬ 
spection, of gathering togeth¬ 
er the yearly lessons learned, 
to be used for the next burst 
of growth scheduled for 
springtime. 


Many of us 
do not listen 
to our bodies 
when they 
ask for extra 
rest.

Our technological and 
work-centered lifestyle leaves 
little room for these intuitive 
inclinations, however. In fact, 
modern lives demand the op¬ 
posite. People are still expect¬ 
ed to work 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 
p.m., regardless of the weath¬ 
er or how soon it gets dark. 
I’ll bet hibernation-inclined 
folks are feeling guilty about 
the whole thing and trying to 
force themselves out into the 
world. 


Hibernation Alternatives 

Little wonder, then, that 
this time of year is a tradition¬ 
al one for people to catch a 
number of illnesses, especially 
colds and the flu. I think it’s 
nature’s way of providing us 
with that much needed and 
expected hibernation time 
that we often refuse our¬ 
selves. Since for most of us, 
taking time out to “hibernate” 
is an unaffordable luxury, 
here are some alternatives to 
avoiding an inconvenient ill¬ 
ness: 


Rest 

This may seem obvious, 
but many of us do not listen 
to our bodies when they ask 
for extra rest. If you continue 
to feel the need to sleep, even 
if you have to wait for your 
days off, do it. Your body’s 
trying to tell you something. 


Saunas and Baths 

Wet saunas and hot baths 
are age-old cold remedies. 
These are excellent methods 
of heating the body up (not to 
mention the added benefit of 
relaxation). Adding Olbas or 
any eucalyptus/mint-based oil 
to the steam helps to disinfect 
the sinuses and keep infec¬ 
tions at bay. Adding Epsom 
salts or other invigorating oils 
to the baths will help to pull 
toxins from the body through 
sweating. 


Appropriate Clothing 

Do you have your rain 
gear? Are you ready for the 
cold chill of San Francisco 
evenings? Over the past few 
years I have come to appreci¬ 
ate just how much protection 
appropriate clothing can offer 
from cold and wet. While this 
type of clothing may be of lit¬ 
tle interest to car-commuting 
individuals, outdoor athletes 
(particularly daily runners) 
and bicycle commuters (such 
as myself) who are out in the 
elements no-matter-what, owe 
it to themselves to investigate 
the benefits of appropriate 
outdoor clothing. A great 


place to look for deals is the 
North Face outlet at 1325 
Howard. I’ve saved myself a 
lot of money on outdoor gear 
by shopping at that store. 

Preventative Treatments 

This time of year is tradi¬ 
tionally a good time to get a 
“tune up” at your local 
acupuncturist. If that’s not 
your inclination, there are 


many homeopathic and/or 
herbal remedies created to 
strengthen the immune sys¬ 
tem and protect against the 
flu and colds. My all-time fa¬ 
vorite continues to be Yin 
Chiao tablets which can be 
had for a song at any store in 
Chinatown. Closer to home, 
Buffalo Foods (19th and Cas¬ 
tro or Hyde and California) 
continues to carry the most 
complete collection of Chi¬ 


nese Herbals I have found in 
San Francisco in a non-Chi¬ 
nese store. 

Judging from last year’s 
rough season, however, you 
may be inclined to actually 
try a flu shot this year. Dates, 
times and locations for this

When I 
called, there was a recorded 
message listing dates in 
November when shots can be 
had for $2.00 at district health 
offices. Alternatively, you can 
schedule a shot during a pri¬ 
mary care visit at any of these 
offices or with your own pri¬ 
mary care provider. 

Probably the most impor¬ 
tant preventative measure to 
catching a cold or the flu is 
by listening to your body. If 
you feel tired, rest. If your 
body craves a certain food, 
check it out. (Chocolate and 
fried foods don’t count!

Be honest and try to discern 
the difference between com¬ 
fort foods designed to help 
you get through the long, 
dark winter and foods that 
can help keep you healthy.) 
You may have a craving for 
fruit (extra vitamin C), or for 
warmer foods (your body 
may need more heat). Try to 
determine what your body 
messages are and, when pos¬ 
sible, follow through on them. 
You’ll probably be healthier 
for it. ▼
